From these checks 
and recheeke 'Variety' has further 
sifted into the matter to determine 
the six leading pictures, women and 
men stare and directors for 1931 
strictly on a basis of money brought 
into their companies by the films 
and individuala. 

It's a matter of grosses and not 
profit, with no attempt to. name the 
leading sextet in each division in 
the order of their net.

COAST PRINTS QUIET 
ON HAWAH AnACKS 



Los Angeles, Jan. 4. 

With travel to Honolulu at low 
ebb, steamship companies are bear- 
ing down on coast newspapers to 
keep out reports of several race 
rlota on the Islands. 

Since September several white 
women have been reported attacked 
by natives. In two instances U. S. 
sailors have participated in the rlota 
against the natives. 

Condition.^ are such tliat Navy 
officials have advised officers not to 
take their wives to the islands dur- 
ing the forthcoming fleet practice. 

Several newspaper owners on the 
coast are financially interested in 
the steamship lines and in Honolulu 
property. Any space given to the 
disturbances on the islands will 
ruin trans-Pacific travel that so far 
this season has been very anaemic. 

Tourlst lnflux to this coast, which 
generally begins In November, has 
been away oil this season. All re- 
sorts report that the winter cus- 
tomers are not coming in as fast as 
they did last year.

A flock of Indte ' producers fell 
over themselves bidding on screen 
rights to the U. S. C. -Tulane: game 
on New Tear'a Day, Warners won 
out and photographed the contest 
with regular Warner Brothers 
equipment. It will be released In 
'WB houses. . 

Sam Wood, Harry 9eaumont and 
Si Masters, partners In the Indie 
photographing of the U. S. C.-N. D, 
game, agreed to give 20% of the 
gross to theKnute Rockne memorial 
fund. Warners, however, gave up a 
big percentage of the gross for the 
Rose Bowl game rights. 

U. S. C. Is reported slightly peeved 
at the commercial use of its name 
without financial return In the 
Wood-Beaumoht-Masters venture. 
There is talk that school authorities 
may start suit for damages for a 
conslderatlor; similar to that ar- 
ranged with the Rockne fund.

Second quarter survey of the film 
critics' standing for the current 

season finds the leadership pi^ae- 
tically unchanged, with William 
Boehnel of the 'World-Telegram' 
again topping the New York, coterie, 
and Doris. Arden of the Chicago 
'Times' in the van for her division. 
Chioage ratings stand unchanged 
throughout 

Relatively the percentage of 
'rights' for all contenders in the list 
is slightly down for tjie period Nov. 
1 to Dec. 26, as compared with rat- 
ings for the previous term of sur- 
vey, May 30- Nov. 1, but changes in 
position have been unimportant 

One possibly significant featuce of 
the new classification Is that two 
feminine reviewers In the New Tork 
field have given way to a non-star 
appraiser. Julia Shawell ('Graphic') 
moves up from No. 4 to No. 2, dis- 
placlhg Bland Johaneson ('Mirror') 
former No. 2, and heading Irene 
Thlrer ('News'), previously No. 8, 
Two last named slip back one place 
to third and fourth, respectively. 

Miss Johaneson does not actually 
use a star system in appraising pro 
duct but her style calls for a defln 
Ite one-word opinion, which amounts 
to about the same thing in effect 

Miss Thlrer has somewhat com- 
plicated her former system by In 
troduclng new shades of Implied 
values, using fraction^ In her star 
Index.' 'Variety' has weighed these 
fractional values by disregarding 
the split stars. Thus a 2 ^ -star 
verdict is regarded as a two-star 
(or 'fair') opinion. 

Lower Percentages ' 

Tendency toward lower percent- 
ages is common to both the Chicago 
and the New Tork groups and ap- 
plies especially to the higher brack- 
ets. Tailendere in some cases l>et- 
tered their previous ratios of 
'rights.' Another tendency that 
stands out conspicuously is that 
there was a distinct failing off in 
'no opinion' reviews for the newer 
output 

. In the east Mordaunt Hall 
('Times') had only eight 'no opin- 
ions,' a slight Improvement over his 
previous pace of 19. Julia Shawell, 
who made the most positive leap. Is 
charged with only two indecisions 
as against 11 for the previous count. 

Throughout the recent survey it 
seems to the compiler that the re- 
viewers did less straddling in their 
views, and it seems probable that 
this new disposition to express posi- 
tive opinions accounts for a better 
showing by the non-star writers, as 
against users of the star system, 
which has concededly given the star 
users a considerable edge on con- 
tenders of the non-star technique 
regarding 'Variety's' rating.

Metro execs figured that in- 
asmuch as the murder case got 
stage treatment somewhere a book 
must have been written along the 
same lines and set agents at work 
to And U| such a novel existed.' 

It was found in 1,ynton,' written 
by an English woman, Mrs. Belloc 
Lowndes, who treated the dis- 
honored lady in the case with con- 
siderably more sympathy than she 
was donated in the banned play. 

Metro's ducking of the Hays' ban 
parallels the case of 'Rain,' which 
couldn't be made In conjunction

It occurs to me that If there was a 
better understanding of show busi- 
ness in general between' the man-, 
ager and performer. It would 'result 
In a more helpful co-operation. The 
average performer has had . little 
opportunity of knowing the business 
worries that beset the manager, 
rent, taxes, advertising, orchestra, 
house Staff and stage crew, besldec 
the performance, which all burden 
the manager, whereas the performer 
Is usually concerned - with his acl 
and drawing his salary. 

I am sure that should the artists 
be further enlightened on these mat- 
ters they would show a willingness 
to co-operaLte, not only in obtaining 
extra publicity, but in giving extra 
performances where advisable, for 
after all, the show business Is moi-e 
or less a partnership affair.

It must burst, 
forth. 



Bankers have stumbled upon this great problem of present day . show 
business — the theatrfe operator. - 

It has been the opinion of ''V&rlety's* observant picture reporters for 
months that bankers have cbta'clude'd. not to approve of huge mergers 
uiitil satisfied with the operator.' "Every' day that impression becomes 
strohger. 

Theatre operators of the leglt/ Vaudeville and burlesque circuits of 
other days or this day are like babes In arms In knowledge and ability 
to operate, compared with the' Ilghtnlng-Iike picture chain operator of 
today.' 

Every theatre manager, director,' ^booker or general manager of ' a cir- 
cuit believes he is- a theatre operator. He may be In his own opinion- 
be may be in fact. He kno'ws his owii theatre or circuit and can oi>erate 
It. Perhaps he has- done so. successfully. 

But the "theatre operator" as he 'is I60k'ed 'up6h nciw.' hihst be able to 
operate 260, 400' or 760 theatres, and everyone from his desk. He must 
do with that massive chain, every one of them, what the present operator 
may be doing with one, five or ten theatres.'

He must be the moist complete mentally equipped showman of all time, 
for. he must qot Only have expert knowledge as above, but he must know 
all of the rest of the show business, their theatres, their strength and 
their weaknesses. - » 

And after that do you think that five Is too liberal an estimate? Or 
three? • . - 

And when you pick those capable according to these requirements you 
will have the three forthcoming chain operators of America.

The week- 
ly amount of $56,000 hoped for In 
this wise Is divided by divisions, 
with production leading, at $30,000 a 
weelc 

Next Is distribution, with a week- 
ly saving of $16,000,' made up by the 
oUp of $5,000 In salaries and $10,000 
In other ways. The . Publlx chain 
expects to contribute flO,000 toward 
the total each week through a salary 
saving, but with no salary under $50 
affected. 

Paramount's first salary slice 
rested almost wholly, with' the non- 
talent forces. In production now It 
Is said the screws will go down 
tighter on the contracted and other 
taleht in the studios. 

Paramount's and Publlx's Initial 
salary cuts ranged from Ave to 26%. 
Present cuts on the sliding P-P 
scale are reported as iiot above 10% 
through repeatlnis on the same em- 
ployees, but the production clips 
from reports will go to 25% for the 
talent, since It will be their first. 

When suggested to Paramount's 
players and directors the first time 
that, a cut in their contracted sala- 
ries should be made, very few of the 
talent fell in with the suggestion. 

Average salary of the Publix 
house manager receiving over $50 
weekly and who must endure a sec- 
ond cut is estimated at under $70 a 
week. 

No Hours 

Paromount's second pay cut Is 
causing a number of employees and 
executives who have been with the 
brganlzatipn for the past decade to 
earn less than they did eight years 
ago. 

At tho same time clerks' and 
titenoes who were accustomed to 
to-.5 hours now are not finishing up 
lintll seven In the evening. 

New white collared employees are 
being hired only on the understand- 
ing that their hours are unlimited 
and that sucli time is strictly for 
their bosses to decide dally.

In view Of the added or second 6 
to 10% cut forced on all Paramount- 
Publlx employees now ekrnlng from 
$50 upward, arrangements are go- 
ing forward to readjust payments 
many are making on stock pur- 
chases made at a time when pres- 
ent conditions were unforeseen. 
Proposal under consideration is 
doubling the length of time In which 
to complete payments, so -that each 
installment from now until paid up 
will be cut In half. 

This it Is believed will ease the 
burden of numerous P-P employees 
who purchased . considerable stocU 
In 1929 when bought by employees 
at $52 a. share. 

At that time executives and sub- 
execs who put In requests wiSro per- 
mitted more than their allotted 
share. Many loaded up as heavily 
as they could see fit then to carry, 
with subsequent bad times and last 
summer's salary cut In P-P having 
made the struggle to. pay harder 
than expected. A few are said to 
have sold out. or been closed out 
through inability ao carry on.

Cutting of payments will ex- 
tend last payments twice as far.

NEW REVENUE MAKERS 



The picture industry., if it follows 
the lines being established by Amer- 
ican electrics, will broaden out to 
such -an extent that within another 
two years theatres will, have a com- 
paratively , insignificant place in 
filmdom's revenue getting sources. 

Ocean theatres are shaping up as 
a medium for return to the producer 
eclipsing in immediate prospect 
money from all other . outside 
sources. Betvveen the merchant 
marine and the U. S. Navy, it is fig- 
ured that talker rentals currently, 
are in excess of $2,000,000 yearly. 

The revenue potentiality from the 
merchant' marine alone is unbeliev- 
able when it is realized that many 
of the new ships 'possess two talk- 
er equipments, while others In the 
plans have lay-outs for three sea 
foam theatres. This means that 
from four to 10 features are being 
booked on round trips. 

Both General and 'Western Elec- 
tric are certain of 200 civilian boats 
being wired before the ocean sound 
circuit will be deemed near coraple 
tlon. 

Right now 30 of the largest liners 
are wired, several of. these wltli 
two sets' of equipment On a gen 
eral average it Is figured that each 
of these boats is usliig 160 features 
yearly and paying In rental from $60 
to $130 per feature for one showing 
per voyage. This means that at an 
average rental of $75 each boat with 
a single sound equipment is paying 
producers around $12,000 yearly In 
film rentals. 

Steady Users 

Ocean liners changing passengers 
at the end of five days are booking 
five features. Cruising boats that 
carry the same passengers back to 
the home /port, are booking new 
product for each day which puts 
them in the trans-oceanic class so 
far as bulk buy is concerned. The 
short trip to Bermuda, as an In- 
stance, at the end of the year repre- 
sents Just as many bookings to the 
Industry from the Furness-Bermuda 
Line as from the U. S. Lines. Dif- 
ference in running time also comes 
into account, the 'Monarch of Ber- 
muda' yearly scheduled to make 46

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The Coast Agency Cliqiie Menace 

A first and imperative reform in the operation of the picture 
studios on the Pacific Coast has been overlooked. It is the 
coast agency clique menace. 

Nothing will have been really accomplished in the lowered 
cost of production until this coast. agency evil has been reme- 
died. Cut salaries for talent are but at the best temporary and 
insignificant vtrhile unscrupulous agents in Hollywood can con- 
nive with the tord-only-knows-who to boost prices, misplace 
talent, juggle contracts arid all of the other matters, large or 
small> these stand in agents have done, are doing and will do 
while they are left alone. 

There are too many 'connections' for, with and among 
agents in Hollywood. The agents out there, who could and 
would do the best agenting work have had hardly a look in. 
The 'connection' agents are hogging it. 

Just why a 'connection' should prefer $100 as side money in 
addition to the chances he takes of exposure and the large 
salary he is undei- as well is never understandable. But 'side 
money' has brought ruin to more than one show concern or 
business in the past. And 'side money' always will repeat, 
because it is illfcit. 

These stand-in agents of Hollywood are running the studios 
or seem to in the talent engaging end. They place and mis- 
place from their contracted talent. Often it seems the agent 
places the people from whom he receives the largest piece of 
salary. Or else knowing who may be called for from his list 
and receiving this information in advance through the 'con- 
nection' he sends the salary up, coaching the talent what to say. 

. Cut salaries won't affect these agents for very long. The 
only difference will be that they will separate the talent from a 
larger 'commission' when the time comes to again boost a 
salary. For these agents seem to have a stranglehold on the 
Hollywood studios. The studios have not effected any cor- 
rection of the situation, if they have 'tried. So it looks that if 
the whip is at hand, the lashing must come from the east. 
■ There is no 'connection' between the coast agents and the east. 



Agitation against the coast picture agents by 'Variety* is 
not new. The coast studios and the trade were warned three 
years ago in 'Variety' of the growing dominance and menace 
of the stand-in coast agency. Some meetings were called by 
coast producers but nothing came of them. J. J. Murdock and 
Pat Casey were present at those meetings by invitation. One 
or two producers said they wanted the benefit of the Murdock- 
Casey advice through their former handling t>f the Keith agents 
in New York and the strict supervision exercised over the 
vaude agents by Murdock when Murdock was running the 
Keith Circuit. But nothing came of this either. Everything 
just became a stall. So it has remained. 



Quite recently some attorneys in Hollywood notified 
'Variety's' coast office their agent-cliepts had instructed them 
to bring libel actions against 'Variety' for charges made sim- 
ilar to these against the stand-in and conniving coast agencies, 
The attorneys failed to name their clients. 'Variety's' Holly- 
wood office informed the lawyers that the identity of at least 
one agency threatening suit was suspected ; for the attorney to 
say to that agency 'Variety' would welcome the damage action 
and be prepared to prove upon trial that the same agency was 
splitting its net five or six different ways in Hollywood. The 
agency has not that number of partners or sharing employes. 
The offer still stands. Could anything be plainer? 

_ And other agencies without as many splitting the net, but 
enough always standing in. 

The conniving coast agency is a deadly menace to the studios 
and their proper direction, besides the waste of money the 
agents cause. These agencies can and should be broken down. 
Studios have permitted them to become too domineering and 
dictatorial with talent. Why this has been allowed to become 
a fixture is another matter, but that it is so is too commonly 
known, at least in the west if not the east. 



With the film industry trying to correct its faults from within 
at this moment and in these times, the coast picture agents that 
boast of their enormous weekly earnings and their tretnendous 
influence had better be looked after. They figure. hugely in 
the high cost of production; they have cost and are costing the 
picture business plenty. 

These agents tie up their talent by term contracts. Whether 
iiicse contracts made by the agencies are binding, is much in 
fonbt. 111 California or any other state where equity rules.

Posstbly one third o£ the total bad 
accounts la held by raw Btock com- 
panies. . One company alone, late 
on entering the field, Is reported to 
have around $3,000,000 in bad ac- 
counts on Its books. 

Unlimited Credit 

Finding the business more or less 
cornered by one American and one 
German company, the new outfit 
extended credit to almost everyone 
who walked Into its office. Aftpr 
three years of this, the accounts 
payable but not collectable made

Having finally decided that- dou- 
ble features were hurting, rather 
than helping, their business, the 
group of Indle exhibitors In the 
nock of suburban towns just west 
of Chicago last week got together 
on a round-table agreement to re- 
turn-to single programs today (4). 
This move to .singles takes in about 
12 independent houses In 'such 
towns, as. May wood, Harrington, 
Crystal Lake and Woodstock. 

This Is the first concerted step on 
the part of the exhibitors them- 
Relves to slough the two-bill notion, 
and Is looked upon locally as the 
beginning of a thorough clean-up of 
the double-feature disease. 

In dropping, double films, these 
exhibitors drew several protection 
benefits from Publlx-Great. States, 
whose theatres In Elgin and Aurora 
hold 14 days' protection over the 
majority of these Indle . houses in 
the so-called 'Aurora-Elgin valley 
district.' .Great States has agreed 
to reduce protection over all the- 
atres returning to single pictures, 
the reduction ranglifg variously 
from seven days to as low as. one 
day in several instances. 

Publix-Great States houses, the 
Crocker and Rlalto in Elgin,- and 
the Paramount and TlvoU in Au- 
rora, have stuck steadfast to single 
features In spite of the recent epi- 
demic of doubles among the inde- 
pendents. 



How Much Can You Cut? Only Quay 
Spoke During Hays' Report Reading 



Only one question was able to be 
interposed at the final quarterly 
meeting of the Hays directorate for 
1931, Will, himself, taking up the 
rest of the period with the reading 
of his annual report.

Chicago, Jan. 4, 
Price-cutting, scare locally has 
subsided. Exchanges . and exhibit- 
ors, who a few weeks ago were bit- 
ing their fingernails, are calming 
down once more. Situation Is un- 
der control, having taken care of 
Itself. 

Houses which were getting In on 
the epldeinlc of rate-slashing are 
right-side up once more, and have 
returned prices generally to their 
proper levels. This was due In 
many ways to the quick action of 
the distributors here In putting the 
clamps down on houses which were 
breaking their admission, standards 
as written In their contracts. 

But even those theatres which re- 
sisted the exchanges have returned 
to their old prices since they have 
learned the lesson that reckless 
slashing of prices doesn't help the 
final gross of any theatre. Business 
in many houses naturally Jumped 
as far as attendance was concerned, 
but in every Instance it was not 
enough to touch the grosses nor- - 
mally drawn under the higher .tariff. 
In every case the' attendance might 
be boosted, but nevef the final take. 

This great lesson the local, exhlba 
could have learned gratis from the 
bad mistakes in price-cutting made 
by Publix in Detroit, and by the 
Essaness circuit here. But people 
never learn such lessons from 
others; they've got to get burnt 
themselves.

House has been dark after a 
fruitless attempt to make a go of 
pictures and stage shows. Upon 
relighting the house the scale is 26 
and 60c for four 'shorts and a Pathe 
feature, 'The Big Shot,' No news- 
reel, Columbia's entire output, and 
prints available from Tiffany and 
RKO-Pathe will be the film service.

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The Coa$t Agency Clique Menace 



A first and imperative reform in the operation of the picture 
studios on the Pacific Coast has been overlooked. It is the 
coast agency clique menace. 

Nothing .will have been really accomplished in the lowered 
cost of production .until this coast, agency evil has been reme- 
died. Cut salaries for talent, are but at the best temporary and 
insignificant vrhile unscrupulous agents in Hollywood can con- 
nive with the Lord-only-knows-who to boost prices, misplace 
talent, juggle contracts and all of the other matters, large or 
small, these stand in agents have done, are doing and will do 
while they are left alone. 

Thef e are too many 'connections' for, with and among 
agents in Hollywood. The agents out there who could and 
would do the best agenting work have had hardly a look in. 
The 'connection' iagents are hogging it. 

Just why a 'connection' should prefer $100 as side money in 
addition to the chances he takes' of exposure and the large 
salary he is under as well is never understandable. But 'side 
money' has brought rulh to more than one show concern or 
business in the past. And 'side money' always will repea;t, 
because it is illicit. 

These stand-in agents of Hollywood are running the studios 
or seem to in the talent engaging end. They place and mis- 
place from their contracted talent. Often it seems the agent ^ 
places the pfeople from whom he receives the largest piece of 
salary. Or else knowing who may be called for from his list 
and receiving this information in advance through the 'con- 
nection' he sends the salary up, coaching the talent what to say. 

Cut salaries won't affect these agents for very long. The 
only difference will be that they will separate the talent from a 
larger 'commission' when the time comes to again boost a 
salary. For these agents seem to have a stranglehold on the 
Hollywood studios. The studios have not effected any cor- 
rection of the situation, if they have 'tried. So it looks that if 
the whip is at hand, the lashing must come from the east. 
There is no 'connection' between the coast agents and the east. 

Agitation against the coast picture agents by 'Variety' is 
not new. The coast studios and the trade were warned three 
years ago in 'Variety' of the growing dominance and inenace 
of the stand-in coast agency. Some meetings were called by 
coast producers but nothing came of them. J. J. Murdock and 
Pat Casey were present at those meetings by invitation. One 
or two producers said they wanted the benefit of the. Murdock- 
Casey advice through their former handling of the Keith agents 
in New York and the strict supervision exercised over the 
vaude agents by Murdock when Murdock was running the 
Keith Circuit. But nothing came of this either. Everything 
just became a stall. So it has remained. 



Quite recently some attorneys in Hollywood notified 
'Variety's' coast office their agent-cliejits had instructed them 
to bring libel actions against 'Variety' for charges made sim- 
ilar to these against the stand-in and conniving coast agencies. 
The attorneys failed to name their clients. 'Variety's' Holly- 
wood office informed the lawyers that the identity of at least 
one agency threatiening suit was suspected ; for the attorney to 
say to that agency 'Variety' would welcotnie the damage action 
and be prepared to prove upon trial that the same agency was 
splitting its net five or six different ways in Hollywood. The 
agency has not that number of partners or sharing employes. 
The offer still stands. Could anything be plainer? 

_ And other agencies without as many splitting the net, but 
enough always standing in. 

The conniving coast agency is a deadly menace to the studios 
and their proper direction, besides the waste of money the 
agents cause. These agencies can and should be broken down. 
Studios have permitted them to become too domineering and 
dictatorial with talent. Why this has been allowed to become 
a fixture is anbther matter, but that it is so is too commonly 
known, at least in the west if not the east. 



With the film industry trying to correct its faults from within 
at this moment and in these times, the coast picture agents that 
boast of their enorm6us weekly earnings and their tremendous 
influence had better be looked after. They figure hugely in 
the high cost of production; they have cost and are costing the 
picture business plenty. 

These agents tie up their talent by term contracts. Whether 
these contracts made by the agencies are binding is much in 
doubt, in California or any other sjate where equity rules. 

Talent as here employed covers film actors, actresses, direc- 
tors, and writers.

Possibly one third of the total bad 
accounts Is .held by raw stock com- 
panies. One company alone, late 
on entering: the field, Is reported to 
have around ^3,000,000 In bad ac 
counts on its books. 

Unlimited Credit 

Finding the business more or less 
cornered by one American and one 
German company, the new outfit 
extended credit to almost eyeryone 
wlio walked Into Its office. After 
three years of this, the accounts 
payable but not colIecta.bIe made

Chicago, Jan. 4. 

Having finally decided that dou 
ble features were hurting, rather 
than helping, their business, the 
group of indie exhibitors in the 
flock of suburban towns Just west 
of Chicago last week got together 
on a. round-table agreement to re- 
turn to single programs today (4) 
This move to singles takes in about 
12 independent houses in such 
towns as Maywood; Barrlngton, 
Crystal Lake and Woodstock. 

This is the first concerted step on 
the part of the exhibitors them 
selves to slough the two-bJU notion, 
and is looked upon locally as the 
beginning of a thorough clean-up of 
the double- feature disease. 

In dropping double films, these 
(>xhibitprs drew several protection 
benefits from Publix-Great States, 
whose theatres in Elgin and Aurora 
hold 14 . days' protection over the 
majority of these indie houses in 
the so-called 'Aurora-Elgin valley 
district.' Great States has agreed 
to reduce protection over all the- 
atres returning to single pictures, 
the ,reduction ranging variously 
from seven days lo as low as one 
day in several Instances. 

Publix-Great States houses, the 
Crocker and Rialto in Elgin,- and 
the Paramount and Tlvoll in Au- 
rora, have stuck steadfast to single 
features in spite of the recent epl 
demic of doubles among the Inde- 
pendents. 



How Much Can You Cut? Only Query 
Spoke During Hays' Report Reading 



Only one question was able to be 
interposed at the final quarterly 
meeting of the Hays directorate for 
1931, Will, himself, taking up the 
rest of the period with the reading 
of his annual report. 

The question was to Hays directly 
on whether he could effect further 
eccJnomy within his own organiza- 
tion.

No other department could be 
considered unimportant by those 
who were called to vote. The copy- 
right check-up work conducted by 
Gabriel Hess, along with contract 
difficulties, Is, to several of the Hays 
payees, one of the most valuable de- 
partments fn the organization. 

All other departments. Including 
Charlie Pettljohn's, Gov. Milliken's, 
Frank WUstach's, etc., were viewed 
as worthy oC continuance. 

Expense of maintaining the. codes 
departments, additions during the 
past year and a half, was held up as 
the same when they didn't exist— 
departments meaning only extra 
work at no Increase In pay for Col. 
Joy on the coa.xt, and Wilstar-h In 
Vew York.

In every case the attendance might 
be boosted, but. never the flnal take. 

This great lesson the local exhlba 
Rould have learned gratis from the 
bad mistakes in price-cutting made 
by Publix in Detroit, and by the 
Essaness circuit here. But people 
never learn such lessons from 
others; they've got to get burnt 
themselves. .

This, full length syn- 
chronized comedy is not included In 
this consideration because It la, not 
a talker as are the others. \Aitho\igh 
isolated In a class . by Itself, - the 
popularity of Chaplin and his world 
wide: coverage, Immedla.tely opened 
up by his determination to adhere 
to sllents, (and probably for that 
reaison) must be noted In any sum- 
mary on film figures for the year 
which has Just passed. 
'ClmaiTon': was deemed strong. 

' enough to have reestablished . one 
star for Badlo, Richard Dix. and to 
havis opened the way f^or .the. de- 
velopment of at ' least two mote 
players for' draw Value, Irene Dunn 
and Edna May Oliver. . "Daddy liOng 
Legs' was bailed upon a highly suc- 
cessful play, and unfolded a whol4- 
somely iaehtlmental Cinderella story. 
]t was done , by Janet Oaynor and 
Warner Baxt^ and threatened, to 
unloose a series of slmli^r produc- 
tions from the coast studios. This 
anticipated cycle never fully came 
to life. 

In conhecUon with "Long Xegs' 
the Fox distribution end was in- 
cilried to favor 'Merely Mary Ann,' 
another daynor film, oyer the flrA 
named but' the theatre circuits 
teamed "Daddy* as having mor6 b. o. 
power. The theatres even rate 'Cbn- 
nectloiit Yankee* over 'Bad Girl' ta 
date, this thence taking its place 
as the top Will Rogers Issue of the 
year. 

Foremoet .Gang Film 

■ 'Little Caeaar* was unqiieetlon- 
^bly the foremost of tbe sane Alms 
for money. It caught the public 
appetite for ' underworld stories at 
its height and established Ed Rob- 
inson as a (screen attraction. 

Warnera-Flrat National had other 
strong hoodlum entries, particularly 
■Publlo Enemy,' 'Doorway to Hell,* 
and 'Star . Witness.' On the othier 
hand, 'Secret Sik' (M-iO), made so 
much of as a gang film by Metro, 
. falls to 'Show up in that company's 
own list of best films or in other 
compilations. 

'Mln. and'KU* won the Academy 
award .for Marie Dressier while aid- 
ing Wallace Beery no little In catch- 
ing the rung he currently holds. 
Along -with 'PoiiUcs' and 'Reducing' 
these ' fUms unquestionably set the 
veteran lovable c6medlenne as the 
greatest feminine draw the screen 
knows at the present time. 

'Smiling Lieutenant' was an in 
stant click with Chevalier and al- 
though tliat star's only picture of 
*31 It tops Paramount's list for the 
period with this designation agreed 
to by the theatre men. 'Lieutenant 
was a musical and plus titular sub 
stltutlon and Chevalier's songs haa 
already achieved heavy merchandla 
Ir I abroad. 

'Trader Horn' was never In doubt 
as a popular success from the staiT, 
The only skepticism on the adven- 
ture film wais Its ability to get 
across as a 12 road show. This was 
tried and proved successful In most 
of the. keys In which It waa so 
shown, .it will be recalled that 
'Horn' is the picture which Metro 
held at the atudio for over a. year 
after it was originally completed, or 
until the production staff was con 
vinced that It was 'right' 
Peculiarities 
Some surprise may be occasioned 
at 'Five Star Final' not being ad 
Judged the ^Va^ner leader, and witli 
'Min arid" Bill' beating out 'Politics, 
but tliese ai'e the facts as stated 
by the firms from which they sprung 
and as checked and rechecked be 
tween the studios, distribution and 
theatre departments. 

Another big hit of last year was 
fDracula' (U) although not in the 
top money due to circulation limita- 
tions. However, this first of the 
scarers served to soften up the pub- 
lic for 'Frankenstein (U) currently 
the biggest money picture in the 



country but released too . late t<> 
class ais a '81 entry. To 'Dracula*. 
dan also be ascribed the series' of 
horror fllm^ - which loom for the 
near future. 

The scai-clty of names which will 
nationally draw to the bozofflce will 
be realized by anyone taking time 
out to figure the stars who actually 
count This Is as true of the women 
as ' of the . men and the proof is In 
the tendency the studios are allow- 
ing to spread of teaming their big 
cast names. 

On the femlnihe end 1931 can be 
tabbed for the complete fading of 
such former personalities as Norma 
Taimadge, Colleen Moore and Cor-. 
Inne GrifBth, with a definite paling 
In the b. o. attractiveness formerly 
displayed, by such as Mary Pick- 
ford and BiUle Dove. Among others 
to ' re,ceive lessening popular box- 
oflflce support is. Marion Davles who 
trails the list of Metro's fair sex 
draws, and Gloria Swanson. 

Equality for Foreigners 

A peculiarity in listing the women 
Is the necessity of bracketing Mar- 
lene Dietrich and Greta Garbo as 
equal in b, o. strengh. The German 
actress had only one picture, 'Dis- 
honored,' sent out during the year 
with Paramount rating this film as 
Its second best Research reveals 
that this film, plus 'Morocco' (re- 
leased late in '80), is strong enough 
to rate Mlaa Dietrich a atandout at- 
traction and on a par alongaide of 
the Garbo, despite the Iatter;s two 
f eattires. .' These were 'Susan Lenox* 
and "Inspiration,* the last named a 
distinct disappointment for money, 
but lienox' solid If hardly sensa- 
tional. Metro, Incidentally, falls to 
mention either of . the Garbo films 
as amongst Its three leaders for the 
year and' rates the Swedish .girl 
fourth on Its own femme starring 
list for b. o. results. 

Janet Gaynor is again to the front 
on. 'i>addy Long Legs' and 'Merely 
Mary Ann.' Former film returned 
the best results but 'Ann" also rolled 
up some . Jojrful figurea and In each 
case. Miss Gaynor is credited witn 
Influence. Besides which . she did 
Man Who Came Back.* Constance 
Bennett stands out because of five 
films all of which were good if not 
unusual boxofflce films. Miss Ben- 
nett made, two of these for Fathe, 
Born to Love* ante 'Common Law,* 
"Bought* for Warner, 'Easiest Way' 
for Metro, and 'Sin Takes a Holiday* 
(Pathe), also counts In having been 
released in December of 1930. She 
was also the subject' of much miti 
gating publicity when the hue arid 
cry went up over her receiving $30,- 
000 a week. No oniB took much trou' 
ble to explain that Miss Bennett was 
getting $160,000 a picture, whether 
It remained in work five or 20 weeks, 
and that there Isn't a studio on the 
Coast which would turn her down 
right now If they could get her lor 
$160,000 grand because of her estab' 
fished drawing power. A miscon' 
ceptlon In values which Is as noth' 
Ing compared to another woman 
star for the producers of whom a 
recently released film had to write 
off $260,000 and thus sent the pro 
ductlon cost up to $800,000 or more, 
with this particular film unlikely t,t 
gross over $500,000 If that. In rentals 
for its makers. 

Norma Shearer and Joan Craw- 
ford round out the. Metro trlumver- 
ate concerned In the feminine con 
tingent Both can be said to have, 
had much to do with hastening 
Clark Gables to his prominence and, 
conversely, Gable probably also 
helped them. Miss Shearer, In New 
York, saw one of her two pictures 
obtain an Astor $2 showing for the 
first time ('Free Soul') while Miss 
Crawford, other than 'Paid' ('With 
in. the law*) was especially stamped 
through the year by her ability to 
discount weak stories' at the gate. 
Miss Crawford also did 'Dance Fools 
Dance,' 'Laughing Sinners,' and 
'This- Modern Age.' Metro rates 
Miss Shearer second only to. Miss 
Dressier and names Miss Crawford 
third in its ranking. Miss Shearer's 
other film was 'Strangers May Kiss. 

Miss Dressler's supremacy for 
1931 is unquestioned. To, pace the 
girls this sterling .performer, romped 
through such laugh makers and 
gross accumulators as the afore- 
mentioned 'Min and Bill' and 'Poll 
tics,' besides which there was 'Re- 
ducing.' 

Men 

Male stars of ranking b.o. pro 
portions arc not too many, like the 
women. It looking over the men 
players in the accompanying boxes 
listing the starred and featured 
players df cnoh company, any 'num- 



ber of names will strike the reader 
strongly yet there are few suSLoleht 
unto the day as money draws. 

Clark Gable tod 'Wallace Beery 
win their places amongst the six 
leading 1931 masculine magnets on 
the basis of the pictures in which 
they took part Although for the 
most part featured on starred seo- 
ondarUy, in each case it more often 
amounted to co-9tarrlng with the 
Misses Shearer' and Crawford or 
Miss Dressier. It Is also tnie that 
these two men can be credited with 
an assist in helping these feminine 
players reach their . '31 pinnacles. 

No doubt about Gable being the 
hit; gabble-gabble of the temmes at 
the moment, but on the Bt4,tlsticeJ 
angle it. It hadn't been for the 
Shearers and the Crawf ords he 
might not have rated. Metro studio 
execs concede this plan with a 
policy that has been existent for 
several months on the coast Le.: 
that of giving the exhibitor aa much 
boxQlBce strength as possible by 
coupling . stars and ' co-stars and 
istrong supporting casts to Insure 
boxofBce strength. 

Neither Gable nor Beery probably 
has the solo b.o. potentialities ' of 
Chevalter. No qtfestlbn that the 
EYench artist individually sustalne<l 
his magnetistn at the tills - of ^^e' 
world's cinemas. However, Gable 
is the anbmoly for while not yet a 
star In his own right he indisput- 
ably is the' head ma,n as regards'the 
male players at ,the moment and 
certainly for the latter half, of the 
past year. 

This' sinister male .brunet, with 
a thoroughly. masculine dimple, has 
done something to American wo- 
manhood to the degree that whether 
or not Metro ordains him & star he 
has been so decorated by the cus- 
tomers, to whom the exhibs cater 
by giving Gable top or extra bill- 
ing. As with Miss Dressier, ex- 
hibitors state they can ' underwrite 
their week's net with a Gable pic- 
ture. 

Cheapest Big Card 

Gable actually amounts to the 
cheapest bozofflce card ever known 
to the show business. He is now 
getting $660 a week' and but re- 
cently, badly advised by his agent 
walked oft the lot on a one-man 
strike for $1,000. For Gable to com- 
plete a picture costs the producer 
about $4,000. This lis in contrast to 
Will Rogers* $160,000 per feature at 
Fox with the well known wit not 
drawing so dynamically of late. 

Rogers . figures among the top 
flight leading men, mainly because 
of volume on his four '31 pictures— 
'Connecticut Yankee,' . 'Ambassador 
BilV 'Young As You Feel,* and 
"LIghtnin'.' Some of. these Rogers 
pictures could have stood a stronger 
exploitation drive by Fox on their 
star as the w.orld'a beat known hu- 
moriat For ballyhoo Rogers is 
about the most neglected star on 
the screen, there seemingly being 
too much dejpendence 'placed upon 
him . and his standing-, to secure his 
own picture ' publicity. '. . 

Edward G. Roblnaon evolved into 
flldom'a moat famous gangster 
through Xiittle Caeaar,' but later 
got tCway from the gun play while 
retaining his drawing power 
through 'Smart Money' and 'Five 
Star Final.' 

George Arlias. and Ronald Col- 
man had two features during the 
year which ' were sufllcient to edge 
them Into the same important 
niche. 'The Mllllonalire,*. pointed out 
by Warners as Its second best of 
the year. Is deemed of enough 
strength so that with 'Alexander 
Hamilton,* a class film of but fair 
b.o. power. It serves to raise . him 
above the run of emphasized screen 
names. Colman enjoyed good re- 
turns with 'Devil to Pay,* another 
late contribution, and although 
'Unholy Garden* was. weak the com- 
bination Is enough to parallel - him 
with Arliss, the scarcity of male 
draws being a factor In both these 
cases. ■ 

Practically none of the other well 
known men developed a true punch 
picture, although Joe B. Brown' Is 
on the edge with a sneeze capable 
of blowing him into the select circle. 

Le Roy Tops Directors 

Tlie record of Mervyn LeRoy for 
last year is such .as to boldly throw 
him to the front as trail blnzer of 
the directors. With such pictures 
behind him as 'Little Caesar,* 'Five 
Star Final,' 'Broadmlnded,' and 
'Local Boy Makes Good' these alone 
are sufllcient to quell all discussion 
aa to the top director for company 
income during the past 12 months. 
Besides which must be considered 
the demand for LeRoy from other 
studios which Had him doing the 
remakes on 'Palr^ Days' (UA), and 
the directing of 'Gentleman's Fate' 
with John Gilbert at Metro.

Among other leading directors of 
the year T-ere Frank Borzage with 
•Bad Girl, And 'Young. As You Feel' 
(both Fox), former being among the 
best coin accumulators of the year 
and 'Will Rogers being In the sec- 
ond; John Adolfl, 'The Millionaire* 
(WB); Ernest Lubltoch, 'Smiling 
Lieutenant' (Par) ; Joseph von- 
Stemberg, 'Dishonored' and "Amer- 
ican Tragedy* (tx>th Par); Norman 
McI.eod, 'Moniiey Business (Par); 
Eddie Sutherland, 'Palmy Days' 
(UA); King Vidor, 'Street Scenie' 
(UA); Clarence Brown, 'Free 
Soul' (li-Q) arid . 'Inspiration* 
(M-G) ; Wesley ■ RUggles, 'Clmar-, 
ron* (Ra:dlo); Frank Capra, "Dirig- 
ible,* "Miracle Woman' and 'Plat- 
inum Blonde," 'all Columbia; Earle 
Kenton, .

Browning's 'Dracula' Is 'tJnlver- 
sal'a biggest for '81 and .until 
'Frankenstein,' but recently re- 
leased. 'U is held down a bit on 
terms through having pre-sold its 
money films and, not receiving 
rentals such as ttie producing-ex- 
hib'itlng companies exchange with 
one another. 

Another U director to have a 
clicker was Russell Mack who - did 
'Spirit of Notre Dariie' which was 
the first football film of the sea- 
son, ran 'through the first runs like 
a solid hit but eased off In the sub- 
sequenta as .the grid fever paled 
and was actually hurt by U.S.C.'s- 
defeat of the Ramblers ' at SouUi 
Bend. Mack also did- 'Heaven On 
Earth' (U),' just recently getting 
around. Other noteworthy direc- 
torial efforts on a gross basis were. 
Alfred Santell's "Daddy Long Legs' 
(Fox);. Dave Butler, 'Connecticut 
Yankee,' (Fox);. Henry King, 
'Merely . Mary Ann,' (Fox), and. 
Howard Hawks, 'Criminal Code,' 
(Col). . 

An effort to compile the best six 
writers for the screen was aban- 
doned as to' difficult to classify 
fairly. 

It should be noted that Para- 
mount and Metro are apt to secure 
more gross rental for*plctures than 
the other companies, all things be- 
ing equal, due to their organiza- 
tions. 

Perhaps the outstanding small 
cost grosser of the ' year Is 'Bad 
Girl' (Fox) which only cost $200,- 
000 to make, while 'Night Angel' 
(Par) cost $800,000 to die. 

Metro 

A studlo-by-studio survey: 
This concern has paid more atten- 
tion to name material than perhaps 
any other. It hung onto Its silent 
stars and by a judicious picking of 
stories and exploitation is today, so 
far as the star list is. concerned, 
cashing in on the names that were 
the top rungers in the closing years 
of the silent regime. Its featured 
list similarly, is made up for the 
most part of old silent favorites, 
plus a sprinkling, of Imports from 
the stage who have showed an 
adaptability to the mingled tech- 
nique of screen and stage. 

Star names on this lot carry more 
weight than the story in which they 
play and stories have been chosen 
with this' in mind — a story or play 
to fit this or that star, or brace of 
stars, rather than the flttlng of the 
players to the story after It Is 
bought. Comparing the year's re- 
sult with the results of other com- 
panies perhaj!>s best emphasizes the 
importance of personalities in pic- 
tures. 

'Meteoric Vise of Clark Gable and 
the skyrocketing of Marie Dressier 
during the year have been taken 
care of. 

Joan Crawford continued to be a 
consistent clicker, starting but with 
the outstander 'Paid' and flnjshed 
the year with live pictures, all above 
the average.

Garbo, Novarro, Barrymore and 
Stone— the Metro Tragedy Fpur— 
are too strong a inuquee combina- 
tion of names to leave this film In 
boxofflce doubt. With Garbo lead- 
ing they dominate the whole affair, 
making the picture, as a picture, 
very . secondary. Through them 
'Mata Harl' becomes not only flop- 
proof, but practically surefire for 
heavy returns. Also through- them 
it manages tO: slide by as enter- 
tainment. 

As a talker on merit and Its story 
alone; this is just a picture. It 
needs its cast- names at all times, 
being a yarn which can't stand up 
for long on Its own gams. Though 
Garbo is sexy. and. hot in a less 
subtle way this time, and though 
the plot goes about as far as it can, 
in situation warmtb, the story pre-' 
sents nothing sensational. Its few 
attempts at power are old style and 
all have been used before in similar 
trite spy stories. 

Garbo's Introduction Is strictly 
Mutual wheel. She does a poUto 
cooch to Oriental music as a. starter 
and ill the same number makes a 
symbolic play for a huge idol, with 
the hips in motidn all the while. 
The flnlsh is a neatly masked strip, 
with Greta's back to the lens. 

Two other torrid moments later 
in the running are given to Garbo 
and Novarro. Both times they turn 
out the lights. The first dousing, 
with both in a boudoir doorway, 
occurs a tew minutes after they 
meet in a fiirtatlous manner. After 
the second blackout they're shown 
fooling around in the dark for a 
little while. 

. Mata Hari's method for. grabbing 
enemy info, if this scenario is au- 
thentic, was to get 'em in the bed- 
room and keep 'em interested, while 
an assistant operative snatches the 
papers. The boy lieutenant whom 
Mata learns 'to love after two 
samples in the dark, is blind at the 
finish and doesn't know what's go- 
ing on when Mata Is finally taken 
for a walk by a French firing squad. 
It's pretty sad and will 'provoke 
plenty of gashing. 

While' Mata and Alexis ate going 
through'.' . the- Simtfion»' :t6utlnes, 
.Lionel Barrymore 'and Lewis Stone 
are playing what .for them, are 
minor parts. Barrymore, as a 
broken general who loses his honor 
and finally his life through the gla- 
morous Mata Harl, succeeds in in- 
serting' a punch in his (moments of 
despair. Nobody could ' have done 
it better and, few as well, so Barry- 
more's ' presence comes in handy to 
the picture ' inside the theatre as 
well as. outside. But Lewis Stone 
Is under 'wraps with a semi-'vll- 
lainous assignment that doesn't 
warrant his ability. 
' Other standards like Alec Fran- 
cis, Edmund Breese and Helen 
Jerome Eddy are relegated to short 
ons and offs. They haven't as much 
to do as C. Henry Gordon, the gen- 
darme who finally nabs Mata, 

That grouping the names may re- 
duce the total of individual pictures 
during the year, and' will, be favor- 
ably counteracted by business and 
attention created by the-grotiplng, 
seems clearly shown by 'Mata Harl.'

The time-tested' horror tale, In an 
over-elaborated version and )Klib 
modern trimmings, falls Into a 
strong spot during a popular vogue 
for this story type. Circumstances 
of its release, besides its production. 
merU, assure it good returns, both 
for deluxe runs' ' and subsequent 
general release. 

Script has departed widely from 
the traditional stage and screen 
form, for it has been done over and 
over, in both mediums, but the ele- 
ment that detracts from its highest 
box-offlce possibilities' is that it 
runs overtime on footage. Labored 
adornment of the original simplicity 
weakens the production for mob ap- 
peal. High pitch of emotional, hor- 
ror Is difficult to maintain beyond' 
some certain degree of elapsed ' 
time, and the: 98 minutes this pic- 
ture runs. carries it past that human 
limit . 
' Camera trick of changrlng a central 
figure from the handsome Fredrlo 
March Into the bestial, ape-like 
monster Hyde carries a terrlfio.< 
punch, but in each successive use ot 
the devlde— and it is repeated fotir 
times — It weakens for hair-raisihg 
effect. The new version, seeking to 
improve ph th'el old, has brought up 
too many complications. 

The fundamental story Is that a 
brilliant scientist turns' himself Into 
an ogre who goes upon orgies of 
lust and murder in i>eaceful London, 
all In a misguided frenzy of sclen- 
tiflc research, and after murdering 
a number of other people by ex- 
tremely horrifying, means, destroys 
himself. That was the length and 
breadth of the stage play, and it 
served in that form for years. . - 

But the' more resourceful camera 
must Improve on the eimple form, 
by. expounding principles and mO'« 
tlves, weaving In a thread of mod- 
:em psychology that .interprets the 
adequate original, and telling it all ' 
with a wealth of distracting sym-. 
holism. The picture Is infinitely 
better art than the old stage play-r: 
li^deed. In many passages it Is aa 
astonishingly fine bit of Interpret- 
ing a classic, but as. popular fare it 
loses In vital reaction. 

General effect is of misjudged 
values; the picture doesn't build tO' 
an effective climax,, and it seems 
that the reason Is the too slow and . 
especially too labored approach in 
the climaxes. This view Is solely In 
consideration of its probable effect 
upon a film audience and without' 
relation to an adequate, airtietlq 
version of the Stevenson story^ 

On the latter angle the picture 
a fine work of the studio art As a 
literary transcription, the picture ls 
the last, word in artistic interpreta* 
tlon, done by understanding adapt* 
ors and an extremely skillful dlrec< 
tor. There are startling' interpret 
tations of meanings, such as the re- 
action of Jekyll's casu^ meeting 
with Ivy (done Into a capital, com- 
edy scene by the way) upon bis na- 
ture when he asflumes the Hyde 
nature in order, as he explains; to 
study the effect of letting ' one's- 
baser self have its temporary way. 

March does an outstanding bit of 
theatrical acting. His Hyde make* 
up is a triumph 6t realized night* 
mare. Other people of the cast 
matter little, except that Miriam 
Hopkins plays Ivy, the London 
soiled dove, with a capital- sense of' 
comedy and ooquettir that contrib- 
utes to the subsequent liorror build- 
up. 

Settings and lighting alone are 
worth seeing as, models of atmos- 
pheric surroundings. Shadowy, fbg- 
dlmmed London streets are elo- 
quently ct>nveyed for the creation of 
ghostly effect and the picture is full 
of excellent camera work that helps 
to make striking dramatic devices.

Story and production has plenty 
of quality and a world of punchw 
Biit most o'f an it has that priceless 
element of sustained Interest. It 
atorts at good speed with an .Inter.'- 
estlng underworld-poUtlcB angle;^ 
picks up with a charming sequence 
of young romance and then with 
great swiftness develops Intq . tense 
drama. Three clearly defined phases 
would suggest a diffusion of Interest, 
but on the contrary the story has 
excellent unity and the ' theme is 
neatly ' cemented into a complete 
vhole. ; 

As a sample of economy In story, 
telling and playing down of nones- 
sentials, one of the earlier passages 
preparatory to the main tale Is' a 
murder and the railroading of two 
innocent people to jail for the crime, 
The actual killing takes up remark- 
ably little footage and. the usual in- 
tricate courtroom trial scene is elim- 
inated entirely. Point Involved here 
la. that the producer has triumphed 
over tlie temptation, to Introduce 
mere theatrical . acting poBsibilities 
in the interest' oit Intrinsic dramatic 
.force. 

Much of the length, is devoted to 
realistic presentation of unln|plrlng 
atmosphere inside a women's peni- 
tentiary. It conveys the sense of 
grim monotony, but atlll it has hU' 
mani' highlights that give it- com 
pelllng Interest. There is the for 
elgh wbmaA who is.- terrlfled at the 
prospect of having her Impending 
' baby born in jail; there is the slink 
Ing stool pigeon; the stalwart, hard 
.faced matrons;- the Countess (Enid 
Bennett) with drawing-room man- 
ners In excellent comedy contrast to 
the hardboUed gang girl types that 
eurround her,. All these things are 
mere quick sidelights, deftly planted 
In passing. Thdy never intrude upon 
the important business of the cen- 
tral narrative. 

Script is rich in clever dramatic 
device. The heroine is bent upon 
saving her condemned husband on 
the eve of his execution, and pro- 
posed to join, a jall-break for that 
end. Escape plot is Introduced with 
. expert: indirectness. All the •women 
prisoners are talking to their- vis- 
itors under the watchful eye of a 
matron. An Italian girl among them 
is talking, to her husband and oCca 
iBonally breaks into her native 
tongue, 'only to be warned to use 
English, and it is as part of this by- 
play that the husband reveals the 
scheme for the Jail-break.' ; 

Miss Sidney's type lends itself 
especially well to the sympathetic 
role of the Uttle flower girl who is 
framed because she refuses the ad- 
vances of a gangster with political 
Influence. And she makes an Ideal 
opposite for the blonde yoUng Geiie 
. Raymond, the lad who marries her 
and flnda himself enmeshed In the 
Bame conspiracy. He plays the con- 
demned ' prisoner with manly slni- 
pllclty If without any special power 
except tlie'ivlgor that is iq.nate'ln 
the part. Wynne Gibson as a blonde 
and bltiter underworld type was 
equal tp her incidental assignment. 

Photography is extremely good. 
The central 8e<ruenceB are set In the 
drab gray atihqgphere of a prison, 
and the lens has managed -to , get. 
something, of - a flat quality Into its 
compositions and lightings that 
carry out the- idea.

Story holds strong love Interest, 
but first sets out- to develop the 
race track angle.

.Secrets of the Orient

This Is an old Ufa silent, now, for 
no reason, synced and revived. 
Never shown here previously In any 
form and perhaps just as well. 

Must have been quite expensive

tant and the story Is not likely to 
get anywhere. It's one of those 
Arabian tale things played, with a 
tongue In the cheek. Result Is that 
It's, neither good satire nor good 
romance of the old school. 

Nikolai Kolln, as the cobbler who 
dreams himself Into and out of be- 
ing a prince, is interesting, but the 
old style makeup doesn't help the 
girls any.

Rene Cialr haa applied a techni- 
cal formula similar' to -that of his 
proceeding productions, 'Sous Le« 
Tolts de Paris' and 'Le Million,' lo 
a subject matter which constitutes 
a social satire. That- is his film has 
a minimum of dialog and a good 
deal of accompanying music. It 
is easily understandable even to 
those who do hot- know French. Re- 
action to the film is not locally on 
a . par with its intematlohal chances. 
This was the casie with 'Sous Les 
Tolts de Paris, adversely ctHnmented 
upon over here before becoming an 
International hit. - 

This film really comprises two 
parts. One .half Is social, and really 
the backbone of the plctiu-e, tend- 
ing to show conditions under which 
Industrial workers are laboring as 
identical 4o those obtaining in pri- 
sons. The other part, which prac 
tlcally ' conBtttutes. an independent 
story. Is a love -affair. Like most 
Clair films It contalhs much foot- 
age devoted to chases. A distinct 
effort at production has been made 
and cost of film is well- over )10d, 
000. The spectacular part, either in 
jail or the factories, la somewhat re- 
mindful of 'Big House,' but the 
treatment throughout, lis more Ger 
manic than that of many German 
films. 

Clair has used the same trick 
as In 'Le Mlilloin,' having a ghost 
chorus express in song thoughts 
which the principals act - Film la 
different from the. usual run and 
despite its weak parts, it is an In 
ternatlonal bet with eventual dub- 
bing facilities since there are uo 
closeups. 

.Social half shows two prisoners 
attempting to break jail. ' One - es- 
capes while his pal is captured. The 
man who escapes secures a job as 
a gramophone salesman and then 
rises to the position of a big manur 
facturer. Chain system and disci- 
pline obtaining in hla factories are 
Identical to those obtaining In the 
priBon. 'When the recaptured man 
has been liberated, he traces his 
former mate who gives him a job 
and both are happy until more jail 
bU-ds appear who attempt to black ' 
mall the manufacturer. Latter re- 
fuses to come across, and the last 
scene has the two former convicts 
escaping to live as tramps on the 
day of his crowning aobleviement aa 
an industrialist; the inauguration of 
a factory where machines do the 
work whilei. the personnel goes fish 
ing.' 

Love story consists of the man- 
ager's pal, as one of the workers, in 
love with a girl clerk and finding 
that she already loves another man, 
. Raymond Cordy, who gives a fine 
impersonation of the industrialist, 
was a taxi driver a year ago. He 
is somewhat Of the Bancroft type. 
His pal is well played by Henri 
Marchand. ' Balance of the cast is 
excellent MaiH, 



llvan Is a colorless heroine, while 
Mary- Nolan's entrance into anC 
exit from the picture remain un-' 
cxplalned. 

Story and its manipulation by 
Ralph . l^urphy, the director. Is' for 
the most part uninteresting and 
dependent upon what Invlgoration 
the youthful Qulllan can give it 
with the addition of the contrast 
of age supplied by Stone. Latter re- 
ally turns In tlie best piece, of work 
In' the film. It Is a got,d characteri- 
zation of ah old and grump pessi- 
mist who takes a liking to the lad 
who .has been stuck with his biiy 
of a desolate auto camp. 

Louis John- Barteis Is the first 
talking Individual who entices the 
idd intO: his supposedly hopeless 
plight Miss Nolo n's enti^anCe is. on 
a .I'unaWay from, a pursuing , car, 
which gives the illm ah undenvorld 
tinge, further carried otit by the 
portrayal she -delivers. Her ,- exitt 
after hiding out for days In one of 
QuiUan's bungalows, . is at the 
rough handis of Ralph Ince,. who 
Isn't even named In the cast . Hence 
the tall blonde girl's presence looks 
merely an excuse - to separate, the 
lovers and explain where the 1260 
comes from which Qulllan pays 
back as evld,ence of his hoi\esty. 

Murphy's uneasy frame of mind 
Is indicated in an ice cream party, 
where. Qulllan' and the -heavy go 
into a comedy fight involving pie 
throwing, etc. No other audiences 
than those in the cheapest grinds 
will forgive him for this Inclusion. 

Picture is actually a tough br^eik 
-for Qulllan, who might start going 
places-' it given suitable .yams.

This 
would run up into the millions of 
dollars for the more than 600,000 
seats In Chicago.

Installed 
a row of these automatic . seats at 
the new Southtown theatre adja- 
cent to exits. Publix paid »28 per 
seat. This compares to %i or so 
ioT ordinary chairs. It would be 
possible, no doubt, to get cheaper 
seats for the smaller indie theatres.

Return of Martin iSeck to present-day active show business operation 
of the more modem fashion should have its humorous moments in the 
relations bt Beck with th6 RKO office staffs In New York. It's another 
day altogether from when Beck started, built up and operated the for- 
mier Orpheum Circuit of big time twice dally vaudeville houses from 
Chicago westward. 

In the Beck day after pictures became pronounced the Orpheum Cir- 
cuit paid probably |200. top a week for all of the fllm In any of its houses. 
Were the pilctures to cost 1300 for a week the cry would be robber! 
With two-a-day vaudeville there could be no lengthy features along with 
the customary seven or. eight-act vaude bilL 

But today when Beck learns that the same Orpheum theatres are pay- 
ing 15 or 17% or more of the total weekly gross In a vaudfllm house for 
the feature talker only, It's doubtful If Beck will be able to quickly 
fathom it 

While the Orpheum Circuit Is now a subsidiary of RKO, it Is held as 
an Intact wheel of houses by Itself on the RKO books. That la probably 
through the Orpheum Circuit at one time, directly or indirectly, having 
issued 110,000,000 worth of 8% Orpheum .preferred stock. That stock Is 
a first Hen upon all realty owned by the former Orpheum Circuit. In Its 
last fiscal year the Orpheum Circuit as a unit lost over (600,000 in its 
own operation under the RKO direction, and RKO caused the. Orpheum 
preferred to default on Its dividend. 

With no surety of Orpheum resuming Its preferred stock dividend the 
holders of that Orpheum preferred, mostly show peoplis like Beck who 
has over $1,600,000 In Orpheum preferred, commenced to worry over 
their loss of Income. Several of the 'Orpheum preferred holders are 
dependent to an extent at least upon the Orpheum annual Income, For 



Orpheum preferred to default was a severe shock, other than the loss ot 
Income, for the market value \of the Orpheum - preferred issue dwindled 
to under one-sixth of its par at the same time. 

In building the Orpheum Circuit, Beck and his associates selected 
locations in the key. cities of the south, west and northwest, beyond a 
marginal line starting with Chicago and New Orleans, westward. They 
were debarred from east of Chicago through an agreement with Keith's, 
although Beck was the instigator and flrat builder of the present Keith's 
Palace, New Tork. Beck still retains his 26% interest in the Palace. 

In erecting the Orpheum Circuit, piece by piece ttirough many years, 
the conservative German group heading it, led by Morris . Meyerfleld, 
Jr., Its lirst president, to be later succeeded by Beck, chose sites that 
would be Inexpensive, It was an overhead economy, to keep down the 
rent. In keeping down the rent mainly of new theatres, the Orpheum 
located mostly on side streets In key cities, adjacent to the main or 
downtown street or section. Again economlElng In space as well and for 
the same purpose, the theatres were limited to a seating capacity of 
I.SOO, considered sufficient for a big time vaude house and the Intimacy 
that style of entertainment calls for from it's stage performers. Later 
larger vaudftlm houses were built In those same Orpheum towns by 
Keith- Albee-Orpheum. 

Which, leaves the Orpheum . Circuit proper, ^s at flrst constituted, 
nearly entirely a series of side street limited capacity theatres. With 
some the downtown or main street may have moved away after all of 
these years, while otherwise and with other modem theatres of larger 
capacity on the mala transient thoroughfares, the Orpheums' with their 
change to straight pictures or vaudfllm, have their troubles in drawing 
people to them, as against the more modern picture palace on the live- 
liest thoroughfare in town. 

It's reported on the inner side that of the $10,000,000 Orpheum pre- 
ferred Issued, but $6,000,000 remains outstanding. Remainder is reported 
In the RKO treasury, never Issued perhaps or bought in by RKO~at 
bargain market prices, to further reduce the actual amount outstanding 
in the hands ot Investing holders to below six millions. 

The sudden change In the Orpheum .Circuit situation- Is as jrabid as 
Beck must halve found upon his return to the show business through the

Bull Arguments Negative 

The new year starts with much 
bull ballyhoo from business loadtirs,

amusem'ent 'stocks; Severe deflation 
In share' prlbeb ^Ireo^dy accompUsited 
In .ttds group' prove inothlng, wher^i 
as the taiXm^ ot thi^re bond prices 
to TBily t/)B^}isr vrith the rest of we 
Industrial IpajiB during the upUl'rn 
' of the la^t- 'W^ek of the-! year Is Tiot 
a happjr.onieh;- ' ' 
' It Is' trile'.that a Jfutnber of sore 
spots Have'^been ^treated/ notably 
the refliianclng of 'RKd, the new par 
status , put 4ip6n Warners' cominon. 
Paramount; has accomplished '- the 
deferment of Its repurchase obllga- 
. tlon and ' Fo^ has put intq effect a 
drastic System of economy both In 
coast studio practice and basic ref- 
forms In theatre operation. 

This much Is probably ground 
covered on the way back to pros- 
perity, but nobody can say what 
new problems face the Industry. On 
the testimony of the ticker the 
amusement group is less promising 
than the generality of American in- 
dustry. 'The active film, leaders 
' made a weak showing during the 
' late December upturn, and on the 
minor relapse which happened on 
the first trading day of the new year 
< they showed up most uncertainly. 

Notably I,oew, one of the few re^ 
; nialnlng theatre stocks on a regular 
. dividend basis, broke .thro'ugh a re 
' sistance point at 26)4, closing on 
Saturday at 26^, its low on the 
' movement till then, although some- 
; what above its extreme low of Dec. 
18 at 24, which was the bottom for all 
time; Loew's is betng watched' es 
peclally as an index to the others of 
Its group. It came to the end of the 
year in poor form, after making a 
: brave fight for a place in the sun 
during all the trying months of 1931. 
. Failure of Loew to keep abreast 
of other Industrials in Its individual 
rating is having a depressing effect 
upon the other theatre shares, since 
It is regarded now as the pacemaker 
' on a basis of its earnings during 
times of depression, and has more 
than any other maker of pictures 
maintained a high quality of film 
output. For the fiscal year ending 
' Aug. 30, for Instance, It showed about 
.'$7.50 net a share on its common, 
How It fared In the Oct-Jan. quar- 
ter has not' -yet been released, but' 
fears are felt that it has not been 
keeping up a similar rate. 

Par's Best Quarter 70 Cents 
One reason for taking this view Is 
that Paramounfa estimated profits 
for the autumn quarter, normally 
•the best three months of the year, 
has been far from sotisfactory. One 
■ of the market services broadcast the 
estimate last week that the Par. 
net for the fourth quarter probably 
would be 70 cents a share, a figure 
which evokes anything but satlsfac 
tlon. 

The company showed $2.32 for the 
nine months to Sept. 8<l, or an airer- 
age of 77 cents a quarter, including 
the dull summer. The Inference, 
..then, of an autumn quarter below 
the average ot the preceding three 
quarterly .periods, is one of progress- 
ively declining profits, the season- 
ally best period having fallen below 
•the preceding periods of normally 
lower returns. 

News of Paramount of a more 
cheerful ■ tenor was that the com- 
pany had made arrangements to pay 
off $2,500,000 in stock repurchase, 
■due Jan. 2, 1932, over a period o£ two 
years, calling for $630,000 down and 
•the. remainder spread over 18 
months to Sept. 1, 1934. Another 
stock repurchase payment of $4,000,- 
000 Is due March 1, this transaction 
having to do with the company's 
deal for a 60% Interest In Columbia 
Broadcasting Co. AH arrangement 
; to handle this on a deferred pay- 
ment system is under negotiation, 
;but whether it will be concluded sat 
isfactorlly Is not known. 
. In any event the compromise on 
the .Tan. 2 payment Is only one of a 
number of similar compromises 
temporizing with pressing problems. 
Th6 donls are all the best that could 
oe made under the circumstances, 
and doubtless arc wise ond cdn- 
su uctlve for the long view, but they 
uo not encourage buying of the 
stock even at Us present price. 

Much is being made by the con- 
structive' element downtown of the 
•J-trlklng Improvement . In theatre 
L-uslness for the last week of the 



old year and the first week of this 
new, but whether this is any index 
of definite box office improvement 
or merely a manifestation of holiday 
spending: by a public' which for the 
moment Is seeking ' escape from "a 
mood ot .gloom, remains to be seen. 
Certainly Saturday's market record 
gave no Indication that 'Wall Street 
sentiment had Improved much to- 
ward the show business. . 

Fox Eeonomies 
Only, news abo.nt Pox was "a re-- 
.Iteration of. the economies to be ef- 
fected by the consolidation of West 
Coast studios, estimated' at $l'iOOO,- 
-000 • a year alone, to'geth'er with 
other departntental and adminlstra- 
tlve savings, and reforms .In-the 
production schedules. These things, 
In the face of pressing problems 
facing the company In other direc- 
tions seemed rather trivial. At any 
rate', the ticker manifested no spe- 
cial enthusiasm from the tulis to- 
ward the stock. 

Warners' appears to have run 
Into a rut. Several days lost week 
it was churned around in hea.vy 
volume, but practically without 
price change either way. For the 
whole 'week of five business sessions, 
the turnover amounted to 91,000 
shares; half as much again as the 
actj(V6 RCA, and- the -heaviest voU 
ume among the amusement groujp. 
On this imposing bulk of trading, 
the extreme range of price was only 
% of a point, low at 2% and high 
at .2%. 

During all the bustle Of going no- 
where by the 'stock, the Warner 
bonds made a double bottom at 26 
flat, the first time the loans ha've 
actually hit the Old low mark dur- 
ing all the tax selling of the year- 
end. It is difficult to find any hope- 
ful significance In this, state of af- 
fairs, since It Is ptetty generally 
conceded that as far as the general 
market is. concerned, there can 
scracely be any upturn in stocks 
until bonds have showa more sup- 
port from interest and dividend 
money seeking reinvestment. 

Speaking of tax selling brings up 
the performance of the last day of 
the year, when any sales for that 
purpose had to bo made 'for' cash' 
and came out on . the ticker defi- 
nitely identified as to ta^'sale. -The 
figure on cash sales for Dec. 31 may 
or may not shed any light- on the 
probable effect upon the amusement 
shares of tax selling during the 
earlier weeks of December, b-nt 
they: are. here spread on the rec- 
ord for what they may be worth:

'Unusually. -, juicy- . concessions - to 
Lee .Ocbs;; operating. in upper- Man- 
hattan.-.and' the.

'While reported for quite 
some time now, N. T. operators' 
local No.:8.06 has consistently denied 
Ochs' got-'a deal' that gives him- the' 
edge qn other independent exhlbs^in 
the New I'-ork zone. 

Included in a plethora of charges 
by the committee which sought to 
elect Charlie Beckman president but 
failed, is the following apparently 
authentic explanation of the Ochs 
deal sent to all No. 306 members: 
- 'Do you remember the midnight 
roil call meeting of March 27, 1931, 
when a 10% assessment was levied 
on every member, to be paid In a 
period of 20 weeks, and the permit 
men were assessed an additional 
10% for the some period 7 This as- 
sessment was for . the purpose of 
unionizing the t«e Ochs theatres, 
and after a strike of about seven 
mo'nths - an . expenditure of about 
}20p,000; 'Why weren't you informed 
prior to the settlement ot the strike 
as to the wage- scale and conditions 
that was agreed upon between Sam 
Kaplan ahd Lee Ochs? All that you 
were told was that the strike was 
settled, but you were not told under 
what wage locale, and conditions the 
men are NO"W worklng'in the.' Lee 
Ochs theatres. . ' 

'Prior to Lee Ochs taking over 
the Manhattan, Mosholu, Kings- 
bridge, Ogden, V. 8. and Tuxedo, 
they were operated by the Fox 
Theatre Corp. and employed four 
steady card men at %iS per week 
and one tour-day «ard man at $5.6.68 
per week, a total of 30 cdrd men be- 
ing employed in the above theatres. 

'After the strike only nine card 
men went back in the above thea- 
tres and 21 card men were replaced 
by permit men. Nine of those per- 
mit men were non-union operators 
who worked In. these theatres dur- 
ing the strike and after' the settle- 
ment they were made, permit men 
and eight ot them we're permitted 
by Sam Kaplan to' remain working 
In Lee Ochs theatres.' 

Cord men are regular members of 
the union at scales around $86, 
while permit men get only half or 
slightly above, after paying for the 
privilege of becoming a permit man. 

There are 1,200 card men in 306 
and 600 permit men, with latter 
often used for picketing.' 

Heavy Defeat 
Kaplan defeated Beckman. foi' the 
presidency by a vote of 841 to 814. 

Election 'was In progress concur- 
rently with return of an indictment 
In New York City against Kaplan 
and 21 others,- charging coercion and 
conspiracy against Kaplan and 17 
others, with balance (five) named 
only on coercion Indictment, Most 
are officials of 300. 

Arbitrary expelling of members 
even after court orders have de- 
manded reinstatement, has partly 
caused the. present indictments 
hanging over Kaplan and ass(iclates.

The 
chiefs of those divisions, Joe 
Plunkett and Charlie Freeman rec- 
ognize the showmanly experience ot 
Beck may always be of value In 
their operations. 

It's about four years ago since 
. jos. P. Kennedy bought out the late 
E. F. Albee's Interest and control ot 
Kelth-Albee-Orpheum at which 
time Albee- with his executive as- 
sociates, Including Beck, retired.; 
Beck Grows Officious 
in the RKO offices as an- obser> 
ver and advisor, Beck started to 
assume authority late last week. 
It brought about a Jam. 

From the report Beck, accom- 
panied by two of his former em- 
ployes ot the old Orpheum CIr- 
suit staff, but now with RKO, 
visited the different press depts. 
of the theatre dept., giving instruct 
tlons as to advertising and pub- 
licity and lii one instance firing a 
press agent for the Palace thea- 
tre. 

These unexpected actions by Beck 
were at once reported to Joe Plun- 
kett, operating chief, who did not 
okay them. As an aftermath it was 
anticipated a showdown would fol- 
low to exactly define Beck's status. - 
Recently the Palace front and . 
lobby were remodeled at a cost ot 
$46,000. Beck doesn't like the trans- 
formation and has requested the old 
fronts be restored, at another cost 
of probably $10,000. 

Nor is Beck pleased with the cost 
of the Pala:ce advertising. It has 
been running to $2,000 weekly. Beck 
says in his day the Palace never 
spent over $700 a wieek to advertise 
It and he would like to limit the ad 
cost weekly to $1,000. 

Sunday night for the first time in 
months the four rear rows of the 
Palace orchestra were empty. Beck 
is not blamed, though the ads were, 
cut after his talk. 

Yesterday (4) acting under in- 
structions from BeCk, Elmer Rogers, 
manager of the Palace for many 
years, assumed that position in full. 
Beck advised Rogers to. run (fa^ 
house as he wanted to without pay-^ 
ing attention to anyone else, pos- 
sibly not Beck though Beck didn't 
go thot far.

There are the Diamond Boys and 
Barry and Whltledge, respectively 
Nos. 3 and 4, and a strong comedy 
sock in any theatre.. Barry and 
Whltlege, as fine a 12 minutes as 
vaude - knows,' 'were lifted from hh 
RKO Intact to fill In on this show 
apd will, rejoin their unit upstate. 
Both are splendid performers. MlSs 
Barry traces a- family line holding 
no mean- professional significance 
and which reputation will not suf- 
fer In her hands. . Mr. Whltlege con- 
tinues a - corking foil and rtolly 
something more than that, , the 
theory of this team being to shore 
alike on laughs. ' ; ' . 

. As a: whole the Palace currently 
Is- not an applause 'show.

Same for Barry, and 
Whltlege. whose high-speed laugh 
chatter leaves no chance for a hur-

urday afternoon. - Particularly en 
upstairs act, the trio had them 
whistling In.the gallery at the finish, 
lnfreq\i,ent- enough to cause mention.

Chicago, Dec. 26. 
In line 'with the general up-swlng 
of vaude '. in the entire midwest, 
this Warner house returns to the 
footlights, playing six acts of vaiide 
on a split week policy. There Is a 
hot battle for the public's coin un- 
der way along this southstde ave- 
nue. Four theatres are engaged In 
the tiff: Acroa.<i the street from the 
Stratford, the -RKO Englewood has . 
dropped vaUde' and gone double fea- 
tures. Down the lane, Publlx-B. & 
K, has opened the new and flashy 
Southtown, also with twin pro- 
grams. 

Already there are Indications of 
how the southslde publlo feels about 
the bargain displays. The Engle- 
wood, which has tossed away flesh. 
Is not happy with its straight screen 
fare. For when It comes to films 
the Englewood- is getting the bad 
squeeze,- because - the Southtown, in 
the first Instance, has the pick of 
the better product, besides the lure 
of a new and gaudy theatre, and 
free parking space, which counts 
much in this district. And it it's 
price that annoys the public they 
can step across the street to the 
grind Linden where they can par- 
take of the double flicker banquet 
at 20c. per, a new low. 

In the final analysis then, it fig- 
ures that only at the Stratford are 
they getting the solid bargain for 
their kronen. At the Southtown the 
admlsh IS 30c.; at the Englewood 
It's 256. for the afternoon houra. 
Stratford meets all comers at the 
two-bits rate,' giving them a flicker 
and silt acts. How this all adds up 
in the books may be seen from the 
capacity audience In on - an after- 
ifoon show for Monday, though it 
also must be remembered that this 
was the post-holiday week. 

House formerly played a stage 
band and presentation hook-up, but 
sloughed it about two years ago in 
the epidemic slump of flesh locally. 
Its return heralds tlje comeback of 
the footlights In many Warner spots 
hereabouts, which takes In Milwau- 
kee, Racine, Sheboygan and several 
Indiana towns. It marks the first 
Warner areiia locally to tredd back 
to the stage, and may leOd to sim- 
ilar action for the Warner Avalon 
and Capitol . here. 

It has always been a heart-break- 
ing Job to book the Stratford, due 
to the exceedingly small stage; the 
full stage here not registering .more 
than 'two' on a regular stage. Which 
makes it impossible to spot tlie 
larger dancing, acrobatic and sketch 
turns, especially those which re- 
quire a passage-way behind the 
back-'drop. 

Currently there are six acts, 
which Includes Monk Watson, who 
is In as Interlocutor, for four weeks, 
Watson arrives here backed by a 
weighty rep established through 
four years as picture house m. c, at 
the LaSdlle and Grand Riviera in 
Detroit, being pushed out only by a 
flock of fractured bones acquired 
when he tried to clown with a tram- 
poline turn. He's all mended once 
more and okay except for a certain' 
anti-trampollne expression. He s 
safe here; there's no room for the 
bounding acts. 

Watson left dn unfinished impres- 
sion at this house for he made al- 
most as many-'hiuffs as hits. Much 
of his material was evidently stuft 
that he used four years ago in De- 
troit. This is another year and aiv- 
other town- Watson ovUlcntly nocrts 
time to get the swing o£ the audl-

'When Publix. B & K unveiled this 
deluxer to the Englewood <!itlzenry 
Christmas Day, it chaliced up an- 
other 8,300 seats against an already 
heavily . overcrowded - southslde. 
Time for measuring the full extent 
of the resulting squeeze upon the 
sector's other amusement spots, 
naturally, won't' be ripe until after 
the holiday spell.

That left the 
Linden: bidding for 20c in the aft- 
ernoon and 6c more in the evening. 
' Neighborhood's ' 'wave of price- 
slashing brought the kid scale down 
to a dime at' every one. of the four 
older houses, with the. Southtown 
alone asking 16c. In all camps the 
same- figure prevails from' opening 
to closing. 

Besides' its newness, the South- 
town has two big advantages.. One 
is- the fact that it has the -pick of 
the product, having exclusive call 
upon . Metro, Paramount, Fox and 
United Artists. Other Is the free 
parking space offered the. customers. 
Over six acres of it on both sides of 
the' theatre and capable of providing 
for at least 660 cars. An undeni- 
ably Impressive selling point In 
bringing them hither. Factor's Im- 
portance in this particulaf area was 
indicated by the move made by the 
Stratford, shortly before the South- 
town opening, to work out a deal 
with an . Independently operated 
parking lot located across' the street 
from the former house.

'With - the parking space Included, 
the latest B & K shbwpiatz develop- 
ment Is sprawled over an area equal 
to - the average city blocic: As .a 
piece ' of architectural designing, 
planning and decorating, thei South- 
town rates fn the artistic 's.eale be- 
low such B & K nei^borhood 
flashes as the Uptown and the Tlv- 
oll. ; To the discriminating eye, the 
drab, bamlike exterior of the 6.3rd 
street affair will loom up, from the 
aesthetic angle, as not so good, .

Initial experiment some months ago 
withered like a fish in a frying pan 
after three brutal days, closing with 
a bang when the realtor angel flew 
back to -real estate after three ses 
slons. 

Basic trouble with the No. 1 try 
was that the promoters had billion 
aire ideas and short purses. They 
ruined themselves' from the hop- 
ofC. with several amazingly brutal 
errors in handling, shows and. audi- 
ence. They ran two shows nightly, 
at 6:30 and 8:30, but the shows 
didn't run three .hours. This forced 
much of (ho audience to sit for 
many ' long minutes/ staring into 
space,, between . vaude shows, for 
t' ere no picture to fill the intervals. 
. Present operator. Ace Cobn, has 
better chances for getting estab 
llshed. For he at least has no ideas 
about making a million dollars 
overnight or being a second Roxy. 
He'll be satisfied with a fak take. 
He's a show business man from way 
back and -knows the angles of op 
crating cheaply for a cheap crowd, 
as now inhabits the west side re- 
gion surrounding the Kedzle. 

At the fiukey first attempt at the 
Kedzle the tarifT was up to 60c on 
m.atlnees; and they wondered why 
nobody came around to see the 
sh6w. Cohn ' is ' remembering the 
neighborhood and the times. He 
has the house, scaled like the show 
business of many years ago; 10, 20 
and 80. It's 80c in the orchestra, 
20c upstairs and a dime for the kids 
anywhere. 

Cohn has afternoon shows on Sat- 
urday and Sunday only, on which 
occasions he delivers three perform- 
ances dally. Regularly, he runs two 
shows nightly. Changes acts on 
Thursday and Sunday; on Wednes- 
day nlgbt the house 'previews,' add- 
ing two or three turns to the regu- 
lar five. House is booked locally by 
Dick Hoffman at RKO. 

Major idea behind the entire ven 
ture is strict economy all down the 
line. - And because of this cheap- 
ness the house may stand a chance 
to struggle through. Now in its 
second week and reports are that 
everybody is still satisfied. 

One of the. big obstacles here is 
the absence of feature films. Owner 
of the house operates the Kedzle 
Annex theatre next door with double 
features and wouldn't lease this spot 
to anyone for pictures. Cohn has, 
however, secured the right to run 
shorts and appears to be getting by 
capably with them. It is to his ad- 
vantage that all other houses in the 
district are running double features 
and therefore not using shorts. To 
the end that shorts are something 
of a novelty at present In this 
sector. 

Averaging about five shorts, all 
run oft in a batch, and displaying 
a varied .. list from comedies to 
t -enlcs. This small afternoon house 
appeared to. enjoy them, especially 
the minors who haven't seen slap- 
stick shorts In some time. 

As for the show on the stage, it 
is in line with the admission price. 
The smaller family time probably 
gives the best pictures. Five acts, 
all of whom have been around town 
before. And all but one held . up 
well with the mob out front

Trlnl hasn't enough confidence in 
her evenly cut profile, simple coif- 
fure and ' well-proportioned' figure.' 
Beauty 'that would be enhanced by 
simply dfuped monotones Is cheap- 
enied by closely-seiqulned chiffons, 
embroidered shawls and heavy gold 
lace— particularly when the lace has 
a three inch-gash that 'wrecks Its 
splendid pretense. 
' IiltUe Sylvia Froos is so proud .of 
having outgrown stage, babyhood 
that she choosM an ankle-lenght 
gown to prove how really grown 
up she is.

Proteetthg a Star 

'Mau Harl' Is a text book on the 
glamorous treatment ot a star. It 
doesn'C proceed on the false premise 
that Greta Garbo films will sustain 
themselves and that an actress, at 
the height of popularity, needs little 
support from her studio. Other 
companies may find it advisable to 
econoivize on important name prod- 
uct, but Metro continues to sur- 
round Miss Oarbo with canny de 
vices for maintaining stardom. 

In a lengthy Introduction that 
builds suspense for Its main char 
acter, 'Mata Hart' describes Its star 
as a brooding, mysterious celebrity. 
Men die for her; gallants fight for 
her favors, tiohg before Miss Garbo 
appears on the screen, audiences 
are convinced. 

A strong cast is directed to play 
every scene up to the star. .Care- 
ful photography blesses every 
close-up.

All her gowns are camera- wise, 
benefitting by shimmering fabrics 
specially chosen tor their Import 
ance against background. .

trips to tit* IB five-day passages 
over the Atlantic by the "Leviathan.' 

Pictures companies are awaken- 
ing to the new revenue provided oy 
the electrics' hunt for new fields. 
Exclusive bookings by a few of the 
producers, with several of the lines 
has resulted in instructions being 
general to watch the ocean screens. 
Most of the companies now have 
men who concentrate on water con- 
tracts. Warners, through a bit ot 
early salesmanship signed up the 
Fumess-Bermuda line to show only 
Its own product. 

The U. S. Iiines and most ot the 
others are getting picture-wise. 
They have men In their home offices 
who concentrate on picture shop- 
ping. In the case ot the U. S. only 
pre-run product will be booked. The 
rentals tor this are from $100 to 
$150 per showing on Bhlpboai:d. 

The taierchant marine Is even 
more awake to the ocean theatre 
than the industry. Itself. A check of 
New Tork piers i^hows that the 
waterfront la doing the biggest pas-, 
senger business regards already the 
theatres aboard ship as ah Instltu 
tlo.n come to stay. 

Flat Ftental 
This does not take into considera- 
tion the U. ,S. Navy which already 
has 250 of its boats and shore sta- 
tions wired for sound. The Navy 
pays a' fiat rental of 6%'c. per foot 
for boolilngs that range from 30 to 
60 days, depending upon the voyage.

If a 
critic had given a bad notice to all

.740.

In the last 
few yiears Gabriel has been regu 
larly down with the tall-enders. The 
genera] explan'ation of hie sudden 
return to form this year Is that he 
Is now calling 'em as he. sees 'em 
His inld-season average ts attained 
through only two bad guesses in :E5 
shows caught, without a no opinion. 
Coleman's Change 

Former second-stringer who 
changed his style when securing a 
regular berth In the batting - order 
is Robert Coleman, who succeeded 
"Walter 'Winchell as the 'Mirror's' 
revieweir Nov. 1. From a reporter 
who liked everything he saw, Cole- 
man has transformed Into a critic 
who apparently uses his own Judg- 
ment, and as a. result, his brief 
period of first-stringing lands him 
in second pla.ce with a neat aver- 
age of .875 for 21 rights, three 
wrongs and no evasions in 24 
chances. 

. Following Anderson of the 'Jour- 
nal,' who retains the third place he 
won last season, are the one-two 
lade of '30-'31, Brown of the 'Post' 
and Atkinson of the 'Times.'

Gabriel, Cole- 
man and Brown were exempt from 
'no opinions,' also Winchell, who is 
omitted from this score, Latter had 
an average of .680 with 17 rights 
and eight wrongs in 26 tries when 
retiring.

It is all right for box office treas- 
urers to receive gratuities from 
ticket agencies, without the govern- 
ment collecting 60% of such money. 
After contesting the internal rev- 
enue departnieht ruling to that ef- 
fect for nearly three years, Wash- 
ington finally handed down a deci- 
sion to the effect that the gratuities 
ire to be regarded, as gifts. Agency 
money to the b.o. men is known to' 
the latter as 'ice.'- ' 

Several treasurers wh6 paid the . 
money claimed by the tax collector, 
have received refunds in the test 
case. Other box office men who 
posted- bonds pending the final set- 
tlement of the kick-back claims, are 
cancelling the sureties. The matter 
has been hanging fire since 1928. 

The test case was contested by 
four theatres as a group, Mansfield, 
Lbngacre, Blltniore and Little. . 
James L. Andrews, public ac- 
countant and former tax expert, for 
the government,, successfully han- 
dled the claims which when re- 
funded carried Interest at 6%. 

Contention was made by the tax 
collector that any money received 
by . theatres over and above the es- 
tablished or. box office price, came 
under the provision that made pay- 
able to the department 60% of such 
collections. Box office men denied 
that the gratuities were based - on 
so much per ticket allotted the 
agencies and that some had ac- 
counted for the ice In their Income 
tax returns to show good faith. The 
contest was tossed aside frequently, 
until Andrews was able to prove the 
point. He waa aided by depositions' 
from many in the ticket field. 

The matter was brought to an Is- 
sue when the collector, made the. 
theatre managements responsible 
for the claims. 'When the tax 
people threatened to issue, resti^nts 
against theatrjss which might have 
closed them, the managers were, 
made parties to the dispute. The 
claims were paid by them, or bonds 
were filed, the indemnity fees be- 
ing paid by the treasurers. 
Off and On Managers 
Previously It was rather well 
known that some managers shared 
In the ticket gratuities while others 
disdained that kind of coin. When 
the admissions and ticket taxes 
went Into effect at the end of the 
war, the Internal revenue agents 
ruled that half of the ticket gratu- 
ities must be paid the government. 
The managers thereupon being dis- 
interested In the gift money. Under 
the hew ruling, however. It is 're- 
ported that the managers are again 
interested in the Ice money, but 
that doesn't Include all. 

The 60% provision Is under the 
same section that calls for one half 
of all premiums charged by ticket 
brokers in excess of 60 cents per 
ticket The legality of the law has 
never been tested in the high fed- 
eral courts. At the time of th^ 
Tutlle ticket Investigation, It was 
agreed by the agency men not to 
carry the, argument higher. 

The Investigation Indicated that 
the brokers who charged excessive 
prices had failed to make the proper 
returns sirid payments to the collec- 
tor. One broker was given a peni- 
tentiary sentence. The' others agreed 
to settle. The brokers finally set- 
tled with the government, paying 
10% of what the investigators 
claimed was due. 

There has been no trouble since, 
comparatively few tickets now 
fetching excess prices.

For the sake of more Insides to the' 
play, a Mrs. Liane (Fanla .MarlnoS) 
with whom Hubert once had ian af- 
fair, Is Introduced. She's deslrlous 
of continuing it. He Isn't. 

After some time killing on the 
part of the writer, Hubert admits 
his love for Psyche. This leads to 
the big second act holler mentioned. 
Third act lias the thing settled by 
the unmarried couple scrammliig. 

Another source of comedy Is . the 
absent-minded minister who served 
as well as- the worn-out professor.

The scene turns 'Animal King- 
dom' into a Solldlflea whole and as 
played, principally by Howard, it is 
magnificent. 

There nre passages which appear 
to be a bit contusing, but whether 
this was the fault of the writing or 
the acting at the opening perform 
ance is a matter tor debate. Some 
of the characters couldn't be heard 
beyond the first rows, and the open- 
ing scene was, garbled beyond rec 
ognltlon. Several other situations 
sniftered a like fate. 

Howard,' of course, is superb. He 
plays the publisher with those rare 
touches which are distinctly- his 
own. The part, howev'- at times 
seems a bit slim for a star ot his 
proportions, and It might be Wise to 
fortify it before the trydut tour 
ends. Cou^d easily be ' done,, for 
there are several scenes In which 
the burden might be shifted to 'his 
. shoulders instead of those of the 
supporting players. 

In the part' of the mistress 
Frances Fuller gets- a good break 
and makes the most of it, turning 
in- a generally captivating perform- 
ance that will be talked about Wll- 
llaih Gargan as the ex-pugillst 
turned butler drew exit applause, 
while Ilka Chase, returning to the 
Bta^e after a sojourn in Hollywood, 
does Well In her brief appearance as 
a somewhat thlbk-headed celebrity 
y hound.

Berlin theatre managers 
are opposed, to a hew reduction ot 
prices, though this decree provides 
for a notice ot all existing house 
contracts and leases, and also for a 
reduction of mortgage Interests and 
cancellation of leases held by Inter- 
mediary . persons,, for next spring. 
The result will most probably be a, 
general notice for all contracts ot 
the above kind and the consequence 
the voiding of the leases raised la 
price out ot proportion by Interme- 
diary lease holders. This ought tol 
bring about .a better condition. Im- 
portant economists here say that 
spring will bring a slight but sure 
Improvement, ^

Tlie former timely piece was 
now but-dated. To make matters 
worse, the author, with an unmis- 
takeable male name, got a rejection 
slip which began 'Dear Madame.'

D. E. Course fop P. A. 

William G. SUegler, who holds 
down those chairs for the Cincin- 
nati 'Times-Star,' afternoon dally, 
has resorted to a course to persuade 
space-grabbing gentry to grind out 
matter to fit hla whims. Stlegler 
set down nothing not actually re- 
quired to teach the boys how. His 
instructions took the form of a 
typed sheet of Info, reading like 
this: 

Suggestions to Directors of Public 
Relations, Personal RepresentttiVes, 
Publicity Experts and Plain Every- 
day Press Agents 

AH copy should be typewritten, 
double-spaced and' on plain, paperj 
prefefrably white. Single-spaced 
copy can hot be edited or altered 
Without being rewritteti, which we 
have no time to do in the office or 
to send back to you for that pur- 
pose. 

Routine amusement notices in- 
tended for Thursday's liBsue . must 
be submitted not later than 
Wednesday, 9 a. m., and those for 
Saturday, not later than Friday, 9 
a, m. Under . no circumstances 
should these notices exceed . seven 
or eight typewritten lines. Write 
them as straight,. Informative news 
notices,, avoiding all fancy figures 
or flowery descriptions. These are 
advance, notices, not reviews. Do 
not deprive our ambitious critics of 
their duties. The routines call for 
no verbal fireworks or superlatives. 
Our writers have their, own, which 
they prefer to use as the occasion 
demands. 

' The style of our. Saturday layouts 
calls for head pictures. We can. not 
use groups, flashlights or stills. 
These pictures must be submitted 
not later than Wednesday, 9 a. in. 
For feature pictures on Thursday 
and. Saturday, the same schedule 
applies as to the routine notices.' 

Unless especially requested, no 
feature reader for Thursday or 
Saturday should exceed 200 words. 
Unless this rUle Is observed, the 
entire article is likely to be left out 
on crowded days, whloh will be 
many during the winter season. So 
far as the material of the articles is 
concerned, there must be some 
news or feature value to Justify its 
use. The amusement page strives 
to maintain a uniform standard and 
no attraction or institution Is en- 
titled to a certain amount of space 
to be filled at random. The nearer 
your feature • approaches ■ the legit- 
imate news item, and the more it 
avoids the obvious press agent 
blurb, tiie better Its chance for 
space. 

We use as fillers a. number of 
Indented, blackface paragraphs 
called shorts. Please remember that 
their use to^ us and 'their value to 
yOu consists In remaining shorts. 
These should be written as single 
paragraphs and should never ex- 
ced five or six typewritten tinea 
Unnecessary and annoying duplica- 
tion can be avoided by not using 
the same material as features and 
shorts. 

Do not use the words 'yesterday,' 
'today,' 'tomorrow' In your copy. On 
an afternoon paper the name of the 
day of the week Is always used. 
Also, If you are writing about some-: ' 
thing for next week, in the name 
of good English and common sense, 
say 'next week.* Everybody knows 
what that means, and it takes much 
less space than the roundabout 
phrases now being used, such -as 
.'week beginning Sunday, October 
16.' Cut out an lengthy expressions 
where short ones will do.- Don't Jam 
our space with announcements of 
'principal assignments' when you 
mean 'chief roles,' or 'cinematic' 
when you mean 'film.' Avoid coin- 
ing words, as we are perfectly satis- 
fied with the limitations Imposed 
by Webster or the Standard. With 
no reflections on the persons con- 
cerned, we prefer' a 'leading woman' 
to a 'leading lady,' and we see no 
more reason for referring to a 
pretty girl as an 'attractive miss' 
than to a good-looking main as a 
'handsome mister.' These are eccenr 
trlcltles of taste perhaps, but since 
we are In position to make a choice, 
we. prefer ours to yours. And for 
reasons which should be obvious to 
anyone with composing-room- ex- 
perience, never use the word 'skit' 
for 'act' or 'sketch.' 

Leave space at the top of the 
paper for headlines and editorial 
directions, and do not clutter It lip 
with a lot of useless legends, It 
is to be presumed that the dramatic 
editor can read, otherwise it would 
be vain to submit anything to him 
at all. 'Thursday Amusements,' 
'Saturday Amusements' or 'Satur- 
day Movies,' In the upper left-hand 
corner. Is all that is necessary to 
Identify your copy. Unless yo" 
have a 'TlHies-Star* head oliart and 
follow It authoritatively, don't wnstp 
your time and our time wrltlnR 
heads' that don't fit 

Lastly-,; read the amusement paijp 
see what is used and what Is no* 
used and, above all, observe care- 
fully how your copy has been 
changed and follow that style In 
the future. Failure to comply with 
the above requirements will ac- 
count for the total absence or dras- 
tic pruning of submitted articles.

. concerned the probable advantage 
tb' an advd'rtiser to take one full 
hour, lead . that hour ' 'with . names 
and -high-voltage ' entertainment, 

. grive It plenty oif advance publicity, 

. and it the budget is limited, let it go 
at that. Whatever this hour cost 

' Oldsmobile in talent and line 
charges-^and it must have beeii a 
small fortuner-the money was far 

' more wisely invested than It would 
have been it Oldsmobile aped some 
of its competitors and stretched the 
same sum for a series of 18 radio 
disc programs for iBxample. 

Oldsmobile had. a talking, point 
tor public interest in the synchron- 
CDitlon experiment Tiiat received 
plenty '.of newsp&per advance com- 
ment,' with NBC doing a flrst-rate 

' exploitation job in planting photo- 
graphs^ etc. But outside of a small 

.. .cpterle of technicians and mechan- 
ically-minded folks, the same ex 
perlment with .Susie Olotz on the 
liOs Angeles end would have flopped 
so far aa bringing an -audience to 
the dials.- It was Bebe Daniels who

Miss Daniels, incidentally, was 
the individual hit of the program. 
Whether the ether favored her and 
hot Mlsa' Harris and Miss Stanley, 

- there could be little question that 
the fllm star proved the more mel- 
odic and more interesting singer. 
Mlas' Daniels has a dandy voice and 
has evidently been doing lots of 
. coaching, for she handles herself

Hollywood in fact did well by it-

Com- 
plete operas are not broadcast but 
one or more acts are selected to fit 
a given time allotment First two 
of 'La Boheme' this week, the. final 
act of 'Lohengrin,' next week. Tay- 
lor, meanwhile, in the orchestra pit 
whispering running explanations of 
the plot . 

'La Boheme' unquestionably ia, 
hecause of Its rich strains of mel- 
ody, calculated to. keep listeners at 
the dials whereas many operas 
would entirely fall to retain any 
but the habitual devotees of lyric 
drama. This particular broadcast 
Can truthfully be put doWn as one 
of the outstanding recent musical 
opportunities for the hinterland, or 
for anyone, who from laziness or 
penury does not attend ' opera in 
person. ' - 

Miss Bori's rounded tone* came 
ttirough the air superbly and, of 
course, , the other - singers and the 
chorus were good eiiough tor any- 
one except the hair-splitters.

Show business takes care ot city 
liall with free tickets. Radio takes 
care ot the churches (or many ot 
them) with free time. It goes on the 
ledefer as miscellaneous expenses for 
good will. Christmas, of course, 
draws the major observance. This 
extends from Sunday to Sunday of 
the holiday week and varies, natu- 
rally. In accordance with the various 
arrangements Individual stations 
have with particular Churches. Sta- 
tions themselves contribute organ- 
ludes, invite choral groups to their 
studios and otherwise mark the 
season. 

It's a cross-section ' of American 
life. On the air, as in the churches, 
the so-called fundamentalists great- 
ly outnumber the liberals. Nothing 
against the fundamentalists except 
that they preach dull sermons and 
have Utile appeal except to. their 
own partisans. Ot more appeal to 
the average American is the season- 
al visit of the jolly sleigh bells of 
Santa Claus . and such numbers as 
'Canadian Capers,' regularly ex-' 
hamed by most orchestras at Christ- 
mas time. 

Probably nobody but Swedenbor- 
glans would survive the homlletlcs 
over WMAQ of Rev. ^Iram Btoo- 
mann of the Qhurch ot the New 
Jerusaleth. Only adherents would 
listen long to WPCC'S own pastor, 
J. C, O'Hare, whose answer to the 
economic problems of today, and to 
all other problems, la to (acquire 
gi-ace, O'Hare style.

WHITEMAN RKO BILLING

When Paul Whiteman starts his 
vaude tour this week photos of the 
band distributed among the news- 
papers by RKO will show a mike 
in the foreground, but With its call 
letters carefully blotted out In- 
scription erasure, which brought a 
hea'vy burn from among NBC's 
execs, was the idea of a press agent . 
Albert Zugsmith, who figured that 
Whiteman stood a better chance of 
getting space breaks from the radio 
editors on the road if he played 
down his network afnilatlon, 

Pictures for the tour had been 
taken In one of the NBC 'studios 
here. Day after they were shot the 
photographer called the network to - 
check on an instrtiction. which, he 
said, struck him ^s Strange, Soirne- 
body, he Elaid, had left 'word at his 
office to scratch the NBC mike let- 
tering from , the la'tost 'Whiteman 
plates and to ma,ke sure the net-, 
work identity wasn't visible on any 
of the developed prints. NBC ex- 
pressed amazement at the order, 
and, upon ' furthet* inquiry, learned 
that it had come from Whiteman's 
new p. a„ Albert Zugsmith. 

Passed Buck 

Zugsmith's Immediate rejoinder 
was to the olfect that he had mere- 
ly relayed the wish of the RKO 
press department lii New . York. 
News of the incident drew one. flare 
of protest after another from among 
the chain's local execs, with Nilcs 
Trammel, the general manager, 
eventuall:* calling pn the network's 
New York dlvtstoh to query RKO. 
The latter denied making . the re- 
quest In the meantime the photog- 
rapher had gone, ahead with the jOb 
and turned but the prints minus the 
NBC stencil on the mike. 

Explanation finally forthcoming 
was that it had occurred to Zug- 
smith that since NBC, in his opin- 
ion, had incurred disfavor among 
newspapermen in connection with 
the flring of a couple ot radio edi- 
tors in New. York recently, it 
wouldn't be a bad idea to eliminate 
the network entirely from the 
Whiteman publicity.

.In condensed form is laudable. . But 
the plays should be those which are 
best known and easy to follow. 
'Mid-Summer ITlght's Dream* might 
have been a total bust to those not 
familiar with the piece. 

Heightening the presentation and 
lending it some much needed color 
was the music by Mendlessohn, 
which accompanied the perform- 
ance. A lecturer intermittently 
broke . into the action to expltin 
tersisly a change of scene or action. 

Numerous characters in this piece, 
the many woodland spirits and the 
fact that there Is included briefly 
a play within a play mode, it quite 
difficult to follow. 

Condensation of the piece to 30 
minutes placed it under a handi- 
cap. Characters for the main port 
delivered their lines quite well, al- 
though there was . a tendency to- 
ward speaking too swiftly. Astor 
playing Puck whispered. 
. Doubtful whether Shakespeare 
will draw any considerable amount 
,ot listeners on the air, with the ex- 
ception, perhaps, of a choice few of 
his works. Too much concentration 
Is necessary for' the .'average lis- 
tener to follow everything said and 
done and become engrossed. Be- 
cause of this, it loses its flavor as* 
pop entertainment, and becomes 
mostly an educational or .cultural.:

At the request of members Ekiulty 
has ruled all leglt players must be 
paid .for 'radio <appeaTances,' Pay- 
ment Is in the same proportion as 
applies to any part or the -whole of 
a legit show when on the air, playr 
ers then gottliig one-eighth of a 
week's salary. The mitng is the re- 
sult of the practice of several col- 
umnists who 'InVite' professionals 
as "guest artists.' : It applies to com- 
mercial broadcasting and not to 
functions or aftoirs that go on the 
air. 

The- point is made that columnists 
are b^lng paid liberally and are 
using their position on newspapers 
to secure guest artists, . promising 
publicity or nothing In return'.' Com- 
plaints to Equity from -various 
members are to the . effect ' that 
knowing the columnists well, they 
And It hard to refuse a 'guest star* 
request,' but that since the Invita- 
tions are becoming a regular thing 
they, should, share in radio money. 

Equity has sent notice to all 
members that they must discontinue 
gratis radio performances. They 
are Instructed to Inform Equity prior 
to. any coramercltj broadcast in 
which they are. scheduled. Noinlnal 
amounts are prohibited. If mem- 
bers have establshed a radio salary,' 
one-eighth must be paid for the 
guest thing. Members are wam'ed 
that failure to observe the new 
ruling may be punishable by. sus- 
pension or other dlrxlplliiary action.

The Muse is between Fotirth and 
Fifth on Main, seats 276 and si- 
lently grinds away from -9 a.m. to 
11 p.m.. -with a nut of $82 dally and 
a gross that must average Abe 
Levy, its owner, 110 net . a week. 
Complete programs cost f 7.60 to %i 
a day for the daily change, with 
Saturdays and Sundays having a 
two-day booking of some Amklno 
or other foreign silent print which 
draws the Russ colony In for i 
gimpse -of the old country. 

Faced 'with the problem of keep 
Ing supplied with the fast-fading 
silent pictures, Le-vy has just 
bought 160 old prints from local 
Co-operating Exchange, has 70 for- 
.elgn' films 'coming from New Tork- 
and owns about 80 features of his 
own. This will keep him going for 
well over .a year,' since a picture 
plays as many as. four times at the 
house, bookings spaced six- or seven 
months apart with the drawing 
population ' so fast -changing that 
there are no complaints.

As Young Scribes Set for Bufld-Ups 



Hollywood, Jan, 11. 
Picture agents are combing Hol- 
lywood for young writers to build 
up. Shortage of story material has 

the agents hoping that from the 
large field of embryos they can de- 
velop some writers who will mean 
money to them. The studios, how- 
ever, are crimping the agents' ac- 
tivities. 

All companies have a few Junior 
writers on the payroll who are re- 
ceiving from $50 to $76 weekly.' 
About all the youngsters do is sub- 
mit Ideas, which. If they have any 
merit, are turned over to experi- 
enced writers for development. 

Th^se are the youngsters who are 
getting most of the agents* atten- 
tion. Few have had any dealing 
with agents, the studios discourag- 
ing representation, fearing that the 
young 'writers will get an exalted 
opinion of their worth through 



having agents talk up their talents. 

Currently there are more experi- 
enced writers walking the streets 
thdn ever before in the history of 
pictures. No blame goes to talkers, 
for most of the writers have hit 
some success since silents departed. 
However, the studios have become 
wary of the old picture authors, 
feeling tliat there has been too 
much repetition in writing. New 
talent is looked .to for some fresh 
Ideas, not to., mention the saving 
in salaries. '■ ' 

But now that the agents are 
after the .youngsters, studios arc 
more vigilant than ever In keeping 
the peddlers away from their white 
hopes. In writing departments 
where the ypungsterg are housed, 
their Identities, while not kept se- 
cret, are piped down. Their ' names 
are not .on office doors and they 
rarely get credit of any kind, most 
of them b«lng passed tit ae readers.

Although, himself, un 
aware of the purpose of the mislon 
general belief here is that he will 
handle future Fox production in co 
operation with D. E. Mclntlre, local 
representative of Chase.

Should any case be furthei' appealed 
the matter will then rest with the 
decision 'of the entire. New Tork 
directorate. 

Howard Hughes is the only pro- 
ducer so far to have Invoked the 
decision of the New York director- 
ate. 

After Coast Agents 

Behind the inauguration of the 
arbitration system is. an economic 
move to establish salaries and 
prices nearer to a standard than 
they, have even been. Agents who 
boost prices are also - promised ' a 
reduction to a minimum by the new 
Inter-deallng. 

In the matter of contract players 
the producer .action requires that 
contract people shall not be |ap- 
proBched until wlthlri 30 days of 
the. expiration of their term, and 
that the holder of the contract shall 
be given first opportunity to renew. 
The scheme resembles organized 
baseball's waiver system.-

On several occasions the stu- 
dios have tokeii the short end of the- 
bargaln. Most of the writers who 
received the deal In the past were 
names without motion picture ex- 
perience. 

The studios claim that most of the 
contracted stories didn't come 
through or did not live up to ex- 
pectations. Scriveners, on the . oth- 
er hand, say that the studios 
wouldn't get together with them on 
their Ideas and left them to flounder 
in trying to obtain some concep- 
tion of picture technique. 

Eastern Deals 
In most cases where writers were 
engaged C.O.£>., deal wais made 
through the eastern offices of the 
picture companies.' Paramount and 
Metro have tried it several times 
through their eastem story depart- 
ments. Metro has traveled further 
than the others, by signing four 
English writers in the past year. 
Three of the four didn't pan out. 
The C.O.D. plan, has been pretty 
general at Par'a Long Island studio. 

At the Coast lots, .9.6% of the 
scenarlzing is hack work, most .of 
the writing being done by staff 
writers on adaptations from, plays, 
novels or manufactured stories from 
ldeas_^bmltted and okayed. 

At Par's eastern studio, three of 
the advance getters " 'who came 
through ore Maxwell Anderson, Don 
Henderson Clarke and Gene Fowler. 
But It Is claimed that more than 26 
have received the first payment and 
when their contracts were, up had 
turned in nothing that came near 
the screen. 

Additions to the Universal idea 
payroll include: .Paul Perez, Nor- 
man Springer and Phil Wltnian, 
Jack Natteford, William Robson 
and Jack Cunningham. Other new 
acquisitions are Elinore Dolkai-t, 
Russian; Lleut.-Comm.

Reporting that both Democrats 
and Republicans want to tax all ad- 
missiona over 26 cents, overseers of 
the Industry in New York are still 
hopeful that the government may be 
pursuaded against imposing any tax 
on the box office, campaign is be- 
ing planned for three speakers to 
represent the industry at the Wash- 
ington hearings. 
'Fear Is expressed by the Indus- 
try's self-appointed spokesmen that 
others, especially Indie exhib load- 
ers, will be present at the first hear- 
ing and will attenipt to Interpose 
long- winded observations. 

It is pointed but that at the most 
probably not more than three-quar- 
ters of an hour will be allowed the 
Industry to state its anti-tax plea.

disputes with the censors for an 
impartial hearing. This Is the great

They state that 
Mrs. .Zlegler will not listen to rea- 
Adh, and in most instances refuses 
6ven to discuss the rulings of - the 
6ensor board. The 'pinks' and cuts 
ar^ handed out with great caprl- 
cloushess, and are forced upon the 
exchange men since the circum- 
stances leave them no avenue of 
Appeal. ^ 
Costly -itigation 

It is now. Impossible to appeal to 
the courts, as the method Is too ex- 
pensive, and of more Importance, 
too lengthy a process for the ex- 
changes to even attempt it. Ex- 
changes are compelled to swallow 
the most asinine decisions rather 
than- face the likelihood of delaying 
the release of pictures, for months. 
. On the committee appointed for 
the task by the local Film Board of 
Trade are Henry Herbel, Felix 
Mendelsohn of Metro-Goldwyn, and 
Clyde Eckhardt of Fox. Represent- 
ing the exhibitors are Barney Bal- 
aban of Publlx-B. & K., ■William 
Elsoii of RKO', and 7ames Coston 
of Warners. Leo Spitz, Publlc-B.

DECISIONS PENDING 



Of 361 features which they an- 
nounced in concert at the start of 
the picture year, 19S1-32, producer 
members of the Hays organization 
now promise delivery of approxi- 
mately 319 features, of which 144 
have been released to date. 

That the new 1932-33 season com- 
mencing in August will witness the 
first real materialization of the In- 
dustry's economy quantity plans is 
now indicated, rather than the im- 
mediate six. months. Talk of cuts 
for the new production year haVe 
ranged from 10 to 20% for the Hays 
producers generally. This, at miln- 
Imum, would mean that producer 
announcements this spring would 
ring up a total of around 32S fea- 
tures for the new season. 

The 'picture famine' reports dur- 
ing- the next six months right now 
Is chiefly the . work of the rumor 
ogre. For almost every picture that 
Is being lopped oft there are others, 
awaiting decision, to be added to 
schedules which are not on the cut 
list. ; 

In more than one. company execu- 
tives, denying any intention to . lop 
theli' own schedule, willingly gos 
siped about the likelihood of other 
companies using a keen razor dur 
ing the next six months. 

At the samei time the round 600 
features which the industry pro- 
duces in normal times contain in- 
dependent producer contributions of 
all kinds, thus the swelling, of the 
regular aggregate. 

Next Few Weeks 

The next few weeks will be the 
deciding factor in' the -matter 
of further '31-32 feature amputation. 
Fox, for Instance (and there seem 
to be a lot of Foxes in the Une-up) 
Is awaiting Jlmmie Grainger's re- 
turn from Hollywood. At the time 
of this compilation. Fox steadfastly 
adhered to 48, which it announced 
and now- promises. So far Fox has 
dellvereld 20. 

Unless something further la heard 
from Jack Warner the brothers may 
deliver the 70 they announced. 
Warners ,.was one of the com- 
panies* which several others be- 
lieved would do the most bearing 
of .Its current schedule. To date 
the Warners have delivered 20. In 
the home oRlce it was adtnltted 
there may be some more confer- 
ences which win alter the prospects 
of delivering Ave and six features 
a month from now until August. 

Several months ago exhibitors 
heard that Metro would release only 
42 of the 48 announced. At' Its 
headquarters 49 are now prom- 
ised with the statement that several 
more are under consideration tat 
'31-32. Metro also has in rc-lssue 
(not Included In the check-up flg- 
urcg) 'Hui" and 'Parade.' 

Radio Pictures announced 36, but 
from the present perspective 27 will 
probably be delivered. Of this 
number 17 have already been re- 
leased. Pathe announced 21 and 
promises 20. The 21st was made 
by Pathe but releaseld under the 
Itadio tr.adcmark, picture being 
'Woman Commands.' Pathe so far' 
lias released under its own brand 12 
pictures. 

Universal is .•litualed somewhat 
similarly to Metro. It announced 
26 features and then included, un- 
der lesser rating, 1^ more; U so 
far has let go oC 12. The 14 addi- 
tions will probably be cut down 
bccausa of production setbacks. (In- 
cluding' Tom Mix's Illness). 

Columbia is adhering to 26 the

While it is frankly admitted that 
with organizations jettisoning every 
available weight there is little pos- 
siblllty of one company .assuming 
the obligations of another which, a 
take-over would necessitate, it is 
also emphasized, that the crash of - 
any one large company would catise 
the entire business to stagger. 

Despite the conceded fact that 
competition in the indiistry will 
never be minimized and that bidding: 
for stars, stories and directors wlU 
continue as long as the business, it« 
self, company marriages of a com- 
panionate sort aire being advocated 
to meet the 1932 crisis. 

During the past year when money 
was more available the. brotherly 
hand was twice extended, accord- 
ing to the known record. One was 
In the Instance of ia large company 
president who loaned $300,000 to a 
small company president; other waa 
a bit of life saving ' by the pro- 
ducer organization as a unit which 
gave a struggling new member a 
chance to climb on board a new and . 
older tree. 

This year it Is declared as frank- 
ly there will be literally no lending 
of money among picture companies 
unless things take the wholly un- 
expected turn upward. 

Points 

Inter-co-operatlon whereby each 
company can live is the policy be- 
ing urged for the Industry.

(1) Reductloh In •32-'33 produc- 
tion schedules will augment the 
number of exhibitor' bookings for 
all producers. As an Instance:

trade to three and four producers. 

(2) Compete, but make the com- 
petition among producers less ir- 
rational and foolish. Millions of 
dollars since the industry's incep- 
tion, It Is claimed have been thrown 
away because producers did not 
check up agent's stories about big- 
ger olTers for a star or story from 
the competitor. 

(3) Greater use of tho phone and 
a more open discussion In i>rlvate 
.session of each other's problems.

Germany's New Channel 

Through Ufa Germany has long 
att/empted to get into the American 
bo.\ office, and with no success na- 
tionally. The educational field Is 
proving a brand new channel and 
one which Ufa la furrowing deeper 
than any American v.ompany. 

Film relics, many reposing in Its 
vaults for years, are now, being 
dusted olf by the German company. 
To some, teacher talkers are being 
dubbed In via disc system. Others 
are disposed of In their original 
form with the exception of new 
English titles. 



Ufa admits It has circularized the 
U. S. on what probably is the most 
extensive scale yet attempted in the 
current classroom trend. Its Amer- 
ican ofilce states pamphlets . cout 
cernlng its sales talk and synop- 
sis of '122 Ufa super-educatlonali' 
have been dispatched to 10,000 
American schools, colleges and uni- 
versities. 

The German idea of sales is 
strictly on a mall order basis. No 
salesmen are out In the field and 
yet, according to German repre 
sentatlves: 'We have so many or 
ders and inquiries'— and wide arms 
are extended. But Ufaltes refuse 
to give any estimate of the num- 
ber of sales so far made. 

Prices 

Two points of Importance to the 
American school are not being made 
In the mall order campaign. They 
are: 

Ufa Is asking as high as $80 a 
subject on a block booking system 
for 16 mm. size with sound on disc. 
Pox and Western Electric are ask- 
ing $36 for a similar subject, only 
up . to the minute in thcnie . and 
■technique, and produced not later 
than 1931. 

Equally os astonishing to p6r 
sons familiar with film prices is 
that Ufo Is asking American schools 
to pay $110 for a silent subject in 
standard size, or a rental fee ot $6 
for a. single day. To those In the 
picture business it Is common 
knowledge that professional exhlbl 
tors can book many an entire silent 
feature of seven and eight reels for 
the- same rental per day.

This is due to the 
refusal of the niewsreel to permit 
the Chinese government . to censor 
the clips and smuggling clips 
through. 

To. have the newsreel bits viewed 
by the censor' mob in China would 
cost $8 per 200 ft. Of more Im 
portatice is the . likelihood that the 
clips would be so scissored, they 
would be useless. 

Instead of developing the prints 
In China, the newsreels are getting 
the undeveloped clips on the liners 
of the Canadian-Pacific line. Ac 
cording to Charles Ford,: head of 
the newsreel service, this use of 
the Canadian boats is necessary be- 
cause the American steamers, rep 
resented by the Bobert Dollar line, 
have refused to accept the celluloid 
unless passed through the Chinese 
customs. 

Arriving boats are met out at sea 
a day before they land by a sea- 
plane and rushed Into Vancouver. 
Then they are pushed through both 
the Canadian and American cus- 
toms. 

Covering the war for the news- 
reel is George T. Krainuhuv, 
British citizen. Newsreel has found 
that in situations ot this kind and 
in countries In the far east It is 
best to use British citizens, on the 
jobs, since they are less likely, to 
be pushed a!round'.

Possibilities are that ERPI and 
RCA will get together within the 
next few weeks to arrange a new 
plan and scale of roya[lties for their 
respective sound, systems. 

Present plan calls for $500 per 
reel royalty on everything pro- 
duced. New plan will probably be 
a sliding scale according to the 
production .costs of the pictures. 

Idea is not a matter of magna- 
nimity on the part of the electrics 
but an attempt to eliminate the 
bootleg sound recorders and cor- 
ner the independent sound market. 
100 Features 

Last year there were more than 
100, features recorded on bootleg 
sound. Major electrics, due. to the 
$500 royalty, have been unable to 
sell their sound to anyone making 
pictures in the $lS,66o budget class. 

Indie producers have been per- 
sistent in their complaint that they 
must pay' the same royalty as for 
a $1,000,000 feature. Several of 
them have advanced the sliding 
scale Idea but until now the* elec- 
trics have taken no cognizance' of 
their argument. Recently both ERPI 
and RCA have made surveys of 
Indie production in an attempt to 
determine a new royalty plan. 

As yet, nothing has been sold of 
how the large studios will fare if 
a revision is made, but it is under- 
stood that on the sliding scale 
their royalty will be Increased 
slightly according to the ro.<<t of 
the pictures. 



AMPA'S DOUBLE DISCOVERY 



Resolution on Advertising Scrapped 
When Top's Blown Off

The chiseling agents ore the tar- 
gets of contempt by the execs be- 
cause It's their skullduggery which 
paves the way for this conniving 
with the studio personnel.". It par- 
allels the' ciilseling music publisher 
wi»6 seduces .a . prominent band-, 
leader to acept a cut-in for his , 
'plug.' Similarly it's the 10%ers 
who lead their studio' contacts into 
these devious ways. 

One form of niodus operandi is a 
kick-back only for the privilege of 
turning over copies of scripts on 
forthcoming productions so that the 
ageiht can get a line on the parts to 
be cast That's all the 'In' the agent 
wants . as, having the stand-In al- 
ready, to the degree that they can 
get hold of scripts, all the agents' 
need to close, any talent deals Is to 
deliver people half way acceptable. 
. Sole danger of. this sort of enter- 
prise by tlielO%ers is that, being 
chiselers Inherently, and knowing 
that certain type people are needed, 
they boost the ante 'way out of ]>ro- 
portion. And right ho'W ' everybody 
Is too concerned with economics to 
be annoyed by thl^ sort: of agency 
chlcancery. . 

'I Hereby Employ' 
The .agents who are realizing 
more and more, and especially on 
advice ot their counsellors, that 
their agreements with talent Is open 
to question In the event ot litiga- 
tion, have lately rephrased their 
agreerhents to read:' 'I (tiie player, 
dir.ector or author) hereby empiloy 
you,' etc. This is a distinction from 
the former: 'I hereby appoint you* 
(the agent). 

Being an appointment, that made 
the 'agent strictly an' agency prop- 
osition. But under.the 'I. ; . .employ* 
distinction. It's supposed to be a 
protection for the 10% agents. That 
'employ' establishes a masterrOnd- - 
servant relationship between the ' 
artist and his agent so that the 
agent cannot be discharged without 
cause. And if discharged, the fact 
it was a covenant . of pseudo-em- 
ployment is supposed to be in the 
favor of the agent, since then he 
must be paid, for services rendered. . 

Just how the agents deduce' this 
angle is paralleled to a property 
owner . engaging a realty broker. 
The broker, effects a deal for, say, 
$60,000. But since few realty deals 
are on a cash basis, the broker 
probably gets $10,000 caish, with in- 
stallments thereafter. The theory 
Is that the realty broker then re- 
ceives his commission on the $10,- 
000 cash payment and Is to receive 
percentages on the ensuing accru- 
ing installments, as they are made. 
This, regardless of whether or not 
the original property owner dis- 
charges his realty broker. 

The agents similarly theorize that 
wl.th a player's, writer's or director's 
long term contract as the talent is 
paid, their commlsh on the original 
value of the contract automatically 
accrues, regardless of whether or 
not the artist meantime contracts a 
peeve and dlscharares his 10%er. 
Don't Believe So Humbl'e. A' 
Despite this supposed subservi- 
ence by the agent to the artist both 
the latter and the studios do not 
believe the agents are so humble. 
Common plaint' is that the 10%ers ' 
are trying to run tlie worlis. 

Studio executive's, beset by their 
own economic and reorganization 
problems, are more than aggravated 
at the agents taking these means 
for self-protection. That chiefly 
goes for some of the 'factory' agents 
who have a masif and a mess of tal- 
ent, foisting some ot the sluffs on 
the studios along with those In de- . 
mand. ' 

This sort of bartering is distaste-'^ 
ful to the studios when bidding time 
for talent comes around. When 
they want somebody they are solely 
Interested in, they only want that 
player or writer or director. The 
studio doesn't want to be annoyed 
halving to lake' care of somebody 
else who, the - studios know, are 
kicking hark extra percentages to 
the agents in order to obtain this 
!:i)rt ot intensive application and

Prom the 
exhibitor, Ba.ys Goldwyn, must come 
the encouragement to make salable 
and better pictures. 

In looking to the exhlb for greater 
support, the Coast producer, who 
finances his own pictures and 
spends more than any other in-' 
dividual on what he turns out, pre- 
dicts the exhlb will have to take 
cognizance, of the real relation be- 
tween- pictures and theatres. 'The 
decision of whether (he picture Is of 
first Importance "or the theatre. Is 
one of the questions that the oper- 
ator, whether chain or indie, will 
have to decide,' says Goldwyn. 

If the theatres will pay for good 
pictures, the producers will make 
good pictures,' Goldwyn lielleves. 
'but that will not come when thca- 
.tres, feeling a sptirt of bad busi- 
ness, probably . from poor product. 
Immediately start to cut rentals.' 

Goldwyn- does not intend to go 
parsimonious on pictures he makes 



for himself, 'although I use my own 
money and have learned the value 
of a dollar,' by cutting down nega- 
tive cost. He promises to continue 
production on the- same scale as in 
the past, believing that a good pic- 
ture, which has perhaps entailed 
more than the average cost through 
scrupulous care, will outlast the 
others at the box office.

French Industry on -Crutches 
Afraid a panic might be precipi- 
tated due to the inability of numer- 
ous concerns to meet their obliga- 
tions, the French government is 
taking secret, but radical action to 
avert a crash and is instigating un- 
official measures to restrict imports. 
Pressure is being brought on cai 
banks to prevent them from throw- 
ing Into bankruptcy any concern 
which owes them money on unmet 
notes unless the Bank of France 
countenances the action; ' 
. In this way, concerns with unmet 
obligations can avoid Immediate 
bankruptcy, provided they can find 
fresh' money sources to carry on. 
The Bank of France's power In the 
matter is considerable, being the 
central radlscQuntlng market, and 
Its action is not only felt by local 
banks, but also by American banks' 
local subsidiaries, which find them- 
selves unable to enforce freely their 
local claims. There is no question 
that but for this unofficial support 
many organizations would already 
be in bankruptcy. 

Film producers, who thus get a 
kind of reprieve for current obliga- 
tions, now find themselves con- 
fronted with the difficulty of raising 
funds from other sources to carry 
on the next season's schedule, since 
their former sources are out. This 
means that only those producers 
who have a steady source of Income, 
or who can command foreign capi- 
tal, will be able to produce next 
season. 

The other unofficial measure 
taken by the government, with a 
view to restrict imports, is that 
drafts created by foreign corpora- 
tions or representing the value .ai: 
imports win not 'be redlscounted by 
the Bank of France. This means 
that film Importers, whether of pic- 
tures or raw material, will have to 
finance their sales themselves 
through Inability to obtain local fi- 
nancing.. 

Hence a shortage of product, still 
more Intense than that anticipated 
In the States, is to be expected lierc 
next season.

Charts made early in the talker 
era' to represent number of the-, 
atres^ catering to the various na- .' 
tlonalltles showed a prepondero.nce 
for Spanish and it was these chai'ts 
and the theatre figures tliat had 
the studios rushing into Spanish, to ' 
make them on a basis of three' and 
four to one as against French or 
German. 

But the fact that more tiieatres 
existed , in Spanish si>eaking terri- 
tory than French or (Serman did not 
necessarily mean that houses would 
be wired In slnillar proportions. . Aa 
a result the charts that had the pro- 
ducers on a wrong foot have had to 
be revised. 

350,000 Sp. Seats ■ 

Currently the seating capacity of 
houses wired In Spanish territory 
is only around 350,000 against 
around 600,000 In French and 1,- 
260,000 in German. 

German territory with approxi- 
mately 1,600 w.lred houses would 
appear to be the most profitable 
f orelem field, but It figures second 
to French because of the amount of 
native production and stricter quota 
regulations. 

Slowness' of wiring In the coun- - 
tries speaking languagres foreign to 
English have been a disappointment 
all round so far as American pro-, 
ducers are concerned. This .best 
tells the story why direct shot prod- 
uct in foreign languages Is current- 
ly in' the dog house and the only 
competition offered to native prod- 
uct front here for many months to 
come will be the superimposed or 
dubbed variety. 

Producers now admit that they 
gave concern to the foreign mar- 
ket far too soon after talkers 
brought them to an about face. 
They prove it by citing that even 
Including the English speaking 
market (excluding Canada) there 
are today only around 7,000' wired 
houses In the rest of the world, as 
against more than. 10,000 In the 
United States and Canada. 



MEXICO'S HEAVIER TAX

Film is pretty completely lacking lii 
anything resembling dramatic force,

"Veision is ad- 
dicted to close-ups of the star which 
mean little, while playing^ down the 
flamboyant comedy-drama part of 
Don Jose (Carrilio) detracts from 
the audience reaction that made the 
stage play one of the events of its 
season. It was once the subject of 
a Norma Talmadge - silent. 

Part is an. ldeal one for Carrilio. 
Even in his secondary capacity, he 
takes the picture away from the 
star. Somehow on the screen the 
surprise flnish does not deliver 
probably - due. . to some failure in 
adroit manipulation of the build-up 
It received in Belasco's hands. Any- 
how,, the battle of wits between the 
boastful Don and the Girl, -with her 
lover's life at. stake, doesn't inspire 
the tension It should. 

Distracting side Issues tire numer- 
ous; The camera technique often 
gives the studio too much latitude 
and the shrewdly-nursed simplicity 
and suspiense of a stage play — made 
so by the limitations of the theatre 
— frequently ore lost In transition. 
This is one of .those cases. .The too 
frequent switch of background la a 
little bewildering, and sloppy prepa- 
ration helps t« confusion.. 

For instance, . there is a glimpse 
of two horsemen on a hill appa- 
rently spying on the two lovers in 
the woods. As the •horsemen de- 
patt they exchange a bag of money, 
and that sequence . is abruptly cut 
there. Presently there is a gam- . 
bling room scene and -a strahfre 
character goes into a dice game and 
gets shot for using trick bones. It 
Isn't, until you get on the subway 
station on the way home .that It oc-. 
curs to you that the two horsemen 
were not spying on the lovers at 
all, but were framing a Job on the 
dice game. 

That's Just one sample of bad 
preparation and handling of dra- 
matic build-up sequence, and it 
must have happened in the adapta- 
tion because Beldsco never commit- 
ted a technical faux ' pas of that 
kind. The detail mentioned Is typi- 
cal of the Whole treatment, the 
preparaltlon being frequently inex- 
pert in elemental respects.. 

Miss Dei Rio turns in an indif- 
ferent performance, her love scenes 
being especially weak.. Indeed, the 
acting of Norman Foster as the 
American lover topped Lers for ro- 
mantio vigor, and when a Juvenile 
overshadows a woman star in love 
passages something is amiss. Frank 
Campeau, Lucille Gleason and Ralph 
Ince handled subordinate roles - 
neatly as always.

So he got together with the 
school and a local printer to start 
a four- page semi-weekly for which 
the students would do the editorial 
work under the directl6n of the in- 
structor, who used to be a newspa- 
perman before high pressure 
wrecked hia health. 

Local merchants support the 
school sheet Where they might not 
favor either the theatre or the 
printer, and although the paper was 
not started until late In Septem- 
ber it came down to the holidays 
with a neat profit, which has been 
turned over to the school fund. 

The theatre geto a quarter page 
od free in return for the Idea, and 
also supplies some of the items for 
the picture department, which gen-, 
erally runs two columns. 

Stuiit Is working so well an effort 
•W^ill be made to carry it through the 
summer vacation period. 

Cider for Nerves 

Cleveland. 

RKO Hipp offered free cider to all 
who felt the heed for a bracer be- 
fore or after seeing 'Frankenstein. 

Local concern donated the apple. 
Juice and gave away drinks from a 
Stand erected in the lobby. 

Changing iPress Books 

Both Paramount and RKO are 
Issuing for their own theatres a 
campaign book on each picture 
which materially differs from the 
. press sheets, so much so that RKO 
is asking $2 and $3 for the campaign 
sheet " . ^ i , 

Wtfrners Is the first to make a 
general issue of a similar book to 
supplant the regular press book. 

Modem Crier 

Covering all feeder towns la al- 
ways something of a problem. One 
mldwesterner who draws from seven 
towns has. solved it with what he 
calls his 'town crier.' . , , 

This Is the familiar light truck 
with a loud speaker. . Truck makes 
each town twice a week and covers 
both the residential and business 
sections. Doesn't take . long, since 
all seven spots are too small to sup- 
port a theatre. 

■ Auto comes to a stop about every 
400 feet, and after ringing a beU the 
speaker announces the current and 
coming attractions, interspersed 
with announcements of bargain 
sales at the various stores as a fur- 
ther temptation to housewives. 

Merchants kick in for the price of 
the gas and crier. A streamer on 
both sides announces the car as the 
theatre's 'Town Crier.' 



Television as Ballyhoo 

Loa Angeles. 

RIalto, local downtown grind, is 
using a television demonstration 
this week as a ballyhoo, with trans- 
mitter in lobby and receiving ap- 
paratus in inside foyer. Cartoon 
film is the subject.

'Beno' in Seattle

Carding favorites 

Some managers go to consider- 
able trouble to acquire and maintain 
a list of patrons' likes , and dislikes. 
Customers are urged to name their 
favorite stars; thene preferences are 
listed and a special notice is sent, 
by mall or telephone, whenever the 
favored player is to be seen in a 
picture. 

Managers who are riot kidding 
themselves are frank to admit that 
tins Is more or less the bunk, be- 
cause it Is seldom that such a list 
"Olds 25% accurate within three 
months. Patrons see their once fa- 
vored staj In a poor picture or see 
•■■omeone else in a good one, and 
Iney shift' preferences. 

Two or three years ago a small 



town manager who knew about 80% 
of his patrons put the Idea to a test. 
He had 34 names under one star's 
guide card, and all were notified. A 
check showed that only three on the 
list came, the two nights the picture 
was played. He made . a point of 
asking the others, when they did 
'.ome, and found only two who would 
have come had not 6th$r engage- 
ments prevented. The others were 
not pariEicularly interested, and more 
than ' halt had switched to other 
favorites. 

Selling legit 

Loa Angeles. 
Qolng legit with 'Lysistrata' as 
the . first play, Carthay . Circle used 
a number of ideas new to stage 
play exploitation. Manager Mbr- 
man Sprowl and P. A. Tfoy Orr 
were responsible. - 
' They were faced with the prob^ 
lom of . selling the house as a legit 
theatre and peddling 'Lysistrata' at 
the same time, with the latter dif- 
ficult because the classic impres- 
sion had to be dispelled and par- 
ents had to be warned against 
bringing kids. 

Take to Trains 

Union Depot' is on its way, 
which reminds that some years ago 
a set of highly profitable lobbies 
were worked for a railroad title, all 
suggesting thei tralnshed in a sta- 
tion, with the doors the entrances to 
the observation cars. 

It takes a little more . building 
than the chains will approve these 
days, and perhaps more than other 
theatres can afford, but it is a com- 
paratively simple matter to effect 
some such transformation in the 
lobby, even If you have to forget the 
cars and put 'To Trilns'.on the en- 
trance with the doorman in a rail- 
road uniform, or as close to it as 
you can come. 

Most railroads will loan framed 
pictures of acenes along its mileage 
and probably deadhead the boxes 
both ways if you addriess the gen- 
eral passenger agent, Most roads 
have cut out their handsome calen- 
.dars this year, but a request with a 
simple explanation as to what . Is 
wanted will certainly bring some 
posters. ' It's worth trying in any 
event. 



Bright Letters 

Plenty of silver and gold letter 
signs are spoiled by using paint In- 
stead of powder. Qold and sliver 
paint is a bronze powder held 'in 
solution in a dilute varnish; Me- 
dium coats the powder which loses' 
Its metallic brilliance. . 

Do your lettering with vamlsl) 
slightly thinned . with turpentine; 
iyalt until the surface becomes part- 
ly dried, so that It is still sticky 
enough to hold tht powder but not 
sufltciehtly fliiid to soak through. 
When, thoroughly dry, rbrush off the 
surplus powder. 

Working with bronze powders, 
which can be had In colors as well 
as gold and silver, smalt and flitter, 
fonts of letters can be made up for 
the preparation of signs > with a' 
backing of black velvet, dark blue, 
red or green.

only ^parents — find unsuitable to a 
Juvenile audience. ' 

'Not but what the children, if al- 
lowed to choose for themselves, 
often . respond to appeal made to 
have them attend the latter type of 
programs. But the growing Inter- 
est of parents In providing suitable 
recreation for the child and In keep- 
ing him away from undesirable ma- 
terial, Is a factor not to be lightly 
'considered — certainly not one to be 
'overlooked.'

Their success has the 
entire Twin. City Rlalto gasping 
with amazement. They are dem- 
onstrating that, depression or no, 
there's still money to«be' made 'If 
you know how to get It 

.The trio are Howar\ Dale, Dick 
Latshaw and M. E. Montgomery. 
Before they took over the Garrlck, 
a pop price leglt house in the old 
days. It had been a consistent loser. 
Much of the timtf during recent 
years it has been dark. 

Despite lack of capital, the Min- 
neapolis fllm salesmen succeeded in 
obtaining a flve-year lease, as no^ 
body else wanted it. They started 
Immediately to run It as a iOc 2d 
and 3d run l-iouse. When they early 
managed to land such pictures as 
"Palmy Days" a comparatively 
short while after their Initial loop 
releases, the shekels started to pour 
In. Programs are chan'ged four 
times weekly. Their current ptoflt Is 
estimated to average $1,500 a, week. 

With the Garrlck getting such o 
play, there Is much squawking on 
the part of competing loop exhib- 
itors, who have held their scale 
above a dime. It Is claimed that the 
Garrlck Is cutt'ng into other houses 
paying higher rentals and charging 
a higher admission. Pressure has 
been brought on distributors to re- 
fuse to sell any pictures to 10c 
houses and Metro already Is said to 
have started such a policy. 



Pending surer Indications that 
the operator and stage hand unions 
through tlielr national organization, 
I. A. T. S. E., will soon reconsider 
the salary rebate proposal voted 
down by. the union In December, the 
major chains are here and there 
making, .deials independently with 
locals. • 

Sam Dembow, Jr., for Publix who 
has been a prime mover In parleys 
with the unions looking to amic- 
able readjustment of scales, says 
that some progress is being made 
in numerous situations. These oc- 
cur In towns where the chains find . 
It Agreeable to sit down and talk 
turkey with the local unions, many, 
of which seem to unofficially recog- 
nize that present times almost 
makes it incumbent on them to co-* 
operate with theatres on contracts 
calling for lower salary levels aiid ; 
eased working conditions. , 

Some towns exist where i% is next . 
to Impossible to budge the unions, 
regardless of the local situation. In . 
such instances, the chains either 
continue to meet demands or, as 
occurs not Infrequently, are forced 
Into closing houses, keeping out 
stage shows which cut out union 
crews, reducing admissions, etc. 

While at present the outlook Is 
dim for a national rebate through 
the ' Internatlonaf : Alliance, the 
chains confidently cling to the hope 
-that soon something will bo done 
in this direction. 

Since William F. Canavan hastily 
resigned as a direct aftermath of 
the negative local voting on his re- 
bate proposal, the major chains 
have not exerted pressure on the 
new William C. Elliott administra- 
tion in I. A. toward trying it again 
or in another manner. Some pre- 
liminary consideration was given to 
reconsideration of the rebate, but. 
from Indications the. chains thought 
It desirable and polite to permit 
Elliott to get his organization a 
little settled down. 

There Is little doubt In Inside 
circles that the Canavan rebate 
sclieihe failed because of feeling by 
lo.cals that the period of the rebate 
would take them nearly up to Sep- 
tember, nexti - at which time nego- 
tiations bh -now contracts wo)ild be 
In order; Fear expressed was that 
chains would attempt to negotiate 
new agreements on a basis of ';3cales 
during the rebate stretch. 

Subsequent suggestion,' which 
went no farther, was automatic ex.; 
tension of all expiring contracts to 
September, 1933, by chains in con- 
sideration of a rebate that -would 
extend over the coming summer. 

When and if put up to locals 
again, it is thought it will b$ pre- 
sented in such or a similar, inanncr.

Trailers are booked into theatres 
either on a flat monthly rental basts 
or oh percentage. In the flrst case 
T.S.C. buys the screen space on a 
monthly flat basis, whether using it 
or not, same as billboard space is 
rented.

liOUlse Dresser, Minna Oombel 
and Miss Howland Anally succeed 
In grabbing one audience howl, but 
it doesn't arrive until long after the 
story has lost its punch.

A cry picture for the girls and, 
on that presumption, stands a good 
chance of going out and getting 
itself and the theatres some coin. 

Torbidden' is really a conglom> 
eration of many pictures, There's 
a little bit from numerous past fea> 
tures included, but in directing 
Frank Capra has woven it Into an 
entertaining fabric dominated by 
Barbara 'Stamvyck. It's the best 
fllm Miss Stanwyck has made for 
Columbia, and she is ably supported 
by Adolphe Menjou and Ralph BelU 
amy. The latter gives a flne per- 
formance as one of the most veal* 
Istlc newspapermen the screen has 
seen. 

Capra Is credited with having 
written this yarn, and in doing so 
no question that he has borrowed 
liberally. «But the plot holds defl- 
nite suspense If many complica* 
tlone. It really Is so involved that 
there are inconsistencies. However, 
the interest is enough to permit the 
overlooking of the adverse factors.' 

The director's real ' error Is the 
laborious way in. which he. has 
launched his theme. It's an ex- 
tremely awkward introduction, and 
In taking the long way around, the 
result is that the fllm doesn't start 
to move until the third reel. But 
after that it never lets go, and builds 
so that it should draw deflnlte and 
favorable word of mouth. 

Miss Stanwyck has' at no time 
looked so .well on the screen. This 
may be due to Walker's camera 
work or, finally. Miss Stanwyck her- 
self.' Her portrayal, too. Is sincere 
thi'S^ighout, and if she doesn't al- 
ways physically convince as the 
story . heaps the years : upon hei^ 
allowances should be made, as the 
camera cannot delineate too rigidly 
and t'etaln its public. 

It's the story, of a country miss 
who becomes the mistress of a law- 
yer torn between . his love for tb* 
girl and respect for a crippled but 
understanding wife. The man goea 
into politics until climbing to gov- 
omor, always with the girl at hia 
side, if in' hiding, and hounded by a 
newspaper editor who doesn't like 
him and is also in love with Lula 
(Miss Stanwyck). When Grover 
(Menjou) is forced to adopt th« 
child of the illicit relationship 
through circumstances. Lulu enters 
his home as governess to her own 
baby, can't stand it and leaves to 
eventually marry the editor whom 
she -kills when he traces the origin 
of the child and is about to expos* 
Grover on the day of his gruberna- 
torlal victory. The governor par« 
dons the woman, and It concludes 
on a tear with, his death and the 
ever faithful woman left alone 
though with neither ber diiughter or 
the widow having ever learned any^ 
thing. 

The wasted footage Is all up front 
in showing Lulu throwing off the 
small town yoke and going alone on 
a Cuban vacation, where she meets 
Grover. Miss Stanwyck maltes her 
entrance here behind eyeglasses and 
a very frumpy outflt, witli the next

Rugged New England romance. 
Intrigue, hatred and the trimmings, 
laid, in a bleak fishing village. 
Thematically, it's the sort of thing 
Eugene O'Neill would doubtless like 
to have tackled. Adaptors of the 
story for the screen have none the 
less turned in a workinanlike script, 
with super\'lsor and director fol- 
lowing through. Add the capable 
work of the three principals in -the 
cast and a programmer has resulted 
that merits average grosses or bet- 
ter. 

It may not do that, but if mer- 
chandised properly, regardless of 
the, situation. It will not be one of 
those exhibits that bring variation 
of performance down to new lows. 

Walter Huston can stand a lot of 
hurrah by the exploiteer. He means 
something at the box ofSce and in 
this picture does a chnPMter part 
impressively. That O'Neill touch 
also provides an angle on selling the 
. picture to the public. Advertising 
ought to stress the jealousy between 
father and son over the same wom- 
an. It always attracts. 

The writers and director of 'A 
House Divided,' a good title for this 
story, have demonstrated they are 
familiar with seacoast life as it ex- 
ists in small flshlng villages. More- 
over, treatment of the yam from 
nearly all angles has been such ae 
to remove most all chances of quae- 
rellng about illogical situations, 
though a few occur. 

Huston is astutely developed as a 
rough and ready fisherman who 
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likes his liquor straight and his 
women any way they come. ' It's 
never overdone but always up to 
strength, with Huston's chara.cter- 
izatlon throughout a living, breath- 
ing bit of drama, plus some comedy. 

Starting out with the burial of 
his wife, who must have been 
worked to death, picture goes 
throtirh a long stretch with- very 
little dialog. Yet it tells, its story 
and establishes cause. 
. Through action mostly, Huston 
quickly comes to be regarded as the 
kind of two-fisted drinker who looks 
down on his hot-house flower son 
as the kind of mugg he's anything 
but proud of. So at one point he 
socks him, probably to prove he 
must be yellow and can't either take 
It or hand it out. 

By usual processes and with every 
plausibility, a young woman from a 
matrimonial agency comes Into the 
home of father and son to become 
wife of the former. That she is 
young and good looking makes it 
nothing If not natural that the kid 
should fall for her, much to the dis- 
gust of the old man, who in a scrap 
over her eufters an injury crippling 
him for life; 

He's constantly seething with the. 
love affair between his wife and son 
transpiring under his own eyes, but 
when he's about to kill his own kin, 
son and girl prepare to. blow. A 
rough storm has come up, with that 
in part symbolizing the fury that's 
raging in the Seth Law household. 
It also provides for the big scene 
finish with girl adrift on a boat and 
the husband- father rushing -to her 
rescue, just to prove he hold guts 
even though crippled. As might be 
expected, the son-lover erases his 
yellow streak at the last hour and 
swims to the girl, the other' man 
capsizing and drowning. 

In that the girl and boy puts up 
with as much as they do for so long, 
with each willing lackays for the old 
man, the story sufCers Its mild 
touches of inconsistency. Other- 
wise, it's believable firm drama. 

Kent Douglass and Helen Chand- 
ler, each of whom are currently in 
New York legit, give capable- sup-;- 
port to Huston. No one else mat- 
ters. Char.

If the English translation ot the 
UUe Is unfit to print, this film's di- 
alog: cannot be translated into Eng- 
lish. Okay for ' sophisticated audi- 
ences .that look for a taste of spice 
in a ritzy spot, anj drawing them. 
But a few releases of that sort in 
the neighborhoods will sure detract 
the masses from helping the grosses. 

Apart from that, very cleverly 
made and beautifully acted. Un- 
seemly tltlei : Is hardly flavored 
enough to .come up to the story, 
which was staged from the novel .of 
the same name by Fouchardlere at 
the Renaissance, a legit stand that 
specializes in siensational plays. 
The title word is meant to apply 
to a prostitute wfio drags down a 
man, 'and the story, sordid in it- 
self, 'Is shown In every sordid de- 
tail relating to each one of the 
principals — the prostitute, her man 
and' the sucker. 

It opens with the beating ot a 
girl by her boy friend, who is 
shown throughout as living on! her 
according to best traditions. For 
those of the fauna who do not ob- 
tain 100% dividends from their girl 
friends, film Is an education en- 
abling them to perfect their tech- 
nique. As to the girl, any middle- 
aged man who has ever been taken 
by a wily female will just get a 
back stage understanding ot the 
works. This plus the extra induce- 
ment of . a cashier robbing the till, 
a bedroom scene, jaoi suggestive, 
but with the smell the only thing 
left outi a murder by stabbing done 
with sufficient delicacy to show the 
girl's body lying on the bed and 
her blood staining the pillow, a 
courtroom scene ending in - an in- 
nocent sentenced to death and the 
same innocent later being waked 
up in the death house to be led to 
the. gullliotine, unquestionably, con- 
stitute a pretty complete index of 
what is hot for family trade. 

French trade press, in the ab- 
sence of . a local Hays code, has 
lately warned picture producers 
that films counting for a draw on 
vice or spice are harmful to the 
business, and this is unquestion-. 
ably one of them. Result of screen- 
ing an unsuitable story. In good 
technlqde, backed by fine acting, Is 
doing damage. Technically the film 
is practically a photograph of the 
stage version, with hardly any out- 
door shots, but direction, photo and 
sound are good and continuity was 
planned so as to ensure fast tempo 
throughout. - 

The three main characters are 
splendidly acted— the woman by 
the late Janie Marese, who died In 
a motor accident on the Riviera and 



whose flimizatlon ot the part, as 
well as that ot Mile. Nltouche, In 
another production, show as & big 
loss for the French screen, Georges 
Flamant plays with the most true 
to life and realistic naturalness. Ho 
Is anything but tlie handsome 
gigolo, but just a tough guy with, 
a smooth manner for everybody ex- 
cept his female victim. The middle 
class sucker, who, unhappily mar- 
ried, -must give vent to his senti- 
mental vein by blinding himself to 
the fact that the girl he loves Is 
milking him, is d'one by Michel 
Simoii. Other parts are mere sup- 
port and satisfactory. 

For the first time a French crlm 
Inal court In action is shown as it 
is in reality, which for those look 
Ing for spice, is port ot the Induce 
meht, as well as . the examination 
in an investigating jiidge's office, 
the neighborhood ot same, and the 
minutes preceding the execution 
Nevertheless, direction has been 
r..isgulded In some details, since oc 
cused are releasedlfrom their hand 
cuffs to be Interrogated and men 
sentenced to death are' always put 
In a -straltjacket to sleep for fear 
they should . commit suicide. Apart 
from these oversights, excellent di- 
rection has not missed one repellant 
detail of a dlsgus'tlng story.

of 6%. 

News over the week-end was ad- 
verse. Involving the German pro - 
nounpement' that It could not pay 
reparations, and the . clash between- 
the bankers; and numerous munici- 
palities over new flnahclng, led bT 
the ' especially violent dispute ; be- 
tween the'Now York. administration 
a:nd the bis- metropolitan banks. 
This disagreement brougrht on the 
threat of the mayor to offer city 
notes direct to, the' public in small 
denontlnations.' The Steel tonnage 
report, showing a backlog at rec-. 
ord low for 10 years was not very 
cheerful, but the scale' of mill op- 
erations advanced 1% to 26%, repr 
resenting automobile .orders, which 
somewhat offset the tonnage state- 
ment. 

Par gonds Recover 

Among the amusement stocks 
gains were far more sensatlqnal In 
the equity list, but the bond sec- 
tion did much better than at any 
time lately. There was an en- 
couraging Improvement In . both 
Paramount liens, with a brisk de- 
mand for the 6%'s which, jumped 
more; than 6 points on the heavy 
turnover of nearly 1160,000. The 
older 6'b gained 3% net, but on 
relatively small dealings of $34,000. 
Volume In the. Par-Publlx bonds 
discounts the Idea that they were 
etrong-.tirmed upward in order to 
help oyit the clique operation in the 
stock. Instead the behavior of the 
security suggested that it had been 
picked out for investment buying, 
belag among a considerable num- 
ber of fixed Income securities, that 
had been forced down beyond all 
reason, by market conditions. 

The liOew bonds' recovered more 
than 8 to close at 80, this being one 
of the loahs.-that got into the move 
late,, blit made up for lost time 
j;>rbmptly. ' Volume here also was 
small. . 

For the time being Interest Is cen- 
tered on the bond section in the be 
lief that the recovery is bound to 
start there and not until It does can 
stocks do much in the way of sUb 
Btantlal gains. ' The Loew shares 
were especially , uncertain on the re 
covery, failing . to break through 
Into new high territory until the last 
minute of Saturday's upturn^ when 
it reached 30, only to back away 
from thai peak to. close around 28^ 
which is. only a point away from Its 
bottom on the Oct. 5 break: 

Need for Sponsors 

Contrasting performances of Par 
amount and I<oew illustrates the 
present situation In the- Street, 
where It doesn't so much matter 
what quality a stock has, but rather 



who is holdln? It and what the 
ponsors' intcntioins are. Apparently 
there Is ; no pool working in Ixiew. 
Rather the stock seems for the 
present to be under rather leisurely 
liquidation. It was obvious during 
several of last week's spurts that 
Loew was being passed out under 
rest of the list. The Loew preferred 
put on a particularly poor show, los- 
ing more than 3 points net over the 
week In minor dealings. Certainly 
if thiO stock had bullish sponsbi-shlp 
bids would have been supplied for 
this senior issue, and Its failure to 
Improve was one of the surprises to 
the trade.' 

Paramount reported for. the fall 
quarter showing net at a figure be- 
low thie average for the other nine 
months of the year. Loew followed 
with a similar showing, both Income 
statements leading to the conclusion 
that the depression had had sei-lous 
effect upon theatre attendance. 

In the case of the Paramount pool 
operations the technique appears to 
have , been that, the low price of the 
stock had amply discounted the au- 
tumn profit statement, and that be- 
ing bad news out of. the way, an 
improvement was the logical thing 
to look for. How far the Par pool 
will be able to go In attracting a 
ollowlng outside remains to be seen. 
Marking stocks up Is the simplest 
thing In the world. But when they're 
up there has to-be somebody to sell 
'em to,' and in the present, state of 
mind of. traders that's going to be 
quite, a problem'. ' In all probability 
the stock Will gather to itself a heavy 
short Interest on Its way up; and 
perhaps, the pool la -counting on that 
to unload on. Meanwhile the clique, 
supposed to . have strong Chicago 
backing, is proceeding with spectac- 
ular brasia-bandlng. Last week's 
turnover reached 'close to 126,000 
shares ' and the ijtock came to the 
Saturday close near Its best and 
going strong.

Those 
likely to be chiefly affected are the- 
men who, RKO alleges, . hog the 
billing for . personal satisfaction and 
the benefit of their pals on the 47tll 
street curb. . 

Solo billing for the male halt of 
mixed teams, when the woman is aa 
important as her partner, will be 
declared out. 'Also to be dropped is . 
the monopoly of the .annunciators 
and boards by male leads: in flasK 
acts whose feminine members are 
equally Important, and sometimes 
more so. 

.RKO contends there are numerous 
unwajrranted examples . of billing 
superiority by men, which Is okay 
for the individuals but doesn't help 
the boxoffice. ' Frequently the man 
will bill himself 100% when the 
woman, ' or women, In the act rate 
at least 60%. In many cases ih- . 
volving mixed teams, the couple 
are married with the wife either in 
accord with her husband-partner's 
views or too timid to protest. 

N. Y. Bill Cited ■ 
. An instance of. the preponderance 
of male billing on current vaude- 
ville shows happeneid a^.RKO's 86tta. 
St.'^in New York la^t week, 8<id 
will be presented as a, typical ,f £.--. 
ample at a meeting on the sub'jt?«3'. 
this week. On this four-act lineup 
three parts of the billing was ex- 
clusively male. Ope pt the acts, 
and the .only one considered to rate 
the solo mention, was a single man. 
Another 'was a mixed team, whose 
femme member deserved at least 
half the billing, but got none, while 
the thltd was a dance flash com- 
prising six girls and one man.- The 
man alone was exploited. 

RKO's theory is that such a pro- 
gram as listed in front of the the- 
atre might not be so attracli've to 
male customers, with the possible 
Impression that It's almost an. all 
male show. 

As long as it is selling femininity 
on an equal basis with masculinity 
for entertainment, the women ought 
to be billed according to merit, 
states RKO.

Booking 19 weeks of vaudeville 
time In the east, and using: on an 
average of 110 acts weekly for a full 
week each, besides the talent' It 
engages for. Holly wood . talker pro- 
duction, Warner Bros.' New Tovk 
artist bureau is now showing a com- 
fortable profit on commission In- 
come In addition to paying for' Its 
own maintenance. 

Excepting RkO, no other circuit- 
owned booking office is at present 
showing a profit. The majority are 
money losers on tlie books. Lioew's 
vaudeville exchange, once a highly 
profitable affair, is now reported to 
look toward the circuit treasury for 
support as commissions on its greatly 
reduced stage time- have lowered 
accordingly. v- 

Fanchon & Marco's booking ad- 
iunct is a money-maker, but despite 
the close Fox circuit affiliation Is 
considered more or less independent 
in booking and operation. 

Warners' exchange operates on 
the customary 6% commission basis 
for all bookings. ' Headed by Walter 
Meyers its booking staff is com- 
posed of Harold Kemp and Steve 
Trilling. The one assistant booker 
in the office is Harry Alayer. 

For the vaudeville and picture 
house acts booked through its New 
York exchange Warners Is estimated 
to be spending in the neighborhood 
of $50,000 a week in salaries. That 
would bring the weekly office in- 
come on variety bookings alone to 
$2,500, with that more than cov- 
ering the overhead. 

20 Weeks Soon 
' Addition of the Queens, Wilming- 
ton, Del., on Jan. 18 as a six-day 
split week with flve-act bills, and 
a change to full week by Jamaica. 
L. L, now a spilt, will increase the 
Warner vaude time to 20 weeks. 

In all but three theatres where 
WB stage shows are played the cir- 
cuit does its own booking. The 
Earle, Philadelphia, using eight acts 
on full week, plays four Warner- 
booked acts, RKO booking the other 



four under an existing . contraut, 
Warners' Stanley, Jersey City, and 
the Branford, Newaj-k, play F-il 
units, but the Warner office em 
belllshes with two or three extra 
acts booked through its own Office. 

When the Hollywood oh Broad- 
way opens at the end of this month, 
with Lou Holtz headlining a straight 
vaudeville bill in direct competi- 
tion Avlth the RKO Palace, it will 
place WB on a par with the latter 
as far as cost of bills In a Broadway 
showcase is concerned. 

Excepting that Warners' entire 
stage time is confined to the. east, 
it's booking and routing doesn't 
vary greatly from the RKO style. 
Individual salaries for acts ore 
about equal on both circuits with 
the same standard turns and names 
used.

The over-the-budget amount, 
which the vaudeville department Is 
entitled to spend isn't limited, but 
depends on the names* individual 
salaries. Oh nameless shows, the 
summer' budgets are strictly, fol- 
lowed.

New Tork, Jan. 8. 

Upon the 10th anniversary of 
Fanchon & Marco, the Roiy this 
week houses probably the most ex- 
pensive variety bill on. record for 
Broadway, supporting the screen 
feature, 'Stepplne Sisters' (Fox). 

In salaries alone this stage bill 
stands at $18,000. A lot of money, 
and a lot of It Is wajsted. 

Diie to the size of this playhouse 
and the limitations It . Imposes on 
all acts, several of the. most costly 
current Items fall to deliver In pro- 
portion to their- cost Fritz Leiber, 
in a Shakespearean reading that 
goes astray In this big place, was a 
total loss; Nick Lucas and James 
Barton succeeded in reaching hardly 
balf of their normal effectiveness. 

Mme. Ernestine Schumann-Helnk 
didn't fall short of expectations,, be- 
cause her style is suitable here. Nor 
did the DeMarcos, for they're strictly 
X sight dance team, and one can air 
ways see even If one cannot hear at 
the Roxy. .. 

But tlie bill's biggest item, and 
ttotind to have niore bearing on this 
theatre's policy in the future than 
the other names,, here for the one 
week only. Is Fred Warlng's Fenn' 
eylvanlans, in the pit wltb Saddl'- 
tional musicians as ai. BO-plece- joZz 
symphony. It radically changes the 
musical policy at' the Boxy, but the 
Waring band. Is as proficient In it's 
own way as the former bunch was 
In the classical manner. ' 

On the opening day It looked like 
going to extriemes for novelty. Per- 
haps that might turn the trick. The 
question remaining is whether the 
new style, which Is up agaliist the 
necessity of creating, a new audi 
ence . for the Roxy, can draw in 
competition with the old method. 
And that can be answered by busi 
ness only. 

. . The. e.ntertalnment is divided into 
seven sections, each Introduced 
through a mike by an offstage an 

' nouncer. The various sections are 
billed on the program as 'Dance,' 
'Drama,' 'RadIo,"VaudevllIe,' 'Opera 
■Musical' Comedy,' ■ and 'Revue. 

' Vaudeville was out at the Friday 
evening show, probably for running 
time. ' It waa to have been inter 
preted by the Stevens Bros. 
. Waring and the pit crew open the 
show and build into a - precision 
routine by the Roxyettes, with this 
remarkable 32-gIrl line in striking 
-silver costumes before the black 
drapes. 

Drama's standard beoi-^r is Fritz 
ZiSlber, whose name value is ques- 
tionable In a pop-priced theatre. 
It looked as though nothing oh the 
part of the producer or actor could 
have made up for the natural han- 
dicap. Behind a scrim on which a 
floating . cloiid ieffect is flashed, 
tiOlber Is on an elevated platform 
against a Jet-black background.' He 
quotes Shakespeare's soliloquy from 
'Hamlet' just as he would In a small 
legit house. As Leiber has had no 
. trouble with the same material in 
.the legits In. the past. It was the 
theatre rather than the actor. His 
- words were seldom distinguishable. 
He had as. little chance of landing 
here with his quiet recitation as a 
mugging comedian would have in 
the Tale bowl. 

Patricia Bowman and the house 
ballet corps in an unusually fast- 
tempoed number for them were 
grouped with the Nick Lucas 
'Radio' Item, coming on at the fln 
Ish of the singer's solo routine. 
Lucas' voice ' was carried well 
enough by the house amplification 
system, but he missed the intimacy 
of the smaller houses. And Lucas 
Is a polite singer whose effective' 
ness diminishes with distance. 

With Vaudeville out, 'Opera,' per 
sonified by Mme. Schumann-Helnk, 
moved up a niche. The 70-year-old 
. beloved contralto, whose pipes re 
.main surprisingly sturdy, drew i. 
large entrance hand and with each 
of three numibers the applause vol 
ume increased. When they drew 
the traveler over her piano set 
Mme. Schumann-Helnk came out 
before the drop on a heavy recall 
and in response she shook her 
hands over her head like a boxer. 

With Jim Barton following, the 
Bnow switched completely In na- 
turae for the Mme. was classy 
enough, but classier still compared 
to Barton's stew bit which he uses 
as the body of the act. Instead of 
his familiar one drunk character, 
Barton is nor--' doing three stews at 
once, each about 33% of the orlgl' 
nal, which makes It even. The or' 
chestra played 'Anabelle Lee' as en 
trance music, but Barton refrained 
from singing it. He opened with a 
pop for two choruses and -after the 
stew stuff went into his ecccnti'lc 
buck oh the mat. 

The DeMarcos, a class dance 
team whose work Isn't hampered as 
'long 'as . an audience can see their 
feet, have the big bare stage to 
themselves for aa opening waltz. 
Tony DeMarco then continues alone 
while his partner changes, and 
When she returns he still Onnees to 
finish hack in harness. It means 
about five solid minutes of hooting 
by DeMarco wlthbut a breather 
This draws the show's finale. 

Four stages, each elevated ab'ove 
the other, are used for .the fiash, 



finish, with the Roxyettea oq the 
regular stage level, the ballet girls 
on the next two and some of the 
principals on the fourth and top 
platform. The costuming is the fea- 
ture of the number, with little else 
of note going on, but the dressing. 
Is striking enough to put the num- 
ber over. 

The large pit orchestra looked 
neat in white Eton jackets and blue 
trousers, with blue and white the 
color scheme for the entire over- 
ture. Waring conducts from a sep-^ 
arate platform at front center and 
from the balcony he appeared' to be 
nearly a block away from the apron. 
Facing hi'm Is the trick 'voice drum- 
mer who Injects some comedy in 
the harmony moments. . 

Herbert's 'Sweet Mystery of Life' 
serves as the first of two selections, 
played in various tempos and 
rhythms, tn coming weeks it might 
be more advisable for Warliig to 
cut his numbers sliorter, since the 
verse and chorus of popular and 
light opera, compositions are not 
heavy enough to support numerous 
reprises, no matter how variated 
the arrangements might be. 

The stage is used during the lat- 
ter part of the overture for a part 
cooch and part acrobatic dance by 
Evelyn Nair, who -was- flatteringly 
accompanied by the orchestra and 
a girl trio in vocal harmony; Latter 
group's billing is 'The .Girl Friends;' 
They've been with the Waring band 
for a couple of years, but this is 
the first time this reviewer has seen 
them on 4he stage. At the Palace 
they remained offstage; and that 
might be best at the Roxy also, for 
their soft and extremely close har 
inony is vague when delivered Out 
of sight. . Here they walked into the 
scene while something else was go- 
ing on and tended to break the 
stride. ■ 

The large band, only, part of 
which is Warlng's own, worked 
beautifully as a unit, denoting thor- 
ough rehearsing. No other modern 
orchestra of such size has- been seen 
on Broadway, while musically there 
Is nothing else for comparison. 

At the Friday night show the 
loges were pretty light. As that sec- 
tion is always a good gauge at the 
Roxy; a frail biz week was indi- 
cated. The talker Isn't attractive! 
while the heavy name show oh 
vlously wasn't banging the- till hard 
either.

PARAMOUNT, L. A. 

Hollywood,' Jan. 8. 

As indicated some ' weeks past, 
Harold B.. Franklin, In experiment' 
Ing . with various types of stage 
shows at the Paramount, has grav 
Itated naturally back to the primary 
stage band Idea as first worked in 
picture houses— a stage band with 
specialty acts and a personality 
leader-m. c, minus extravagant 
production effects. This policy, sim- 
ple and popular In appeal, will mean 
more to a theatre of the Paramount 
type than any replica of Roxy fan- 
fare, although, as almost always, it 
must have the pictures. 

With Harry Barrls, late of the 
defunct Rhythm Boys Trio and cur- 
rently a Cocoanut Qrove .soloist, the 
Par has a personality upon which 
to hang Its hat. There was a warm 
reception for the show as an entity 
because of .this intimate aspect, 
though the business wasn't there 
because the feature 'Reckless Age' 
(Par) meant nothing. Barrls is on 
the second week of a fortnight 
booking, drawing applause upon 
entrance. 

Acts on and oft before the 16- 
plece stage band are the Linden 
Brothers, doing an overly sophlsti- 
ca.ted pansy song bit and therefore 
letting, laughs only on gestures; 
Beatrice Kay, who makes figure 8's 
ivith her hips while husking blues 
and consequently is a natural for 
numbers like 'I'm Qood for Notltlng- 
but Love'; Rutledge and Taylor, 
colored buck and wing boys who 
lost much because they gagged 
slowly so they could rest between 
three consecutive dance, numbers 
Instead of appeairlng twice, ' and 
Max Lemer, who croons pleasantly 
through a megaphone from a band 
chair. 

Ballet of 24 girls Is only basically- 
trained in a etalr-Iadder routine 
worked on 12 of the props, but the 
flash is there. They were again a 
nice sight interval In a boy and 
girl number, the skirted girls weav- 
ing a toe unison through the tap 
work of the dozen In gray full dress 
suits. .

JNew York, Jan. 8. 
An Indifferent show for ^deluxe 
presentation purposes, with evi- 
dences of after-thought patching 
after it had been laid out. Ruth St. 
Denis probably was the isenter of 
the show in Its original design, but 
the billing in her behalf is rather 
mild. As a counter attraction 
against the staggering array of 
names at the Roxy the current week 
and the smash 'Mata Harl' at the 
Gapltol, the Par layout isn't such a 
lure, especially^ on the stage show 
side. Picture, 'This Reckless Age' 
(Par), doesn't make much of a 
splash on the marquee, but provides 
solid entertainment once they get in. 
Leo CarriUo was the sclj^eduled 
stage name, but cancelled when 
called west for a picture. " 

Value of the St. Denis name for 
Broadway cinema exploitation' is 
debatable. .Girl who helped put 
classic dancing on the map has for 
a long time flgured principally in 
the 'salon' field and Is alien to the 
film- public. As for dancing, her 
nautch girl ballets with all the spice 
the nanie connotes mean nothing to 
the deluxe theatre followers, edu- 
cated to the nth degree by hair- 
raising adagio pairs and groups and 
the last word In dancing in all de- 
partments. 

For straightaway showman effect, 
probably any group of the dahce- 
school girls could have carried' the 
same stage weight as the St. Denis' 
ballet of 12, while the solo i>erform- 
ance of Miss St. Denis herself, once 
In one of those manipulations of silk 
draperies lighted from belo-w, and 
again as the finale in an Oriental 
temple dance, was . mild ihdejed to 
students of the modern intrleacies 
of stepping, amounting in all to a- 
brightly-colored stage spectacle. 

Another after thought seems to be 
the presence of Joe Wilton and Rex 
Weber, who have a minor spot on 
the lobby bililng, but no place at all 
In the mimeographed programs 
handed to the reviewers. They are 
well' down In the bill, a position 
they are entirely able to support, 
but immediately preceding Blng 
Crosby, the freak singing of Weber 
makes something' of a conflict;. A 
capital turn of Its kind, with a wal 
lop finish in Weber's ventriloquial 
trick falsettOi doubling with Wilton 
in a manner that leaves the audi 
ence uncertain which one Is war- 
bUng. 

...Crosby is again hooked in for ap- 
pearance with a turn that has ap- 
peared Earlier, this time working 
'With Frances Faye, returning aa his 
accompanist after opening the show 
solo. Having clicked on her own, 
Miss Faye's second appearance Is 
worked as a build-up for Crosby. He 
uses a bit of comedy repartee for a 
change of pace, from straight croon- 
ing, but his cold entrance and his 
finish, which amounts to an m. c. 
announcement of the St. Denis In 
terlude, do little to help him. The 
crooner hasn't been well handled 
throughout his stay at the Para- 
mount, but he seems to have made 
friends among the regulars.-. 

Other turn . In the bill aiid, with 
Wilton and 'Weber its saving grace 
(it is to be noted that both are 
straight specialties), was MIchon 
Broe., who demonstrate . anew that 
nobody should be allowed to do bur- 
lesque acrobatics except adept acro- 
bats who >couId work straight and 
be a wow without benefit of laugrhs. 
That comedian who takes the com- 
plicated falls through and into the 
spring-board rigging is a prince of 
knockabouts. 

Siiow has an excellent opening, an 
arresting arrangement surrounding 
Miss Faye's pianolog and blues 
singing routine. At the rise of the 
drop Miss Faye Is disclosed at the 
piano, only In silhouette with a 
backstage light throwing a mam- 
moth shadow against a scrim be- 
tween the performer and audience. 
Stage Itself is taken up with the St. 
Denis girls, 12 in number, in futur- 
istic jazz costumes, black and white, 
with, skirts ciit away in front and 
the last possible degree of decolle- 
tiage in the back. Dance is a sort of 
.glorified Jazz-voodoo-spirltual idea 
'carried out in pantomime to the at- 
mospheric acconiponlment of Miss 
Faye's hot piano playing. 

Rubinoft, sticklhg to the pit as 
has been the rule lately, goes Span- 
ish for the agreeable overture, while 
the Jesse Crawford organ Item is 
again fortified with Mrs. Jesse, back 
after her Christmas -vacation, and 
officiating at the twin console, pair 
being at opposite ends of the pit. 
The innovation of the stage con- 
soles has been abandoned. .The 
Crawford contribution is a collec- 
tion of popular Walter Donaldson 
pop hits. Riish.

Air' and underwater ma- 
neuvers, In fact all of the details 
that go with a battle on the seas, 
are incorporated. 

William Randolph Hearst this 
week started using the Embassy 
screen for spread of his editorials. 
Obviously nervous, Heai'st warned 
against the bankers, spoke of 'L(k>t 
for Europe,' urged tlie American 
public to exercise care In their se 
lection' of a new. president, and con- 
cluded with his trademark, 'Amer 
ica First.'

The Embassy's chatter reporter 
goes a :blt too fair, however, with 
fans. .who have fairly good memo 
rles. He describes what last July 
was Gandhi's home now as his 
prison cell. Last summer, Incident 
ally, Gandhi talked in this dip and 
Fox boasted about it being, the flrst 
newsreel . interview with Mahatma. 
This time the sound track is muted 
for the present pipe yarn. Tacked 
on to the old Gandhi material 'are 
similarly antiquated scenes of Brit 
ish soldiers clubbing natives. - Here 
the 'reporter' tsilks about India's 
new ypar. 

Embassy has a real. lead-off this 
week which Is a bonaflde scoop as 
well.

ready for a Fanchon & Marco 'Stars 
of Yesterday' Idea^-and yet who aV 
most lay an egg. 

They have a rather smart opening 
number to set their motifs of duets 
portraying Love a la Chinatown, 
Love a la Mexico and Liove a la 
Hollywood, as the placards on the 
easel announce later on. 

The chink stuff rings in their old 
standby, 'Chinese Blues,' still .an 
okay lyric. Their Mex number with 
the 'best caballero in all Mexico* is 
very a la 'The Dove' and in suit 
able dress, and the Hollywood duet 
Is a bit perkier. In the latter, per' 
haps, Miss Burt was unwise In her 
sartorial exterior. 

For a routine finale encore 'Whlt 
Ing announces that he and Miss 
Burt had an argument last nfght 
over the next number, which he 
thinks is something they woii't like, 
but here goes anyway. It's a bridal 
number, and unfortunately he's al- 
most 100% right It was too quiet 
a get-oft. That spiel might be the 
McCoy, as this Is strictly a break- 
In for the team. 

That WhiUng and Burt will not 
find their level is almost beyond be 
lief, as their native' shrewdness of 
vaude values alone nullifies any 
such negative thought.

Another legit habit that hurt was 
the tendency to walk off cold with 
her pianist after the first pair of 
numbers, with the obvious Intention 
of making the return look like 
something extra. The applause 
didn't ivarrant more, but Miss Ga- 
hagan of course couldn't withdraw 
at that point. The same thing "hap- 
pened after the third number, 
whereupon she came back for a 
fourth. . 

It's ail much the fault of the book- 
ing office as the act's. They must 
have been desperate for a name to 
take the turn in the shape it was in 
Saturday afternoon. Miss Gahagan 
Is not familiar to vaudeville play- 
ing, nor is singing her forte. These 
two facts alone should have de- 
manded caution and careful prepa- 
ration. After the matinee it was 
said Miss Gahagan's turn would be 
changed for the night show; but it 
was *oo late to revise the matinee 
impression.

Block and Sully had to struggle at 
first In their position, but they made 
the grade after awhile, and had an 
easy time thereafter. When the 
Boasberg talk found its stride the 
couple earned their usual laugh re 
turns, while - the finish dance got 
them off strong. Bill remained all 
vaudeville through Barto and Mann 
In the next spot Colleano's tum- 
bling, especially his double somor' 
sault from the ground, which drew 
Its customary gasp, took some of the 
edge of Dewey Barto's flips at first, 
but not for long:. This near-midget 
succeeded' in breaking through the 
Ice along with his. elongated part 
ner. Show needed, vaudeville at 
that point, and they supplied it 

First part's closing spot was Miss 
Gahagan's, a disappointment on top 
of perceptible nervousness at the 
opening performance. .The Inter- 
mlsh wait and newsreel widened the 
already gap between the two halves, 
and that was what Lester Allen and 
Peggy Hoover (New Acts) walked 
into.

In addition to k sureflre, 
flashy F. & M. Idea, 'Hacienda,' the 
Four Mills Bros, and Jim Toney are 
In the vaude. 

Mills are making their flrst ap- 
pearance in this neck of town, and 
though their foUowlng'ish't the big- 
gest on the radio, the air quartet 
ought to do some pulling. RKO has 
them booked for a few weeks, start- 
ing Saturday (16) at the Palace, 
and Is enough sold on their draw to 
play another ether quartet, 'Log 
Cabin Four,' this first half at the 
Jeff.

.Campaign of ballyhoding, remind- 
ing of the circus or theatre; 24- 
sheetihg and publicity that puts to 
shame the modern theatre press 
agents, are how the accepted ad- 
juncts of sending aoross the royal 
and ancient game. Pro golfers, and 
those bael< of the game commer- 
cially, talk now in terms of grosses. 
Of chief eoncern are the galleries to 
be attracted to the ballyhooed tour- 
naments. 

A year age the Professional Golf 
Ass'n was talked out of clrcustng the 
winter tourneys, but now seems well 
into the idea because of present 
conditions. 

Just where golf fits today ^as an 
attraction is seen in the -current 
barnstorming tour under auspices of 
the P. O. A., which is adopting the 
methods of amusement world 
Little time is wasted between play- 
ing dates and they're carrying along 
30 names, . some Internationa], to 
draw. Heretofore the ' spotting of 
tourneys was haphazard, with no 
attempt to fix dates for the benefit 
of full casts. ' But this has been 
given more careful consideration the 
past few yearsi 

Net Drops $32,000 

The P. O. A< started to awaken 
. to the show uspect of golf last winr 
ter, and particularly the summer, 
which without Bobby Jones got 
$32,000 less than the previous year. 

Necessity of drawing fans to the 
tourneys is one requisite behind 
which' is the resultant selling of 
equipment and all the merchandise 
accessories to the game. 

Faced with loss of the Jones name 
value, the P. O. A, was confronted 
with a further dampener for its ar- 
ranged . winter barnstormlr.i tour 
when allied promoters In some of 
the spots (mostly chambers of com- 
merce) backed down, saying they 
wouldn't dare use cash for pi-lzcs 
for these civic tourneys while the 
towns were experiencing dlfflculty 
In raising funds for the unemployed. 
Manufacturers' Angle 

But the tour as arranged Is 
nevertheless going through on 
schedule, with the P. G. A. doing the 
promoting under cover and putting 
up the cash prizes from funds do- 
nated by the equipment manufac- 
turers who in reality are the real 
proflters from the exploited trip. 
In the spots the association Is In 
on the gate, and similarly in these 
places billboards are being used to 
pull the gallery. 

Golf as a show, however. Is the 
single entertainment befoure audi- 
ences In which the players are paid 
only when they deliver. Ostensibly 
the barnstormers pay their own ex- 
penses and are on the tour to try 
for the prize money in the various 
tournaments, although this year the 
outstanding - tands played hav,e cut 
down the awards, due to present 
economic conditions.

Such is the reputation of the hobo 
boulevard that the white collar 
has to be pretty frayed t>efore the 
tmfortunatea will step out of the 
precincts of bright lights into the 
haunts of forgotten men.- Result 
is that the Bowery is taking care 
of fewer men than In years, tho 
that may sound unbelleveable. 

Nobody can say wha^ cost In solf- 
i-espect the white coliarites pay 
when finally they drift into the 
Bowery missions that have been 
taking care of the unfortunates for 
years and know that a down-an5- 
outer needs nourishment for the 
soul as well as the stomach. 
Building Up IMorale 

A. lot of the advice given to In- 
dividuals in the Bowery mission and 
outposts of poverty may not be so 
practical for men with empty poc- 
kets, but it does, sometimes have 
an Invigorating effect on morale. 

Afen with no" friends, money, or 
Job, respond to the friendliness of 
sympathetlo inquiry into their cir- 
cumstances. What the Bowery is 
applying is nothing more nor less 
than the technique of modern 
psychoanalysis. Dr. Carleton Simon., 
dean of the Bowery soul-peepers, 
gives as much as a full hour to an 
Indivldula interview with these men. 
Thai's on the first visit. Later the 
chats have to be briefer. 

Those In charge of tho Bowery 
refuges are wise to the bums and 
waste as little time as possible on 
these congenital heer-do-wells. They 
qiiiokly recognize the non-pan- 
handlo'S. But It's still the Bowery 
to the uptowners and- a class dis- 
tinction tliat only abject destitution 
can breok down. For many of the.se 
white coliarites have themselves 
been panhandled in more prosperoii.s 
days by those with whom they must 
rub shoulders If they seek the route 
to the notorious street of hopeless, 
men.

The film theatre p. a., while held 
up In average as a man who has 
contacted the local newspapers arid 
planted home office copy, Is to be 
weighed from another angle which 
the bankers are accused of having 
overlooked. This is: 

The average theatre manager 
hasn't time to spend time in news- 
paper offlceis. 

Personal acqvialntance in a news- 
paper office' means more than if 
the copy submitted were by George 
Bernard Shaw. ' 

The theatre press agent for the 
average large house in the average 
city must exist If for no other rea- 
son than the time he can give the 
matter of newspaper office contact. 

There are many cases on the 
record of every picture company, 
which show that the theatre p. a., 
has, through his newspaper friends, 
gotten more free than paid space— 
and gotten It solely on 'contact.,' 
without word one way or the other 
as to the merit of Its home o.fflce 
preparation.

In this he likens himself 
to the legit producer who takes 
plays on the road and frequently 
rewrites arid recasts them entirely 
before bringing them into New 
Tork. 

'The talker age brought the re- 
alization to me that the successful 
nim producer should be guided by 
that same care before releasing the 
nnlshed product' Goldwyn. stated.

Rated agents say tliey have had any number .of propositions, from 
short rollers, inducements offered being exclusive casting of the show as 
well as a piece thereof.

While the fliscal casting agents will enter into such deals, they still 
will not work on these shows unless there is an Equity bond to. cover 
the commissions.

This season the weeidy organ had 
been going Into the red, "While 
there was supposed-to have been a 
fairly hea-vy surplus, it was just a 
matter of time when it would sus- 
pend, aft'>r the Shuberts fell into 
receivership. 

At its best the 'Review' printed 
6,000 copies and that was some years 
ago. In the past few years the or- 
gan waia rarely seen on thei news- 
stands where sales Were estimated 
lately under 200. copies weekly. 

It cost little to publish the gag 
weekly. Much of -what news it 
printed appeared to have been 
filched, sometimes without even re- 
writing,, generally from 'Variety.' 

At the time the Shuberts hit the 
rocks the 'Re-view' carried an edi- 
torial to. the effect that it was a 
blessing in disguise and the best 
thing tiiat could . happen for the 
Shubert stockholders. Even the 
stockholders didn't read that ho6ey.

George 
Colan and Clyde Franklin- per- 
formed well In. more or less sym- 
pathetic parts', especially the latter. 
Ruth ' Chorpenning came through 
with a type, as the boy's mother, 
the real seat of the. trouble. 'Joseph 
Eggentbn also good as the reform 
school head. - 

Most of the reactions of the boy 
in- 'Lost Boy' seemed natural enough 
and the author contends there are 
many of his kind.. Just what he 
alms to tell In his play, however, is 
obscure and the question ' remoins 
whether it is diverting theatre.

The success achieved by 'The 
Green Pastures' and 'Porgy' perhaps 
impels showmen to aim for like re- 
sults, with other all-negro cast 
dramas. Such clicks are occasional 
and although the newest 'Never No 
More' is a good try, Its chances are 
negative. 

After a good first act the play de 
generates into a nightmare. It is 
perhaps the firs*, time af.-ocltles of 
the south have .been attempted on 
the stage. Not a little of 'Never No 
More' has off-stage effects and 
voices. A young i.egro Is burned at. 
the stake, while his mammy and the 
other children hide within the wood 
land shack, praying for tho soul of 
the doomed son and brother. 

This terrifying story is exception 
ally. well told and acted by excep 
t'lonal colored players. Solomon is 
the youngest son of Mammy, her 
bab.v. she likes to call him. The Ind 
hnd met a white girl on a narrow 
path Jn the woods. Her perCumo 
fired him. Frightened, she. fied, hut 
Solomon caught up with her. At- 
tempting to. stop her screams, he 
had strangled -her. , 

And 60 the wVilte folks are out 
with tholr dogs to track down the 
killer whom they said ravaged the 
white girl, AVhllc the avengers nre 
on the way up from tho river, the 
boy confesses, is .given money for 
night but ,falls to escape. Mnmmy 
and- her (jrood, mostly grown up, 
barricade the door. They must en 
dure the agony of almoKt watchlni 
the pyre. 

\Vhcn it Is over the mob Intends 
destroylrig the rest of the ramlly, 
It is Mammy who stops them 
threatening to explode d.vnamlte, 
The unseen white mob leaves the 
spot while the sorrowing old negt'css 
takes out the boy's best suit of 
clothes in which to bury liim.' 

It Is all a cheerless story. It gives 
the other side of the lynchlngs and 
burnings that the South Is not 
pi:oud of, but cannot prevent.

This is the venture, with a some- 
what different 'riersonnel, that 
trouped last season among the uni- 
versity towns, presenting this an- 
cient classic as a lure for. students 
registered in Lit 4B and Ancient 
History. eBK. Principals for ' tiia.t 
purpose were Henderson, playing 
Aeglsthos, as woU as doing the Im- 
presario, and Miss' Turka as Elcc- 
tra. . 

. Apparently the sudden sihash- ot 
the Eugene Q'NelU play, 'Mourning 
Becomes Elcctra,' inspired the. Idea 
that presentation ot the ancient 
epic would attract ah audience in- 
terested to the extent of $3 In -the 
original from which O'Neill drew 
his scenario. ,It was smart figur- 
ing and the venture looks like a 
modest success within the limits 
suggested by the schedule of four 
off-day matinees with all that im- 
plies in economical operation. 

For the purposes of this engage- 
ment, ' Mrs. Campbell has been 
brought in for the role of Clytaem- 
nestra (Nazlmova in the Guild 
piece) and . other people - added, 
among them Anna Duncan, dancer, 
■for oiie very brief appearance; 
Joyce Carey (by courtesy of Kath- 
erlhe- Cornell) In the part of Chry- 
sothemls, which was eliminated in 
the O'Neill parallel,. and Alma Kru- 
ger and Doris Rich heading the 
chorus group. ■. - 

Presentation depends entirely 
upon the Guild play's current vogue, 
for it is in no way a commercial 
offering on Its. own, with costumes 
and simple perfunctory scenic back- 
ing, and taking Its entity acting 
force from a magnificent eeml- 
monolo'g by Miss Turka. Its pub- 
lic is confined exclusively to the 
O'Neill addicts and to students In 
literary courses, with . what ' added 
patronage would come from . the 
loyal following of. the names in the 
cast. Those groups ought to give 
it ample support for the four per- 
formances scheduled, with perhaps 
an extension ot the matinee series. 

In the modern ' sense, it Isn't a 
play at all, running only an hour 
and fifty minutes '(matinees start 
at 3 o'clock and end at 4.66), and 
the stage action merely extremely 
long speeches and soliloquies, 
clothed, in ponderous, If resounding, 
language. Grand elocution, but. dull 
drama. Speeches for the mOst part 
are in blank verse. 

Program doesn't explain which 
one o( tbe many versions in Eng- 
lish the present one is. For pur- 
poses of comparison with O'NelU's 
elaboration; the action here begins 
many years after the murder of 
Agammemnon, opening with the re- 
turn of Orestes from his long hid- 
ing in exilo, bent upon the avenging 
of his father's slaying. And the 
story ends with Ills killing (off 
stage) of his - mother and destruc 
tlon of Aeglsthos, likewise out of 
view. 

At a guess this script follows a 
pretty ancient ■ and very scholarly 
adaptation.' Certainly it makes no 
concession to the modern theatre. 
Reason for this is apparent in the 
original design of the undertaking — 
to show it in university towns for 
students principally. For that pur 
pose it is admirable, but it is dc 
structlve to the play's popular ap 
peal. Presentation Is dignified to 
the extent of booklshness. 

Principal interest In the work. Is 
the light it aMaa upon the in- 
genuity and insight into human 
motives ot O'Neill that made it 
possible for him to so ilhimlnate the 
old legend with hurhah meanlog. 

Miss 'Viirka docs o stunning bit 
of acting, eometimes epic in pro 
portions, entirely overshadowing 
everybody else in the cast, Includ 
Ing Mrs, Campbell, who is no't Im 
preSsive in her few scenes. Alma 
Kruger, chief figure in the chorus, 
has a full, round voice and a nun- 
like calm of countenance, that 
somehow make her stilted 'literary' 
lines live and breathe. Jtush.

Some five months ago Maurice 
Schwartz bi-aved the frosts of 
Broadway with a repertory com- 
pany in a 'series of artistic efforts.' 
With his Socoiid avenue reputation 
and a yearning to do 'finer- things' 
he got himself a Broadway hearing. 
After the Opening it didn't seem 
likely ho could last more than a 
few weeks; but he survived for that 
many, months and got his second 
play produced. Now,' here's his 
third. 

On the face of .It this play seems 
hopeless for Broadway at. this day 
and age. But looked at as the third 
in Schwartz's series, it, has as good 
a chancei as. ahy of . his. previous 
pidys and with his clientele It may 
eke oiit sis weeks, : Just sufficient 
profitable time, perhaps, to allow 
him to rehearse his. corhpahy In' a 
fourth pla;y if he starts right away. 

'.Wolves,' gauged by today's thea- 
tre Js helthbr a- good play^ nor a 
good financial venture. It is one of 
a series of- plays that Remain Hol- 
land wrote about the French Revo- 
lution. Theatre Guild did one some 
time ago: which was a disastrous 
venture. Rolland, one ot the more 
famous French writers, seemed to 
have a passion for the French 
revolutionists. 

In 'Wolves', he gets worried about 
justice as opposed to patriotism. 
Title staiids for the various gen- 
erals In a war^ One la accused of 
being a traitor and sentenced to 
death. The other, while hating him,- 
is still worried about justice and 
thinks him innocent He tries to 
prove It but the craving for blood 
has risen and — Instead of winning 
the populace to his point that - a 
crime has been committed winds 
up by himself being led off to jail. 

No -women characters In the cast, 
and everyone flouncing around In 
costumes and sworda — especially 
swords. Seems like a sword can 
turn the best actor in the world 
into a ham. Or did at the o)>enlng 
night of this play. It that wasn't 
enough, the pldy Is talky as post 
sible and actionless. In the' way ot 
plays written a generation ago. 

To Schwartz' credit — or discredit 
since he alsb directed— It can be 
said that :he gives the only good 
performance ot the lot He has a 
faint TIddish accent, which . he 
probably can't get rid of and which 
Is -probably more noticeable In this 
role , of a Frenchman than In an- 
other part — but his acting la sincere 
and good.. The other actora— well, 
it's probably those swords and cos- 
tumes. Charles Dalton, Mahart 
KIppen and Fred Eiric all can act 
quite satisfactorily. But' they don't 
here. Here they mumble and rant 
and tear arotind. 

Program carries a foqt-noto read- 
ing 'The episode on which the ac- 
tion is "based was typical ot- the 
time, but the present-day spectator 
can detect contemporary parallels.'- 
Maybe that's an excuse for pro- 
ducing it. But a more likely excuse 
is the fact that Schwartz, ftn actor, 
is- choosing the plays for his own 
edification, almost always a mis- 
lake. Kauf.

Hollywood, Jan, 4, - 
History doesn't record the attend, 
ance of Eugenia O'Nell at any per. 
formance of Dion Bbuclcault's 'The 
Shaughraun' but the old Irish clas- 
sic, like 'Strange Interlude,' is 50% 
asides. 

Produced here by Edward Everett 
Horton, the revival la a radical 
change from his previous 'Private 
Lives,' but the play, with all its ro- 
bust acting and drama,, win appeal 
to' practically the same audience as 
the Coward play. 

Coy acting of the heroine, the vil- 
lainy of the heavy, wistfulness of 
the hero, will be lost on the mob. 

Opening waa attended by the class - 
of Hollywood's picture colony, some - 
of whom have played In the piece at 
one time or another, since -it was 
originally presented at the Royal 
Lyceum theatre In Edinburgh, Scot- 
land, June 2. 1884. 'When Horton 
announced that be was going to 
produce the i lece, Robert- McWade, 
Laurence Grant, Charles Miller,' J. 
M. Kerrigan, Guy KIbbe, Willldm 
Collier, Sr., and a flock «f other pic- 
ture names offered gratis to aid in 
the staging. Seems they had all 
played the piece at the old Castle 
Square Stock Co. In Bost..n. 

The opening night -audience went 
tor the hissing of the villain, polite 
handclaps for the heroine and bols> 
terous applause for the scamp. 

Horton plays the English army 
officer, handl. g the fat part of the 
'Shaughraun' to 'Matt McHugh 
(brother ot Frank), with r: iOO% 
Ud pan, McHugh is the typical 
Irish youth so loved by the follow- 
ers ot /.Chauncey Olcott and Fiske 
O'Hara, They are ot an audience . 
ot two decades ago. To the present 
audience the wholo thing is a gag. 

Montagu I,ove Is the perfect vlN 
lain,. John J. Ivanvovich an admir> 
able parish priest. Laura . La Plante 
gave a good performance as the coU 
leen and showed an improvement in 
her legit work over 'Privato Lives,' 
which was her. footlight debut. 

Phil Tead, heretofore classed as a 
comic in local legit, played Love's 
lienchman okay.' Gavin Gordon was 
the muchly wronged juv and his 
usual theatrical performance wasn't 
noticed due to the spirit of the pro- 
duction. RUth 'Weston and Helen 
Millard were satisfactory. The vet> 
eran Florence Roberts was the per. 
feet biddy. 

There are 16 acenea with a near, 
revolving atage speeding up the 
cltangea All flats are on rollers' 
and are pushed around clockwise to 
accommodate each change. Sets are 
Impressive, as. la. the lighting. Set* 
tings are by Danny Hall. 

The wake scene Is a great bit ot 
staging, with the bit people In the 
scene^O of theni — all membera ot 
the Troupers Club, an organization 
Of performers who have spent more 
than 26 years In the profession. 

Orchestral accompaniment - is 
heard throughout the performance. 
'With an orchestra of 14, stagehands 
totaling 16, and 64 In the cast, the 
nut Is close to $6,000 weekly. A 
limited draw. It looks like a °. loomer 
for Horton. 

■Were Horton to play the whole 
thing broad and kid It, similar to 
the Hoboken production of 'After 
Dark,' there is a possibility that it 
would get a little money, but he re* 
fuses to do this. 

Robert McWade assisted Horton 
In the direction with D'Arcv Corrl- 
gan, lecturer oh- Gaelic languages 
and onetime director of the Celtic 
Players ot Dublin, coaching the dia.

General release of the C{ieiiey 
survey of the book Industry prob- 
ftbly the biggest mistake ever made 
by.tbe publishers. Picked up by the 
dallies the report gives the public 
the idea that the book biz Is a great 
monstrosity. Poor Judgment In the 
Section of books, careless -sales 
piethods, Incompetent management 
3nd ^ boot of other charges lead 
|9 Impression that the book biz is 
vnworthy of consideration as a;n In<- 
tfustry. 

' The Cheney report gives the Im- 
pression that if the book publishers 
^ew their business a t2book :wouId 
cost but |1, and that it would be 
a, good book, too, at that price. 

The Ghehey report was the bright 
Idea of a number of publishers fol- 
lowing an impersonal talk by O. H. 
Cheney, a former banker. A fund 
of around $80,000 wcis subscribed 
and Cheney commissioned to de- 
termine what was ^ong with the 
book biz. 

Not: all of the' publishers In on 
It, however. Some, Including Scrlb- 
Ber -find Macmlllan, couldn't see the 
proposed Investigation at -all. 

Publishers approached for state- 
ments reg&rdlng the report smiled 
foolishly. Ab the sponsors they 
eo'uld not . disclaim any part of it, 
outside of . murmurs that it wasn't 
an so bad as that. 

The most important thing' as re- 
gards the book biz, and one not 
taken' Into consideration by - the 
Cheney committee^ is that it Is not 
. really so much a business as an art 
Art never has been regulated Iii a 
commercial manner, and doubtless 
never will be. Ask the play or the 
picture producers. 

No publisher knows or pretends 
to know what book will sell. That 
to the foundation^though a shaky 
one— of - the book biz. But though 
■haky, few of the foundations have 
ever collapsed. Trying to strictly 
tommerclallze the bdbk biz may 
undermine those foundations, in 
■tead of bolsteflng them. 

Peculiar Libel Threat 

A peculiar threat of libel against 
•Variety' comes out of the west, 
created through a radio broadcast. 
It's In reverse here. As a rule the 
thought of libel and ra:dlo Is more 
frequently of how radio can libel 
than libeling through radio. 

On the western air an announcer 
Mated that a picture star had sud' 
dSnly dropped dead. "Variety Bui 
letln* printed it. mentioning the an- 
Bouncer's name in a story oil other 
careless atr statements. 

A coast lawyer on behalf of the 
announcer demanded a retraction 
and complete vindication of the an- 
bouncer, on the plea that after the 
erroneous statement of the . death 
bad been made, that the announcer 
■ Corrected it within three minutes. 
- The attorney's letter said the In- 
formation of the deati) had come to 
the station over the phone, with the. 
announcer telling It over ' the air, 
evidently without a check back or 
any other precaution for verlflcia' 
Uon. 

The attorney was advised If he 
Would furnish a, certificate from the 
. tadlo station to' thr effect ' the an 
houncer had later corrected the 
gross boner, that correction would 
be printed; otherwise his letter pre- 
sented nothing excepting the new 
angle and an undoubted enthusiasm 
(or the announcer. 

The angle appears to be that if 
fc person errs, must a reporter hang 
feround until the error Is discovered? 



Another Show Sheet 
Odham's the London publishing 
nouse which owns the Socialist 
"Dally Herald,' will start a new en 
tertalnment industry paper in the 
hiew year. 

Idea, apparently, is to concentrate 
en the outdoor shows business, the 
traveling men, the circus people, 
atad all the branches of the al fresco 
game. 

' AH branches of the entertainment 
industry are to be covered as well. 
Including films.

Ready Made Publicity 

Whether Garbo was in New York 
or Hollywood means what to whom 7 
^But the tabloids went wild over, 
Garbo In New York, arguing, writ 
ing, printing stolen pictures, talk 
Ing, and all one \veek before the 
Garbo picture, 'Mata Harl' was due 
to open all . over the country. . In 
their silly excltenient the Broadwoy 
columnists, led by Wlnchell, and the 
tabs' camera man, never thought 
of that. 

Not only was It silly In the likely 



publicity trap the columnists fell 
Into, but they and the cameramen 
acted as foolishly in chasing some- 
one whom they believed to be Garbo 
through the streets. In the park. 
Into the kitchen of her hotel, 
around the basements, to finally 
lose her as she stepped on an 
elevator In- the basement to go to 
her suite on the 24th floor. 

It seems Incredible that even 
tabs,: columnists and. tab men' could 
be as crazy. 

Then 'Malta Harl' opened, a weak 
secret service story, much along the 
Dietrich 'Dishonored' lines, with 
Metro admitting the fraUlty of the 
tale by surrounding Garbo with an 
exceptional all star cast. But noth- 
ing aided Garbo as much iEis the 
Wild newspaper men. Garbo is hot 
Immune from a slack box offlce, as 
witness Garbo in 'Inspiration' dur- 
ing 1931, a lightweight grosser. Be- 
sides which Garbo Is rated fourth 
on-, the Metro's own list of women 
stkrs. 

The boys who control apace and 
attention had better employ their 
spac6 and Influence a; little bit more 
sensibly, else they become known 
as just .muggs for press agents. 

Powder Flash Banned 
Use of the 'safety' flashlight bulb 
Is mandatory for all photographers 
employed on Hearst newspapers. 
Hearst photomen are not permitted 
to . employ the old-fashioned pow 
der touch-bfC under any clrcum. 
stances. This order Is reported to 
be a personal one from ' W, K.' him 
self. The boss Issued Instructions 
after - a shot of powder exploded 
close to his face at a picture open. 
Ihg on. the coast in' 1930. Scares 
are not conducive to- the well-be 
Ing of the 68-year-old Hearst, ^ho 
has heart trouble. 

Photographers for some dailies 
outside the Hearst string ■■ are re 
quired to use the flashlight bulb for 
inside shots, but are allowed to use: 
the powder for pictures of fires and 
the like. It is said th.e llumlnatlon 
from the bulb Is not as Intense as 
that produced by an explosion of 
powder, the Illumination . from the 
former having an effective-carrying 
power of only about twenty-five 
feet. 

Some photographers find that 
they can not depend upon the speed 
gun, developed for fast-action pic- 
tures taken with the safety bulb, to 
turn out conslstenly good flashes of 
this kind.. The strength of the bat 
tery varies, with resultant failure' of 
the bulb-flash and the . camera shut 
ters' to synchronize at itlmes. 

Understood, that the company 
matiufacturing the "safeties" Is 
working to further perfect the 
bulbs. A more Intense lUumlniatlon 
Is one of the things sought. 



Canada's Star Reporter 

"Variety' again loses a corking 
correspondent, perhaps but tempo- 
rarily, with Gordon Sinclair startr 
Ing another 3S,000-mIIe trip around 
the world. . 

It's for 'The Star" of Toronto and 
the 'Star's' syndicate. That takes, 
in about all of the buying papers 
of Canada, where Sinclair Is not 
only reputed to be the star reporter 
of the Dominion, but its highest 
paid one. 

Sinclair rather nicely credits his 
long corresponding for "Variety' as- 
i>artlally accounting for his pres- 
ent high standing In the newspaper 
world over the borde|. When Slnr 
clalr, also then on the 'Star/ be- 
came . this paper's weekly cor- 
respondent, his knowledge of the 
general show business was beyoria 
even that of the average good news- 
paperman - showman - correspond- 
ent so frequent among "Variety's! 
but of town list. . ' ' 

Adopting "Variety's* style of flip- 
pancy, more so perhaps some ytord 
ago than of recent years, Sinclair 
transferred the style, to his own 
sheet, writing si>eclals as flippantly 
as he pleased. It hit Toronto right. 
Sinclair rapidly rose until he be- 
came a roving special writer, turn- 
ing in a dally column to the 'Star 
no matter Where, he landed. . This 
is his second trip . abroad . for 
syndication. On the tour he'll make 
Singapore as well as' St. Peters- 
burg, .while he wIU more thor- 
oughly explore India than any of 
the other countries. 

The' 'Star* syndication has gotten 
out a strong bulletin on Sinclair 
and' his forthcoming travel.

Sudden rebirth of Interest In fic- 
tlonlzatloii of films has become 
evident all over the world with pub- 
licity departments of all major 
American picture companies work- 
ing harder at them than ever. 
Stunt Is considered especially ef- 
fective for the foreign field. 
. Picture companies gets no money 
return on these books, but figure It 
a worthwhile publicity. TIeups are 
made with publishers Iri various 
parts of the world for novellzatlon 
and translation of forthcoming film 
yarns, only stipulation usually be- 
ing tlie book be published several 
weeks in advance of, or at about the 
same time as release of the 'film. 

Publishers In Europe, Africa and 
South America, especially, have 
fallen for the stunt In a big way, 
figuring It a certain and easy way 
for sales. Publishers pay for the 
translations but have no royalties 
to pay out on sales. 

Stunt Is not workable on films 
made from novels or plays, but 
only on briginals. ■

CONGRESS INQUIRY 



Washington, Jan. il, 
Amorlcan broadcasters 'welcome 
any fair and impartial investigation 
of their Jndusti\y,' according to a 
resolution Tiassed here Saturday (10) 
by the board of directors of. the Na- 
tional ' Association of Broadcasters. 
Resolution was unanimous and was 
in answer to a resolution offered In 
Congress by Senator Couzens of 
Michigan, requiring the Federal 
Radio Commission to - investigate 
government ownership of broadcast- 
ing stations In this country. 

According to the broadcasters, 
such an investigation would give 
them an opportunity of demonstrat- 
ing that the American plan of com- 
petitive broadcasting Is superior In 
every way to the system prevalent 
in Europe.

and all records, data, and Informa- 
tion whic(^ It has or which, through 
Its organization. It may be able to 
obtain.'

Apparently written by p. a.'s who 
never gbt closer toi a copy desk than 
the outer gate, majority of the clap- 
tra.p is scarcely readable, let alone 
suitable matex'iai for publication. 
As usual the minor stations are the 
worst offenders, . but some of the 
larger ones contribute -to the phooey 
gags, editorlallzatlon, purely person- 
al piffle and otherwise Impossible lit- 
erature that descends in floods on 
the papers. Any radio columnist out 
here has to wade through sheafs of 
chaff to find the few facts that make 
reathg matter. 

'Blueprints 

Parenthetic comment on each al 
leged gag accompanies the copy of 
one station almost invariably. "Yarns 
that wouldn't malce the grade in a 
high school annual are rushed by 
special delivery to editors who have 
learned -to throw the envelopes away 
without opening them. Descriptions 
call forth adjectives that would 
make Barnum do nlp-ups in his 
grave. 

Blogs of air artists begin with the 
grand-father's part in the Civil War 
and end nowhere. 

A 1,000-word story on the mar- 
riage of one of the KNX Jcow boys 
was headed 'Celibacy !Meets Nemes- 
is- in Chaps' and was a most com- 
plete in its flowery description of 
the event, ending with a 'tally-ho!' 
but failed to give one glimmer as 
to the bride's, name. 

Life story of a ballad singer con- 
tains these excerpts: 'I went on the 
stage because I love to sing and 
dance,' says- Miss Blank, with her 
eyes unable to conceal the mischief

Hollywood has ha:d its troubles as 
well as any other. But they still

As a result, 
the third act which should open. Is 
switched to the next-to-closlng and 
leaving the closing up to the band 
number. It sounds like how not to 
routine a show, but because of the 
good band number works out okay. 

Opening act is Flip and Flapper, 
evidently father and daughter. On 
a strong four- or five-act bill they 
might deuce It but much too frail 
as. spotted, here. They .work hard 
enough, but it misses. May Joyce 
on second and looking well with a 
voice for a nice hand and curtain 
call with a gag bend with Loughton.

The printed ' work will always be 
the producer'a most fertile and con- 
sistent source of story material. . 
' Among the .big producers story 
sources have been systematized until 
now the average production sched- 
ule is counting upon 60% of its ma- 
terial from, publishers, 15% from 
playwrights, and the remaining 35% 
in original stories from staff writers. 

The story surplus and the official 
proof that the outside Writer who 
doesn't get into type hasn't one 

chance in a thousand for pictures, 
is the eliminations which are a part 
of the reading syBtem. 

This system shows that ot 6,000 
novels in one year 200 were marked 
as lending themselves to screen 
adaptation and of these only 26 
actually reached production sched 
ules. This means that 176 stories 
were placed on the shelf, or more 
material than one film company 
produces in a period of five years, 

Virtually every studio reads the 
same material. At least, this is 
emphasized by authorities who have 
officiated in these departments for 
. Che past decade. The same material 
Is available to all companies at the 
same time and in' the decision to 
purchase largely rests the etory 
buying competitive angle. 

Between plays, books and stories, 
it is estimated that such combined 
readings total 60,000. . Since the 
companies participating in the read- 
ing turn out a total of 600 features 
yearly, the odds against purchase 
of the average recognized writing 
under consideration are 100 to L 
. ;U. 8. For Quantity 

The works considered are not, of 
course, confined to the U. S, They 
Include authors throughout the 
world. The most perused foreign 
authors are tliose ot France, Italy, 
Germany, and England. Of these 
countries France is deemedi to head 
the list for quality and the U. S. 
for quantity. 

In addition to this reading, com- 
pany theme commentators must pe- 
ruse on an average of 36 magazines 
monthly and about 12 national and 
International reviews. 
. Russia - Is not Included In the 
literati of the American screen for 
many reasons. Outstanding among 
these is that, even to Russian-born 
readers the themes today from the 
Soviet are, on an average, weighty 
beyond comprehension. 

The Studio Mould 

Outside authors are described as 
the best contributors.. Too. great a 
knowledge of screen technique is 
held up as often a handicap to style 
and an Inclination to hack ' along 
routlnia picture lines — the very lines 
from which the Industry is attempt- 
ing to alienate itself. 

The biggest handicap to be faced 
by the staff writer, and one which 
it Is agreed will always exist, is the 
attempt of the studio to mould the 
writer to Its way of thinking. This 
step, it is held, succeeds only in ex- 
tinguishing the staff man's spark 
which probably first Induced the 
company to hand him a contract.

Fox contractees that their agree- 
ments have never been ratified by 
the Fox board of directors . were 
sent 'Oiit last week.. The recipients 
were .Sol Wurtsel, Clayton Sheehan, 
Raeui Walsh, Henry King and 
Buddy DeSylva. 

The letters, signatured by. E. R. 
Tinker, present president of Fox, 
are understood to have been to the 
effect that although the contracts 
of these men were aigned by a vice- 
president of the company, the Fox 
board did not ratify and also that 
any renewals or modification made 
in these agreement* after Sept. 1, 
1931, were contrary to the agree- 
ment between the Fox finance cor- 
poration and the board. The epistles 
are also said to have included the 
notation that the Fox company does 
not desire to dispense with the ser- 
vices of those Involved. 

It is believed . that all five men 
will contest any attack on the va- 
lidity of their contracts. In the 
case of Wurtzel, second to W. R. 
Sheehan on ' production,, and In 
charge since Sheehan'a recent In- 
disposition, It Is authentically re- 
ported that he already has mailed 
a reply to Fox company heads de- 
mardlng official recognition of his 
contract. 

Further, information on the Wurt- 
zel phase is that the production 
head, If ofHcial cognizance of his 
agreement is not forthcoming, will 
attempt to obtain an Injunction In 
Los Angeles against the Fox studio 
releasing any further product made 
under his supervision. It la also 
said that Wurtzel has another com- 
pany and studio proposal before 
him, although this angle remains 
unverified. 

Clayton Sheehan, brother of Win- 
nie, is head of the Fox foreign de- 
partment, while Walsh and King 
are directors, and DeSylva an as- 
sociate producer. Clayton Sheehan 
and DeSylva are now in Mew York 
with Walsh and King on the coast 
The intentions of the other men, 
outside of Wurtzel, are not known. 
Wurtzel's written answer Is pre- 
sumed to have reached the Fox 
heads yesterday (Monday). It Is 
also reported that W. R. Sheehan 
received a note of like Import 

Outside legal interpretations vary 
as to holding a contract Invalid on 
the premise that although an agree- 
ment has been signed by one mem- 
ber of the board who also Is vice- 
president of the company, it has 
never been ratified by the board of 
directors as a whole. One high legal 
opinion is that there is no equity 
In such a supposition because the 
contractee, who signs for bis serv- 
ices, does so in good faith and is 
an innocent party in the matter. 
An equally, high and conflicting 
legal deduction is that if the person 
so' signed engages counsel before 
placing his name to such, an agree- 
ment, then that person is not in- 
nocent in fact. As regards future 
eventualltle.s it is further pointed 
.out that It allowances, have not been 
made for same, or corrective meas- 
ures taken, before signing, then, 
while It ' may not be the fault 
of the contractee, it Is an error on 
the part of his counsel tor having 
overlooked this possibility. 

The entire matter Is a direct rar- 
aliel to the Case of Wolter Wanger 
and Poramount. On the Fox end, 
that company is already faced with 
one lawsuit over, the dl.«mls6al of a 
studio executive under contract, 
Joseph Johnson, although there is a

One of the primary reasons as- 
cribed to early preparation of new 
programs is r condition which be- 
came apparent last summer with 
the buying of product stalled by 
circuits and Independents. Getting 
out of convention early will give the 
sales forces an added start deemed 
needed in view of general conditions 
with these .times r.o time to stall 
around. 

Another ang e ls the thought that 
every major may be forced to pre- 
release '32-'33 product in advahce of 
Aug. 1 in the face of a possible film 
shortage by theatres before that 
date arrives. For the first time the 
customary film distribution year 
may be set ahead to July 1 or 
earlier. Many comi>anles', even If 
completing currently announced pro. 
grams, will find their film "exchanges 
empty before Aug. 1. 



SNUBBING KIDS

Hollywood, Jan. 18.

It is this shortage 
which forced an IndiiB Into a War- 
ner Downtown house In L, A. and, 
obviously, Bt. John's chief concern 
Js to create the Impreslon that these 
Indies are not necessarily quickies.

Prisons as well as schools are 
ready for visual education, but the 
industry Is In a way to misa a 
chance because of iietty competi- 
tions. 

The educator Interest in film Is 
admittedly higher than at any pre- 
vious time. Penal commissions are 
advocating It for convicts. Boards 
of education are .buying equipment 
in some of the largest cities, headed 
by New York. But the . constant In- 
quiry about suitable pictures, es- 
pecially when an assurance Is sought 
of a consistent supply. Is bringing 
teachers no satisfactory reply from 
Important elements In the Industry. 

Although It has demonstrated Its 
product 'ill 40 cities. Fox cannot sell 
or rent anything. 

Within a week Fox could have' 63 
subjects available If the . organlza' 
tion now were not actually, in a po 
sition where It would have to pay 
out more In royalties than- It could 
expect to make if there were an 
Initial 20,000 classroom customers. 

At WOO per negative reel (the 
same royalty imposed by Western 
Electric upon a picture earning 
$1,000,000 at professional box of 
flees) the licensee using the Western 
system in the classroom is blocked 
Fox admits It has reached the 
educational crossroads. It points 
out that moving Over to •■RCA Pho 
tophone, where the school royalty 
has been cut to one-flftii, would 
have been the remedy had the pre- 
caution been taken before Fox had 
gotten so far advanced with its 
visual schedule. 

Cah't Switch Now 
Shifting to Fliotopho'ne at this 
time, however, would not only 
necessitate the re-maklng of the 
schedule, but would prohibit Fox 
from using its vast library because 
the sound ,was recorded, under the 
Western license: More tii'an 60% of 
the recording apparaitus In the Fox 
eastern studio Is Fox's own. 

That chances of getting Western 
to see Its royalty excesslveness is 
practically hopeless is the belief of 



Foxltes. Even charging a royalty 
in proportion to the development of 
the . classroom field— rincreaslng the 
royalty as the sales multiply — Is be' 
ginning to look futile to Foxltes 
as its deadlAck with Western '«Son 
tlnuea month by month. ' 

Behind the Western insistence 
upon one royalty Is seen an angle of 
bitter, competition .with RCA Photo 
phone. Were Fox not In the equip- 
ment manufacturing end and com 
petlng with Western in the selling 
of apparatus to schools then. It is 
advanced, the stubborn adhesion to 
a set charge might be subject to 
compromise. 

When Western was called for 
turning .producer it shut off Its 
camera, temporarily, at least, and 
relegated distribution of its expen 
sive experimental product to a com 
edy company. Whether Western's 
desire to have Fox stay out of the 
equipment business, at least in the 
school, is the' real reason for the 
impasse between the only two or- 
ganizations In the business which 
have given classroom subjects ex' 
pert study and treatment, is a quea 
tlon. 

The deadlock la conceded bound 
to have a bad. effect upon all equip 
ment manufacturers, Including Pho- 
tophone. A stream of good product, 
regrardless of its source, is what the 
equlp'ment people admit they most 
need. RCA, it is learned, is becom 
Ing Impatient at a widening of the 
breach aifter it had offered Its ser 
vices to Fox at a reported generous 
royalty. Now Radio la seriously 
considering .entering Into visual 
production Itself, at an early date. 
10,000 Prisons Ready 
Prisons, . less demanding than 
schools in the nature . of curricula, 
are likely to be- the first Institutions 
where screen. Instruction will pre 
vail generally. It Is pointed out. 
There ai-e 10,000 such places coming 
under State supervision. There are 
another estimated .60 institutions 
maintained by the Federal govern- 
ment.

Look for Big Increase Within Ranks 
Of Independent Exiubs This Year 



since noiseless pictures went out 
flvie years ago circumstances have 
never been so propitious as now for 
a rapid rehabilitation of the inde- 
pendent exhibitor. That it will come 
with leaps and tiounds in 1932 is 
the belief of itiany Aim men. Tn 
eome quarters it is a distinct hope. 

Signs of recovery of that posi- 
tion formerly held, by the Indie ex- 
hibitors have manifested themselves 
during the past six .months. Re- 
sumption of volume Indle operation 
Is Iqoked upon as a good develop- 
ment for the industry by various 
exeputlves. That it .will restore d 
healthy condition to the business is 
thought certain, if for no' other rea- 
son than that more Independents 
will stimulate competition, 

The distributor would rather have 
the indle against the chain as a na- 
tural stimulant on sales. Rentals 
have gone down in many spots for 
the sole reason that there isn't 
enough competition on product. 
Chains' 25% 
Petore. sound arrived of the total 
. number of film accounts in the 
United States and Canada, only 
12% of distribution was rept^esented 
' by the dlstrlb's own chains or aiflll- 
ated theatres. That was when 22,- 
OOQ accounts were on the books. 
This number has been reduced to 
around 16,000 with chains and afflli- 
ated or long-tefih franchise ac- 
counts now representing around 
25% of distribution. It is believed 
tliere's ;a chance tor the percentage 
to go back to the 12% figure before 
1933 has been reached. 

There are two reasons. ..Oiie ele- 
ment comes from chains which are 
returning houses to local indcpend- 
eitt operation and another from the 
■ rapid Increase In . resumption of 
business strictly by indies without 
partnership or other arrangements. 
. While the indies, under partner- 
ships with chains have to carry the 
product of their chain producer, they 
' otherwise are bidding for product 
more or less in the open market. 
Moat all of them do their own book- 
ing. 

Shortly after sound came In about 
4,000 theatres,, mostly shotguns, 
passed from the film scene never to 
return. Against their loss ap- 
proximately 1,000 new houses have 
been built or rebuilt to take their 
place. According to distribution au- 
thority the pew 1,000 represents tor 
the distributor much more in re- 
'. turns than the old 4,000 galleries. 

Numerous theatres operated in- 
dependently as sidelines have also 
been removed. The dlstrlb gener- 
ally halls the passing of the side- 
line exhlbs because theatre opera- 
tion was not their first considera- 
tion, nor were their obligations.

Firm is not figuring 
to miy^ any coin on these revival 
productions during their legit show- 
ings, but merely wants these ap- 
pearances in order to later use the 
advertising cateh-lihe pf 'See a $4-40 
musical for regular B.'A K. prices,' 
which means SS^cants for the early 
afternoon performances. 

Publix figures to hold these 
shows In the best legit spots only 
for two or three -weeks, and even at 
a loss, calculating that any loss will 
be made up later at the picture 
houses. B. & K. accepts ttie warn- 
ing that after a couple of these shows 
the public will get hep and wait for 
the productions to come to the film 
spots at the grind prices. , . 
Legit's Fear 

B. & K. Is not believed to be par- 
ticularly anxious to go into legit 
production, and would much prefer 
to take sho'we from the regular 
legit producers, but the firm has 
been contacting every producer In 
the business and has not jret been 
able 'to settle for any ciirrent at- 
traction. Most legit men are not in 
ftLvor of doing business with the 
picture people, figuring them strict- 
ly the enemy camp. The legit pro- 
ducers realize that such deals may 
seriously deplete what audiences 
they have left. 

The house slated for the experi- 
ment locally Is the side-street Ma- 
jestic, which' has Its tongue hanging 
out for any tenant. 

Publlx-B. St K, would prefer to 
remain in . the background with a 
regular legit man to do the actual 
producing. Reported that Joe De-

Ing Into this production end, and is 
said to have already lined up a 
number of these former musical 
hits, particularly a trio of Schwab 
& Mandcl shows.

Local show business got together 
last week in a battle against a pro- 
posed local ordinance which alms to 
paste a 10% tax, on the gross re- 
ceipts of all theatres. This is the 
local edition of two other similar tax 
proposals by state and national 
legislators. Current bill, backed by 
alderman Edward Walters, is gilded 
as an emergency measure to corral 
enough coin, to take care of the un- 
employment relief fund. 

At the meeting, at which all 
amusement enterprises were repre- 
sented, theatre men delivered fig- 
ures showing that 43 picture houses 
were now ih the hands of the re- 
ceivers, 85% of the legit theatres are 
likewise operated in receivership, 
and 104 neighborhood houses are on 
the verge of bankruptcy. 

Acting for the legit faction were 
Ralph Kettering, appointed Chicago 
representative of the National The- 
atre League, John Garrlty (Shubert 
group) and Roilo Tlmponi tor 
Powers-Erianger theatres. On the 
film end were Jack Miller of the 
MPTOA; Aaron Sapersteln for 
Allied bouses, Ed Silverman for 
Essaness, Frank Smith of the RKO 
Palace; Fred Schaefer of Jones, 
Llnick and Schaefer,' besides many 
individual theatre owners. Harry 
Leonard, real estate attorney for 
Publix-B. &-K. was present but took 
no active part in proceedings. Other 
representatives took up the fight for 
the amusement parks, indoor and 
outdoor athletic enterprises.

The local censor board, which has 
started cracking under the sudden 
determination of the film exchanges 
to gain some relief from Its deci- 
sions. Is now exhibiting signs of 
blowing up from within as the re- 
sult of bitter squabbles among the 
members themselves. Not only are 
the exchanges attempting to chop 
down the despotism of the censor 
mogul, Mrs. Eflfle 'Pinkie' Zigier,. 
but the members apparently have 
the same thought. . 

While the exchanges are taking 
an above-board road by openly ap- 
pealing to Mayor Cermak, the 
under - censors are doing their 
digging against 'Pinkie' and their 
fellow-members from the Inside. 
Many are trying to establish their - 
own following with the various wo- 
men's clubs here and are regularly 
running, from meeting to meeting 
making' censorship speeches in 
which tiie other members oic the 
board are slyly attacked. Several ' 
members of the board have ap- 
proached 'Variety' to ask that they 
not be classed with Mrs. Zigler as 
being arbitrary and thoughtless' in ' 
the destruction of valuable film' 
property. 

For the ruining of film has be- 
come an extremely serious problem 
down on celluloid row, and Is the ' 
basic cause of the appeal to the 
mayor for immediate relief. Last 
year. the censors rejected 159,000' 
feet of film, film that had cost thou- 
sands of dollars to produce. 

Personal Prejudieas' - 
. Members of the censor outfit. In 
complaining to 'Variety,' have openr 
ly. stated that, the seven women and 
one man on tlie board were moved 
almost entirely y>y personal, llkeia 
and prejudices, H the women enjoy 
the work or face of a certain actor, 
it's likely that anything He or she 
does or says is okay with them. 
If they happen to dislike a certain 
performer for any reason, they are 
ready to slash that player's scenes 
to ribbons. 

It is understood that the censors 
during the screening of pictures. ' 
keep up a running comment on the : 
private life of the stars to the end 
that this phase is allowed to . weigh 
upon the Judgment as to the pic- 
tures In which they appear. 

Besides the Internal wrangling on . 
the board, there Is a mess of III. 
feeling and uneasiness generally be> . 
cause of the desire of the city t*. 
clip down on general expenses noyr , 
that the muncipal finances are in 
an uproar. The first Is the fact 
that the money allowed for the op- 
erators has been slashed, allowing 
them enough coin for only four 
days' work each week. So the cen- 
sers are able to screen films on' th» 
first four days of the week ojoly, 
while on Fridays and Saturday tliey 
sit around doing nothing. 

Rushed and Peevish 

On these four days theyl are so 
rushed with features, c^edles, 
newsreelB and shorts, that they are 
reported -to be so nervous and petr 
tish tlrnt everything is likely to be 
upset. "This, 'Variety' Is Informed by 
several of the members, m&kes them 
tempermentally unable to coldly and 
Impartiall: Judge a picture." 

Of more importance is the recom- 
mendation of the city's efflciency 
department that the censor outfit 1>e 
slashed . 60%, leaving only four 
members to carry on the task of re- 
viewing and clipping. This cut, 
if put through, would leav6 Mrs. 
Slgler still in charge, since she la 
one of the first members of the 
board. Those dropped would prob- 
ably be the last four to Join the 
outfit.

Outstanding factor in a confusion 
session yesterday wtua the fact, that 
the market declined on volume. Jn 
the last hour after presenting a 
fairly steady front during most of 
the day. The amusements, were In- 
conspicuous, although . they gave 
way during the period of sales pres- 
sure. 

Loew again balked at the barrier 
of 30, while Par.'s pool operators al- 
lowed their favorite to break 
through 10 on the down side. Vol- 
ume here was inconsiderable. 

Market started favorably and 
hung until after 2 o'clock. This In. 
itself was a bearish factor, since 
the grain markets ^ivere staging sen- 
sational stunts in Chicago. May 
wheat at one time was up more than 
2 cents oii top of Its . 2 cent gialn 
on Saturday, while cotton adVa.nced 
about 10 points. These gains were' 
later cancelled. 

Importance of this development 
was that the commodity markets, 
had failed to keep pace with the 
brisk advance of the stock list, a de- 
tail that created suspicion that ' the 
advance In shares was artificial and. 
hot Justified by fundamentals. Fact 
that the commodities showed a dis- 
position to get into line, ought to 
have been a stimulating influence, 
and when it proved otherwise, bull- 
ish ardour cooled. 

In the last hour of trading in. Chi- 
cago grains lost most of their gains, 
and stocks followed suit . 

Point now to be considered is 
whether yesterday's performance 
marks the end of the New Tork up- 
turn, -or is merely a maneuver by 
the bull sponsors, designed to lure 
in a new lot of shorts at whose ex- 
pense a new upward surge, can be 
manipulated. 

Variety's observer is not prepared 
at this time to express an opinion, 
choosing rather to wait for the sit- 
uation to develop. The flrst hour 
today ought to be a test. Aggresive 
bears probably could force .prices 
Into an Important decline at the 
opening; after ' which it would be 
a question of the quality of the sell 
Ing and the determination of the 
constructive forces. 

Inflation or What? 
Up to the Saturday close the in- 
dustrial averages had- recovered 
abojit 20% from their early Janu 
ary bottoms, and the speculative 
community was divided into . two 
camps. One faction took tlie view 
that the whole advance was an arti 
flclal run up based on the technical 
position and designed solely by 
strong downtown Interests to get 
out from under; and the other argu 
ment was that the Federal bank was 
promoting some mild degree of in- 
flation .of credit by way of apply- 
ing the pulm'otor to an extremely 
sick situation. 

The truth probably lies as usual 
somewhere between these opposing 
lines of reasonings, with a third fac- 
tor applying to the immediate fu- 
ture ot prices in a ti'aditlonal early 
New Year run-up of quotations due 
to repurchase of stocks and bonds 
sold during' December for tax pur- 
poses and also a disposition to ila- 
count seasonal influences toward 
sprlni; revival of business. At any 
rate the parallel of Stock Exchange 
price charts continues to be main 
talned with the upward line of 19U 

and 1980, continuing the repetition 

^^of seasonal movement, during most 
^Hof last year and conspicuously dur 
^Vlng December. 

Wr- The recovery, be it an. important 
turn-about of- values or morely an 
intermittent rally interrupting 
long range down trend, had rather 
less effect upon the amusement 
stocks than upon the leading indus- 
trials. The active theatre issues at 
the end of the week were mixed, ex 
cept in one respect— the preferred 
stocks were uniformly better to an 
Impressive extent and if that means 
anything. It ought to mean that a 
discriminating sort of Investment 
J>uying is coming into the group. 

As to the generality . of picture 
common stocks the list suggested 
that operating cliques were turning 
cautious. Statistically, 10 strictly 
amusement common stocks gained 
about 7 points, vvhile three slipped 
back a little more than 1. Oh the

Practical showmanship Is com- 
i>letely lacking In all of the talker's 
important departments — casting, 
istory and technical handling. The 
latter doubtlessly was handicapped 
by the subject and thought in back 
' |»f the venture. 

The picture- business Is not so 
young, , nor so self -satisfied, that It 
has failed to seek new. audiences. 
Expansion is always sought In the 
theatre, with new faces among the 
Ouet(}tners the ever-present dream 
of the showman. If the motive be- 
hind "Way Back Homo' was to cre- 
ate new. patrons the Ironic humor 
In the result Is even greater. 
I For every hew customer drawn 
by this picture, and perhaps to see 
this picture only, 1,000 regular pa- 
trons will stay away; That Is more 
of a conservative estimate than a. 
severe or wild guess, because of all 
the basic principles which "Way 
Back Home' violates. And even a 
non-showman .In tlie show business 
knows, or should' know, that the 
average picture-goer through con- 
stancy is much more welcome and 
desirable than the freak customer 
who comes once but never again. 

Radio bought Seth Parker (Phil- 
lips Lord) of radio on the premise 
that he's the 'biggest thing on the 
air.' Seth Porker might be the big- 
gest thing on the air as far as his 
own air audience Is concerned, but 
the obvious mistake in the conclu- 
sion drawn Is that ParkerJs radio 
following cannot be a^ipllcd to the 
theatre or secured by theatre box- 
offloes. 

. Parker's broadca.sts on the NBC 
Jetwork are released by 50 outlets 
Vjoohlng from New York to Fal- 
mouth, Me., and the appeal is direct 
to the old folks. The gag of 'wheel 
em in' Is applicable to this picture, 
and tlvough distasteful tells every- 
thing. 

. New York is definitely elimi- 
nated Od an Important spot for this 
picture, which leaves 49 radio out- 
lets. And other large cities are 
equally doubtfuL 'Which slices the 
total still more. Ailother source of 
Income lhat's barred is the foreign 
Held. As on merit 'Way Back Home 
IS almost nil, and as Seth Parker 
la unknown abroad, that field Is en- 



tirely out of consideration. All 
showmanship , as non-showman 
practice it 

On the ether Parker's homely 
philosophies, hymn singing and 
countryside character material ap- 
peals almost strictly to the elderly 
and rural classes. It Is well known 
within radio that Parker's follo'W' 
ers are not theatre-goers. On top 
of that Is their Infirmity. 'Which 
means- the field from which the pic 
ture must draw on Piorker's own 
popularity Is probably - the most 
limited that any commercial pic- 
ture has ever confronted. ' 

As a picture 'Way Back Home' Is 
a flash back to. the elementary days 
of film, producing. The story Is one 
that served the Industry In its early 
days, eventually becoming so ijse- 
less that It was discarded alto^ 
gether ,by the serious producers. 
The slapstick firms satirized the 
plot and used It for two-reelers. 
Nowadays even they no . longer 
use It. 

While Parker, playing a goateed 
rube in . the Chic Sale manner, but 
never a Sale in effectiveness.

Two swell stews, both women, and 
some other rure comedy touches, go 
a long way in lifting 'Two Kinds of 
■Women', to the plane where it's at 
least agreeable entertainment. With- 
out its humor, picture would have 
been lost in a frequently dull love 
story, some lack-lustre dialog and 
glamour of big city sin that's old 
stuff by now. .Lacking the strength 
to give it the edge ovcr.average pro- 
grammers, doubts are that it'll turn 
in anything but. fair, grosses any- 
where. 

The names of Miriam Hopkins 
(despite her increasing popularity 
arid her unquestioned ability) and 
Phillips Holmes (despite the per- 
fect opportunities given him by 
Paramount) are not big enough box 
office to swell grosses of film due on 
its merits. They do. not make a 
good team in this attempt. 'Whether. 
Holmes will ever build Into marquee 
mea'nlng or not. Miss Hopkins^ who 
has better chances, can't do It un-' 
less costing Is more In her favor. 

Holmes starts out with, a combi- 
nation ne'er-do-well and hot-house 
flower role here, but, with tradi- 
tional scenario certainty, undergoes 
almost immediate regeneration Into 
an unconvincing love interest 

The flrst reel or so plants . the 
theory of a South Dakota senator, 
regardless of his daughter's views, 
that New York is steeped. In Iniquity 
and thus Is not - representative of 
the rest of the country.' Going to 
New York to debate the point with 
an easterner, the daughter by 
chance gets a real insight Into the 
town on meeting the playboy- 
wastrel hero. 
: That he goes for her Immediately 
with marriage in view five minutes 
after the meeting, and the scenario 
handling it all In wishy-washy 
fashion, makes the picture look bO' 
loney. Perhaps Benjamin .Glazer 
was so unconvinced himself that he 
couldn't write the first reel or two 
with conviction. 

Later on, as the story begins to 
pick up a little, although It stops 
now and then to go to sleep, the 
dialog Is generally much more sales- 
worthy. Much Is given over to the 
development of romance and the 
boy's getting rid of a drunk mar- 
riage to a chorus girl by buying her 
off. Circumstances lead to the girl's 
plunge to death from a window, 
subsequent scandal bringing the S. 
D. senator to reconciliation with his 
daughter. As known a reel before, 
the boy Is cleared and the sappy 
ending arrives with the prlrl turning 
boss by saying they'll go. to South 
Dakota to settle down. , 

The hinterland may like seeing 
New York panned, but sneer at the 
stew stuff. The two young women 
players who go In for that are 
Wynne Gibson and Josephine Dunn. 
They're perfect and at times more 
than usually funny. Miss Gibson 
tops any woman doing a comedy 
drunk on the screen: To Miss Dunn 
falls the assignment of belngahalf- 
unconsclous tippler. She's ' very 
good at It. 

This might have been more ap- 
pealing entertainment had Mies 
Hopkins, herself excellent, had sup- 
port opposite more In keeping with 
what folks might expect from her 
and the story. Stuart Erwin nearly 
wasted as a reporter. All he gets 
is a little news, and that didn't 
count mtich.'.

The .struggle.s of a couple who 
would bo. bullroom dancers. It 
should do nicely without causing a 
furore, heiped no little by the mo- 
mentum of 'Bad Girl,' which 
launched the Dunn-Eilers combina- 
tion. . Considering that this picture 
is reported to have cost only $1G0,- 
000, that's a . different angle and 
from such a viewpoint It's highly 
satisfactory. 

But looking at It on the screen 
'Dunce Team' is spotty in Its.enter- 
tainment and too often rcvculs a 
tendency to dmg, ail of which could 
have been attended to by cutting. It 



would unwind as a better program 
effort with 10 minutes out Its 
laughs and the performance of 
Dunn, however, 'wlU pull It through 
pleasantly. 

The cause of the delays In reach- 
ing the destination Is the director's 
penchant to almost let the film de« . 
velop into an actor's lament Em« 
phaal2ing the heartaches of out of 
work performiers, who are script 
sidelights, carries no tear' for the au-- 
dlence, shifts attention from the'In- 
terest developed. In the ambitious, 
kids and provides just so . many 
lapses. These passages spasmodic- 
ally annihilate the tempo evoked 
through Dunn and upoh each occa- 
sion the. picture merely has to start 
all Over again. That such treat- 
ment Is not completely ruinous Is 
to be attributed to the value In the 
dialog, Its delivery by Dunn and the 
pleasant foiling, of Miss Ellers. 

Main source of . comedy Is the 
boy's complete self -confidence In his 
ability as a dancer and his naivete 
concerning money matters, wherein 
he continuously overquotes and. ini 
the next breath, as Innocently cor- 
rects himself by stating the true 
and much lower figure. Story car- 
ries the couple from a chance meet- 
ing to the featured dancers ■ in a 
class night club. . On the way they 
win a dancehall contest, are lpre- 
vented from opening In a cheap 
chow-melnery by an accident, but' 
leap frorh Coney Island to the hi-- 
hat cafe on a break, - Follows the' 
splitting up of tlie team through 
Dunn's groundless jealousy over the 
attentions of a wealthy suitor to his 
partner and the daiice duo's ultimate 
reunion after Dunn has hit bottom 
since tlie parting. Means to the 
reconciliation is the old monologlst, 
become a night watchman, whom 
the youngsters had befriended. 

The script's lighter moments are 
made wholly delightful by Dunn and 
are sufflclently abundant to rate 
'Dance Team' as pleasant entertain- 
ment. It Is In the forced pathos, 
thiok. with superfluous sentimental- 
ity, that the undermining occurs. 
Lanfield hals even carried this so far 
as to twice show Dunn In prayer, 
the flrst time drawing an uninten- 
tional laugh when he pleads for the 
success of the girl — the audience 
supposition being that the self-con- 
fident lad has no fears foi* himself. 
This takes place on the brink of 
their first professional opportunity 
which never materializes. 

Technically, the picture holds 
everything to be desired. Camera 
and sound work Is good, though the 
Roxy amplification developed a bad 
tremolo opening night at the first- 
show, and the settings are ade- 
quate. Principal cast secondary la 
Harry Beresford as the aged and 
long Idle vaude performer. First 
Impression will be that fteresfbrd 
over-plays throughout but this fact 
can also be attributed to direction. 
Minna Gombel Is distinctly a minor 
consideration, limited by. footage, 
and Ralph Morgan, from legU, han- 
dles a small port convincingly as 
the millionaire with a hobby for 
running cafes. Charles "Williams also 
makes realistic the Impreiaslon of a 
Broadway agent. 

'Dance Team' Is an Interesting 
study for It was turned out under 
the present era of stress on the 
coast and at something less than 
the desired low cost figure. An ex- 
cellent studio submission to the the- 
atres from this angle, the picture 
might have been unqualifiedly 
stamped as sterling with better 
editing.

Until the announce- 
ment, it was not clear what the 
status of the two senior stocks 
would be under the RKO capitaliza- 
tion. Before the bond Issue and 
deflation of the stock, Orpheum pre- 
ferred was convertible into RKO 
two for one and Keith, three for 
one, but It was not clear whether 
the recapitalization (ltd not apply 
also to the old preferred stocks, 
making Orpheum worth one-halt 
share of RKO and Keith worth 
three-quarters.

With raw positive and negative 
film at Us lowest price, additional 
headaches have been added to the 
worries ot raw stock distributors 
by the personal likes and dislikes 
ot cameramen. Film supply houses 
are at loss over which type ot film 
to keep In stock. 

Popularity ot high speed film Is 
divided between the regular high 
speed stock and the new grayback.. 
Not a few cameramen prefer the 
older! panchromatic film. For dub- 
bing purposes, stock houses still 
must keep on hand orthocbromatic 
film, now In the discard for direct 
photography. 

Choosy Phetogs - 

Film, highly perishable, is shipped 
west In small, quantities to the stock 
houses. Emulsion Is nuihbered so 
that the cameraman, by ' checking 
the last batch ot film he used, can 
tell just how old %ho film Is. All 
cameramen hold out for the large 
serial numbers, knowing they are 
late shipments. For this, reason the 
stock houses cannot carry .film for 
aYiy length ot time because tho 
cam'eramen will pass It up. 
. According to the luck they have 
been having, cameramen shift from 
one typo of film to the other, con 
tinually. Distributors never know 
which will be popular next month. 

For the past six months, with 
raw negative down to four cents a 
foot, and positive at one and one 
half cents — jthe lowiest it has ever 
been — distributors have been opcr 
atlng on 'a possible ■ net profit of 
around 1%%, probably the lowest 
maximum liet ot any business on 
record.

Michael Bohnen, formerly with 
the Metropolitan Opera in New: 
York, is starred and turns In a 
grand performance. Instead of, as 
is usual with singers In pictures, 
the play being written around Him, 
he Is just one of the cast. He slnga 
all. the songs, however, which may 
be a mistake despite his fine voice. 

' It's a sort of satire on modern 
American life as seen b?- Euro- 
peans.. Bohnen .is cast as a loafer 
who takes a waiter's Job for a 
night Gentleman raook offers him 
1,000 marks for a change of ties, 
white for black, thus changing 
places with him and escaping. 
Bohnen immediately becomes in- 
volved in an adventure with a rich 
American woman, ably played by 
Olga Tschekova, who. takes him to 
Florida, He finally saves himself 
by running away and getting back 
to his poolroom sweetheart. 

It is written and played In a fan- . 
tastic and satirical manner and. 
with a fine musical background, 
also a choir in a couple of spots 
tor effect. 'Some of It is very funny 
and other parts are quite fine, but 
the total is not enough. Production 
evidently expensive with a big cast. 

Film seemingly proves, however, 
that It may be possible to have 
opera on the Screen, if written for 
the screen and handled in a well 
temi>oed manner. BUt It will have 
to be done a bit more thoroughly 
than here. Two of . the songs, 
'Heimweh' CHomeslckness') and 
Toh Hab tur die Iiiebe die Groeste 
Sympathle' ('I Havci the Greatest 
Sympathy tor Love') ought to build 
for popularity. Kauf. 



An amusing idea back of this 
latest German musical, plus Lilian 
Harvey means that It is pretty safe' 
box office wherever Germans can 
be found.

Brmal Jay Ume, president of the 
Sound Projectionists' Ass'n; B. M. 
Evans, business agent, and John 
GlUeaple, ex-convlct, are being- held 
In the county Jail, without bond, as 
oeU-confessed participants in- the 
bombing of Loew's Midland theatre 
Jap, 11. A negro porter wm In 
suntly killed. 

Blast' occurred Just as the last 
. members of the audience were leav- 
ing the theatre at night. The bomb 
was In the hands of the porter, who 
bad found It under a seat In the up- 
per .balcony, and. It. Is supposed, was 
taking the package to the office. It 
exploded as he reached tlie mezza- 
alne floor. 

According to the confessions It 
was originally Intended to plant It 
In the Royal, : but Gillespie, who 
claims he was an unsuspecting tool 
of the others, was unable to gain 
admission to the Royal balcony, 
where he had been .Instructed to 
plant the bomb, and took It back to 
Xdme, who then toid him to leave it 
at the Uldland, that the bundle con 
talned liquor and would be picked 
up by an usher^ 

Retaliation Motive' 

The men stated that their action 
was for the purpose- of retaliating 
against the lATSE, and that the 
Midland was selected tor the reason 
that John Morgan, president of the 
local br&nch of the International, Is 
one of .the Midland operators. The 
men also ctf^ted that their reason 
tor picking the Royal first was on 
account of Robert DlUlon, business 
agent for the local union, being an 
operator, there. Dublnsky Brothers, 
who manage . the house, deny that 
DllUon Is employed at the Royal but 
was there before they took the 
bouse oyer from Publlz. 

In their lengthy confessions both 
lilme and.

Appellate Di.vlaion of the New 
York Supreme Court, First Depart- 
ment, has ruled 4hat no employment 
license is necessary between an 
agent and a theatrical performer. 
. This verdict la handed down by 
Judge Sherman' in the damage ae-' 
tion of Johnny Hyde (William Mor-- 
ris office) against Rosita, dancer, 
and her parents, which was thrown 
but of court last year by Judge In- 
graham, Supreme Court, when Hyde 
admitted to having ho license. 

The verdict on appeal in effect is 
that an agent,' provided he can sho'w 
that he has rendered managerial 
services, or acted as a personal rep- 
resentative for an actor, and where 
the seeking of employment for an 
actor is incidental to management, 
does not require an employment 
license. 

Question of whether or not an em- 
ployment license Is necessary in a 
managerial agreement between an 
agent and a theatrical performer 
has been a moot one for years. 
Many Cases have l>een refused trial 
upon admittance of the agent that 
he possessed no such license. None 
of these decisions has been appealed 
' to the Appellate Division except one, 
that of Palowskl versus Woodruff, 
with no decision handed down by 
the high'er court in that cose.

..With Beck's' bow out his scheme 
to re'store the former front of the 
Palace, In plax;e of the present new 
lobby there, was automatically 
abandoned. 

Had 'Em Dizzy 

It's said that the rapidity, of Beck's 
orders in connection with the Pal 
ace kept the . RKO working crew 
dizzy. Another subject of more in- 
terest to Beck is repprted the pres-. 
ent Orpheum circuit group of losing 
theatres under RKO. Beck is said 
to be concentrating more upon the 
picture rental paid by those theatres 
in the west than why the Palace on 
Broadway spends $2,000 or more a 
week in advertising. 

The Orpheum theatres pay 16% of 
the gross as rental for the pictures 
they play. Beck, from account, hasn't 
yet been able, to fathom why the 
rates for the pictures have gone up 
on the Orpheum Circuit since he 
was its president many years Ago 
and mad? the weekly limit for any 
kind of film $300. 

Beck still' maintains lila office on 
the northeast corner of the sixth 
floor of the Palace theatre building. 
It is the best office space of the 
suite. It also saves Beck the wear 
and tear of walking over to his own 
theatre office In the Back theatre 
building on 45th street west of 8th 
avenue. The Beck theatre Is one of 
his steady Income makers. It Is 
under lease to the Theatre Guild. 



Added vaudeVlUe spots from RKO, 
meaning 20 or more acts booked 
weekly than in the past,, results 
from Increase of bills by one attrac- 
tion In most 'all the Greater New 
York houses. Where four act shows 
had been used ' either regularly or 
most' of the time, five Is now th« 
policy, w)ille where five had .been 
booked, a sixth is now to come in.

Miss Reade 
had to expect the play be taken 
away from her, and for. that reason 
her- slow ballad Is probably out by 
now, for time saving. That time 
', tlvliedule is. important, especially if 
It's going to be five shows a day. 
From the first sIiqw it seemed that 
Frankle Masters and his band, dou- 
bling from pit to stage, could have 
been cut.

Presently, she does two' songs and 
the confession bit. from 'Anna 
Christie' which she made as a 
silent picture. • 

Actress .has a small singing 
voice. Her last tune, partly dueted 
with Al Drinker, pianist, gets over 
stronger than her Initial try. It 
looks as though this is due to 
Drinker's help and some good light 
Ing, wherein an orange spot shows 
her from the waist up only and a 
dark spot just shows Drinker. Turn 
closes pretty well with that item. 

Drinker introduces the 'Ghrjstie' 
sketch and a comparison with Greta 
Garbo's handling of the same lines 
in the recent talker can't help but 
come up. A couple of Neville Flee- 
son's ex-partners are doing . the 
Qarbo version on their own.

Show, with standees Saturday 
afternoon, .and all key acts over 
strong, is costing around tl4,000. It's 
in tor two weeks, with possibility of 
holdover, further. 

Main draw is Beatrice Llllie. The 
other two are Flfl D'Orsay and Mills 
Bros, They're all singing attactions 
but none parallel In. type. At the 
box. office, D'Orsay, with her film 
backing and the Mills with their 
air following, are probably about 
equal on percentage of lure. Addi- 
tionally, there's George Olsen for 
some meaning at the ticket 
windows. 

Miss D'Orsay went on ahead of 
Olsen, :wlth the French stage star 
who made an added name with Fbx, 
spotted third. She did 19 minutes, 
going over big and selling herself 
well. The Olsen band closed Inter- 
mission, with another singing act, 
Al Slegel and Lillian Shade directly 
ahead. 

Originally both the Mills Bros, 
and Beatrice Llllie were set in that 
order, to lead to intermission, but 
later switched to the second half, 
with Olsen brought to fifth. 

All that separates Miss D'Orsay 
and Lillian Shade, who come the 
nearest of the singing units to be- 
ing similar. Is ' a staged bit with 
Miss Lillle. It's an eight-minute 
comedy scene In a theatre, with the 
British stage comedienne trying to 
make herself as troublesome ob pos- 
sible to patrons .nearby. 

On opening intermission. Miss 
Lillle walked away with things in a 
routine of thi-ee numbers, 'Snoop, 
the Lawyer,' 'I Killed Him' and a 
swell burlesque on a torch singer. 
That last number, tieing up the 
show, is one of the cleverest ever 
done by Miss Lillle. She puts some 
clever touches to blues singing with 
the plat wig, flaming, red handker- 
chief, and other incidentals. Miss 
Lillie, though urged to do an en- 
core, declined Saturday afternoon. 

In Miss Shade, the Palace found 
another woman singing act that's 
tops. In songs especially written 
for her by Al Slegel, who seems a 
modest sort, she took the high 
hurdles here gracefully. Miss Shade 
is a sparkling brunet with a load of 
personality and a voice that can't 
fall to click. At first working in a 
black gown that becomes her brunet 
coloring, 'she later works in a rose- 
colored gown for a love song and a 
couple others. She shows to best 
advantage in the black and in that 
green spot doing 'Minnie the 
Moocher,' is at her outstandlngest. 
Reversal of the changes, with 'Min- 
nie' to close might send the act over 
even stronger. 

Miss D'Qrsay is the big . flash on 
appearance. And with it she dis- 
seminates a lot of personality. 

The colored quartet of Mills 
freres are on the end tailing Milton 
Berle's next to closing spot. They 
and their tricky crooning, with its 
nondescript' mutterlngs and gibber- 
ish, seemed to go nicely with the 
folks Saturday afternoon, but there 
was an awful lot of It. Because of 
Its sameness, ' It gets a little tire- 
some. The Mills boys are grouped 
around a mike, strung up to an 
amplifier downstage right, and stay 
around It in precisely the 'same 
manner for six numbers. The five, 
without the encore further down- 
stage in one, would have been 
enough. 

Berle, who as m. c, worked hard 
and effectively throughout the bill, 
putting in an appearance between 
every act and doing gags with nu- 
merous people on .the bill, kept him- 
self down to eight minutes in pen- 
ultimate position. With his open- 
ing talk striking home quickly, 
same as when he makes his first 
appearance as m. c, he follows it 
up with a song and scrams, a nice 
hit 

Berle digs up a few old gags, in- 
cluding the one about selling the 
big car, but they all found laughs. 
In one spot, Berle admitted 'It's 
good, even If It's old.' 
. The coniedlan has a free and. easy 
manner and was around so much It 
seemed as though It was his show, 
but with a nice distribution of gagrs 
he always made himself welcome. 

Olsen, with a' clever trick, pulled 
the biggest hand of the afternoon. 
He called on a spectator in the 
audience, supposedly Lindbergh, to 
get up, and finally got him, despite 
traditional bashfulness, to mount 
the rostrum. House went wild, aiid 
then came the surprise with the 
dead-rlnger for the flying Colonel 
going to his cello. Olsen has a 17- 
plece outfit with prooners, burles- 

?ulng singers, etc. doubling. In addi^ 
Ion to Ethel Shiitto, who does a bit 
from one of the boxes 'Rigoletto' 
quartet version very tunny and 
novel. It should have closed instead 
of the skeleton-thriller bit. Having 
much more- singing than anything 
else, the Olsen act nearly came into 
the vocal category, also. There's no 
dancing to offset. 

It's probably the first Palace show 
to have so little dancing in It. With 
a team of some kind, possibly a 
comedy combination Instead of one 
of the Ringing acts, the balance 
would ' have seemed better, even 
though, as Is, It's an A-1 Palace 
show. Char,

First part comprises Bowell, wire 
artist who climbs to the top of 
the house on a tight' wire over the 
heads of the audience and slips 
back hanging by the toes of one 
foot' Performance is practically 
killed by gendarmes compelling him 
to carry k belt and safety ropes, 
which take off the kick of a possible 
accident 

Trio Newton,' two men and a girl, 
have one or two good ' knockabout 
gags. Also when doing a slow mo- 
tion picture flicker Imitation, firing 
a revolver shot, anC having the bul- 
let travel at slow motion on' a 
thread. Elsie Carew and Florlta, 
two Spanish dancers, work In 
shaded lights, and ' end with a 
double dapce, using a white screen 
In 'three'.

The best act la 
the first part which ends after tiM 
well-kno'wn Luganos, high trapese 
couple, with the Walton's marion- 
ettes, already aeen often at tliQ 
Empire. 

Atter intermission comes RoM 
Amy, who to-, a long time has bem,. 
known as a 'diseuse,' and whom 
opening song is a kind of a French 
replica of Raquel Meller's 'Vlo- 
letersL,' done with roses. This she 
does ' in a blue crinoline dressy 
which she drops, revealing- under- . 
neath a white satin, gown for an 
Immediate, change. 
. Then conies the real show, Jack 
Hylton and His Boys, on a praia 
stage similar to the one the Empire 
introduced for Jeanette MacDonald. 
Best specialties are a whistler, a 
dancer; a trumpet an xylophonlst 
.using three sticks in each hand, and 
a drum.mer who iises the Jack Pow- 
ell Idea. Act goes very big, and 
much better than during hfs last 
appearance in Paris. During tb^ 
performance a huge Decca record 
sign Is on the stage.

Chldaeo, Jan. 1(. 
Solid names that reach far back 
into the old. days of show business 
are marching across the stage and 
the screen here this week, and the 
first show offered evidence that 
these real personalities are weighty 
both at . the front gate and in the 
seats. As to the gate, there was a 
full lobby hold-out at the conclusion 
,of the Initial round, a sight that 
happens rarely at this house where 
first shows being early in the after- 
noon. And once in their seats, this 
audience were happier than they've 
been In many weeks here. Audi- 
ence was unusual In carrying a 
heavy number of . older folks and 
youngsters; the so-called younger 
generation was not so much In evl« . 
dence.. 

Both ages were attracted by .the' 
old and real names the Palace ads 
are listing currently. Those names 
would. . make a eentimantallst go 
soppy over the traditions of show 
business. On the celluloid a. strini; 
of meaningful monikers are count- 
ing plenty tor 'Her Majesty, Love' 
(WB). This, the first Warner flicker 
to play a local RKO theatre, la get- 
ting applause at the opening tor the 
featured Marilyn Miller, W. C. 
Fields, Leon Errol, Ford Sterling 
and Chester Conklln. 

And on the stage the Nelson Fam- 
ily, the Rooneys, Dorothy Stone, be- 
sides such well-knownera as Harry 
Rose and Carl Freed, are making 
an old-time, variety bill that had 
this audience cooing. There was 
something electric about the open- 
ing audience, a spark that vibrated 
from the overture. 

In the opening spot were th^ seven 
Nelsons, billed as the NelsOn Fam- 
ily, a family that has meant things 
In stage acrobatics tor a couple of 
generations.

Chicago, Jan. 18. 

On the outskirte of show business 
proper Ilea a now . decaying ter- 
ritory, divided Into mtiny atrusgUnB 
i>arts, which are manaelns to exist 
by virtue of . some meagre associa- 
tion with the great mass of show 
business. This fringe «f show bus!- ' 
ness now encompasses the Chau- 
tauqua, the platform world, the 
stock, rep and tent shows, the 
carnival and burlesque, tab outfits. 

They are all- best spoken of .lp 
the past tense. Some may with 
some difficulty live a wary future. 
None Is living a healthy present. 
Two entertainment forces have 
strangled them; the picture and the 
radio. 

Decline of the tent shows Is often 
attributed to the poor plays. That 
the plays are many times poor, 
there's no dispute. But whether 
they're, any worse than th6 plays 
of 10 years before when' the tents 
were thriving. Is debatable. In the 
folding of the tents, as in other por- 
tions of outdoors and Indoors dra- 
matic show business, the screen and 
the etlier .are the basic quakes. ' . 

It has taken 10 years to bring the 
tents, the stocks and the reps from 
their position In the sky to their 
present i9tand In the mud. Par- 
ticularly has the stock : and rep, 
playing, regular theatres, been 
swattedj swatted desperately by the 
sudden disappearance of available 
theatres. Motion picture Industry 
has gobbled up almost all of the 
possible theatres, especially In the 
smaller towns; and are either ns- 
(ng these houses for the projection 
of dickers or have them shuttered 
In order to shut out compeUtloa of 
Siny sort: 

Impotsibi* Rent* 
' In former years every town, al' 
most to the smallest, had Its town 
hall or theatre, aveUlable for travel' 
Ing companies.. Today the circuits 
and the flickers have swallowed 
these spots. If they're not wired 
for sound, they are kept as homes 
for cobwebs. Travelling managers 
are finding It Impossible to get 
these houses open for their shows. 
They are not often refused these 
theatres polntblank bnt the rentals 
' demanded for the use of the halls 
make the deal prohibitive. 

This capture of the town's legit 
spots by the flicker business has 
reacted by the forced erection of 
high school auditoriums, of which 
. there, has been a huge and rapid 
spread these past few years. For 
merly few high schools had audi 
torlums since the school assemblies 
were held In' the town's theatre. 
But now, with the theatre used on 
matinees for pictures, the schools 
were driven to build their 
raeetlng-haUs. 

No more can the Chautauqua 
scrape through with a few parlor 
entertainers, a. couple' of singers, 
some musical acts, bell-ringers, 
topped oft with political or educa 
tlonal lecturers. Farmers are get. 
ting trained over the' radio. The 
poor assemblage of cheap speakers, 
aftected sopranos and fake Ha 
wailan orchestras are pitiful In 
comparison. Improved standardly 
killed Chautauqua. 

Wouldn't Gamble 
Great fa\ilt of the Chautauquas 
has been their retiisai to gamble 
on their own merits. They have 
steadily been unwilling to come into 
a burg on their; own and win or 
lose according to their lights, as 
do the other shows. They built 
for themselves a soft cushion 
guarantees in advance. 

This guarantee business finally 
worked as a rough boomerang. For 
the past two years the guai-antee 
demand has l>een tlie destroyer of 
the Chautauqua route. This year 
was the chilliest ever. Chautauquas, 
wlilch formerly toddled cozlly 
through a 26-week route, were 
forced to be content this season 
..^.with eight or nine weeks, and those 
not consecutive. The local guar, 
antors of a sleeping powder exhlbl. 
tlon, called Chautauqua, Just quit 
being chumps. 

Other Turks 
On a different plane come the 
carnivals and the tab shows, aU 
falling Into the same category, 
They have been grouped together 
by a much-bitten public as strictly 
the gyp. 

Particularly loud has been the 
wailing among the carnivals this 
year.- I.ast year they thought they 
had reached bottom. This season 
they reached lower. Many forces 
carnles: as much from the Inside 
have served to assassinate the 
J as from without

Same charm of old-time flavor 
gave the Pat Rooney turn all the 
essence. - An act which everybody' 
knew'front the start, but which they 
enjoyed as much, and perhaps more, 
on the repetition. Rooney and ^t, 
m, are doing tlie same turn they've 
been using the past couple of years. 
One new idea inserted Is doing the 
Rooney theme dance together, back- 
to-back. A bit of showmanship that 
liad this mob bubbling inside. Sen- 
timent sprinkled In' vaude ' bills, 
when they can get It, Is.' what the 
variety fans like. Gold. 
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'Vaude houses, very much like 
legit theatres, dev«lop peculiar 
tricks o.f their own after a while, 
At this mammoth 14th streeter It's 
matter of names.' Anybody from 
Elkl Roberts to One-Eye Connolly 
can pack 'em in -with plenty stan- 
dees. ' But this week six vaude acts 
minus a name flash, and despite a 
pull picture In Delicious'' (Fo.z), 
thare were seats to spare Saturday 
afternoon. 

Not that the ' vaude bill Is any.

Shows Cause Most Bother 



'Winter is the open seatson of the 
Lost and Found Departments in 
metropolitan- theatres. With the 
first chilly blast the report of for- 
getting personal effects rolls Into 
high. Rubbers, umbrellas, mufflers 
and gloves fiendishly defy memory 
and complicate the lives of ushers. 

'A minimum of 200 articles is reg* 
Utered at our bureau on an aver*, 
age- winter day ,^' reports an usher 
whose life Is spent amid lonely, lost 
articles. 'Summer 'Isn't bad. Peo- 
ple don't wear much clothing— not 
enough to forget at any rate,' he 
added. 

This year has been' particularly 
lively,' he continued. 'No article is 
too trivial to be re-clalmed. The 
patron who, last year would have 
shrugged his shoulders over the loss 
of one glove, returns prepiared to 
pull down the theatre It the glove 
isn't found. 

Joe Usher shook his head over the 
ways of the world. 

'On a recent Sunday, 'when shops 
were closed, a patron lost her hat 
Our staff did its best to recover the 
eu-ticle, but we couldn't disturb the 
entire theatre to look for one hat 
The lady said she wouldn't think ot 
going home to Bayonne improperly 
dressed. She waited until the the« 
atre closed at two In the morning, 
when she departed^ hatted and com* 
plaining ov«r the inefficiency of our 
staff. 

'Ladies who kick off their pumps 
are a great problem. The slippers 
are carried along by patrons enter- 
ing Uie row. We have a terrible 
time trying to locate them. 

Tou'd be . amazed at some of the 
article^ left In theatres,' he said, 
'In the few months of iny service 
we've checked In a gun, a marriage 
license and a pair of ladles' 
bloomers. ' ^ 

Good System 

'When we have a good show,' said 
Joe, 'more articles are forgotten 
tlian when the performance is dull. 
'Bored patrons prepare' for depar- 
ture by carefully gathering up their 
wmps and bundles. Patrons who 
are entertained thoroughly ore 
absent-minded. 

"We have a very fine lost-and- 
found syistem,' continued Joe. 'A 
patron reports a loss, describes the 
article and leave's his name, at our 
bureau. When an article answering 
that description is turned in, a let- 
ter Is gent to the patron requesting, 
that he. call at our theatre. - It the 
article is not reclaimed within a 
Week it is stored in a cellar bin. 
The second week it is moved to an- 
other bin. If, in three weeks, It Is 
still unclaimed. It Is given to the 
usher who found it, or — if an' article 
of clothing— sent to the Salvation 
Arniy.' 

The most dramatic discovery the 
usher could recall was of a $20,000 
bracelet. Its delighted owner want- 
ed to present a substantial check 
to the usher who turned It In. 

'But he ' couldn't accept it.' 
sighed Joe. Then, fearing that his 
s^h might be interpreted as dIs- 
lo'yalty; 'It would have been 
■against the principles of our or- 
ganization.'

A' ring tnigedy occurred at the 
Garden Friday (16), when Tommy 
Loughran, the best boxer of his 
class, was knocke(l out by Steve 
Hamas, formerly of Penn' State's 
football team and one' of the best 
prospects ever from the colleges. It 
happened In the second round, and 
means that Tommy is now surely on 
the way out. It was his second de- 
feat here within a month, Loughran 
having first lost to King Levlnsky, 
and it was the second time for him 
to be kayoed. Jack Sharkey having 
turned that trick. 

The felled Phlladelphian had the 
sympathy of the fans. They didn't 
relish his passing by thai route, 
Xioughran has met and stood off 
many of the hardiest men In both 
heavyweight divisions barring no 
one and fighting frequently. Perhaps 
It was a mistake to pit him against 
so dangerous a fellow as Hamas 
after the Levlnsky licking, and it is 
possible that Kink hurt Tom worse 
than Indicated. - 

Hamas^ exhibited greater speed 
than Loughran from the opening 
bell. He pasted Tommy around the 
stomach so fiercely that, at the rest 
period I^oughran's midsection was 
scarlet. ' That he was hurt was indi- 
cated at the second round bell, when 
he seemed to drop his guiard. Slam 
went Haqias' right and down went 
Loughran, Up at about eight, he 
was iinable to stave off Steve's 
rushes and was on.the canvas soon.

Hamas rushed to aid 
Tommy to his corner. Gunboat Smith

nique to use them effectively. 

The Bpswell Sisters are particu- 
larly benefitted by lighting. Grouped' 
at the piano, it's the odd ' dark blue 
centered around them to the exclu- 
sion of the rest of the stage, that 
lends something. As well, the pin 
spot thrown on the solo number, by 
one of the' Boswells, outstanding in 
iho routine of four songs, helps in 
the selling. This single is, how-' 
ever, a little long, threatening Its 
reception. Blues stanza, bringing 
out piquant . harmony and . that 
tricky stuff, a better length. 

Three. Little Words, colored pick- 
aninnies, start out a . little mildly, 
but quickly heat up;> They work 
with an expressionistlc house drop, 
with practical entrance, behind 
them, giving way to Burns and Al- 
ien, who open before a window drop 
but ' soon step out to one with silk 
travellers coming together. 

Lonjg a strong bet In vaudeville 
with their talk, there're up against 
different conditions here. Rearltes 
in the theatre must cock the ears to 
get the gags and even then some 
go overboard. Withal, and despite 
that the sale of the material means 
a lot, the comedy team walked off 
to a heavy mitt. Those three gags 
on the dance takeoff, all ~of which 
come over the ether do'wn here, did 
the trick to a large extent. Must 
be a terrific strain for a twain like 
Burns and Allen to fight the talk 
handicaps of big spots like this one. 

Crosby, who tails the Jesse Craw- 
ford organ recital, with a bit over 
the mike, has the mike in his hat 
for one number In the full istage 
scene.

Richards is under an in- 
active contract with Paramount 
He built up and sold the extensive 
Saenger chain In the south to Para- 
mount. Richards' theatre interests, 
are extensive in several directions, 
and. his friends are. quite certain 
that were he to return to the the- 
atre ' as an operator,, it would be 
with his own circuit. It's doubtful, 
Richards' friends claim, whether the 
presidency of.

The Orpheum circuit, as a sub- 
sidiary of RKO, Is a 'group ot 86 
theatres west ot Chicago, extending 
to the Coast and carried on the 
RKO books OS a unit Twelve of 
the theatres are closed. The dark' 
houses entail, an annual loss to RKO' 
of around $600,000. 

.Handicaps 

The 24 theatres which arc open In 
the main keys of the west are re- 
stricted in picture service. Avail- 
able to tliese Orpheum houses are 
only the. pictures made by Radio 
Pictures, RkO-Pathe, and the na- 
tional release deal RKO has with 
Universal. This limited - picture 
supply, with Radio Pictures fur- . 
nlshing poor product fbr nearly two 
years, has held down the houses 
with their only relief the RKO 
vaudeville as the extra attraction in 
several of the theatres. Notwith- 
standing, through the operation and 
the vaudeville the Orpheum circuit 
still has .been been confined to a 
loss not beyond $500,000, 'which is 
tlie carrying charge ot the dark 
houses. 

The interest held by the Kohl 
group through Orpheum circuit's 
8% preferred stock, led to the de- 
sire for separate operation b.v the 
Kohl people In the hop^ that per- 
haps In this way the defaulted divi- 
dend payments on Orpheum pre- 
ferred may be restored. To accom- 
plish this the red would have to be 
wiped out and a profit of around 
$400,000 a year made by the Or- 
pheum, causing a turnover alto- 
gether of $900,000 a y{;ar.

: Lee Shubert favors a, complete, re- 
organization. Idea Is that all bond 
and stock creditors receive secur- 
ities of a reorganized corporation, 
that they might have a chaixpe to 
get back their Investments, when 
business conditions Improve. 

The stockholders ai-e apparently 
out, but if the reorganization is con- 
summated, would be counted In. A 
decision is expected to be annoijnced 
when .Lee Shubert returns from 
.Faim Beach. He Is due at the resort 
fo recuperate after a recent opera- 
tion. 

How the Shuberts, particulai'ly 
■Vee, have taken .it on. the chin fi- 
nancially as the , result of their 
realty operations is shown in the 
case of the Roy ma. Corporation 
'^hlch comprises the Majestic, 
Ro'yale and Malsque theatres. The 
trio were purchased from the Chan- 
Ins In a deal which Involved the 
Century theatre. The Century end of 
the transaction is believed to have 
been profitable to the Shuberts, but 
the losses on the theatres more than 
. wipe that out. 

Interest, Taxes in Arrears 

Lee Shubert personally holds a 
second mortgage- of $860,000 and It 
the houses are token over, as now 
seems virtually certain, by the first 
mortgage holders, the second mort- 
gage will be of . uncertain value. The 
Ifajedtlc, Royale and Masque are 
Shubert Theatre Corporation prop- 
erties. But $80,000 is owed for in- 
terest and taxes and receivers can- 
not payoff. Total value of the three 
theatres Is listed as $3,356,888. 

The United Cigar Stores has a 
first mortgage of $1,600,000, while 
S. W. Strauss, the bond house, has 
a first mortgage claim of $248,000. 
What with Lee Shubert's second 
mortgage that makes a total . of 
$2,700,000, leaving an equity of about 
$600,000.

I^e Shubert faces. a loss of $270,- 
000 on the Jolson theatre, a dead 
issue for several years. The Trebuhs 
Company, wl.lch is the Shuberts' 
personally owned' realty company. 
Is adding to losses' resulting from 
their theatre ownership. Recently 
the Cort, Ambassador, RItz- and 
49th Street were thrown back to the 
Shuberts. As most of those the- 
atres are , dark the losses are 
mounting weekly. Theatres In other 
cities turned back add further to 
the Shubert realty grief. The lease 
on the 44th Street In which the Shu- 
berts have a one third ownership in- 
terest was dIsalTlrmed, but has 
again been leased for the engage- 
ment of 'Little Racketeer' which 
opened tlVere Monday.

Since thls was 
approved by . the local Internal 
Revenue office, It Is hoped a change 
of decision will be fbrthooming from 
Washington on appeal.

'The Animal Kingdom.' 

.Barry tells the story of a success- 
ful young publisher of bo'oka who 
marries the wrong girl. . Tom Col- 
lier doesn't realize that Cecelia is 
a maisked gold digger until wedded 
to her 18 months and . thalt his real 
mate la Daisy Sage,' a magazine il- 
lustrator whom he had never fig- 
ured on marrying. He walks out 
with a curtain line that is a honey- 
not a gag, but possessed of a lot of 
meaning. 

Tom and Daisy had been sweet- 
hearts in every sense. Their affair 
had been such that each felt free 
of any strings. While Daisy is in 
Paris for a working trip he meets 
Ce and they are engaged in a 
month. He feels Daisy won't object. 
She takes it like a thoroughbred, 
but with a definite unworded. indi- 
cation that her love for him will last 
all his life. 

Ce and Tom are married for near- 
ly a year before Tom and Daisy 
again meet. Bach needs the men- 
tal stimulus that their contact had 
provided. Daisy's exhibition of 
paintings Isii't quite good enough 
while' Tom's skill in choosing scripts 
has be<iome somewhat blurred. 
'When he comes to her flat their few 
minutes of bubbling exchange 
points to the missing contact. In 
his Connecticut home they meet 
again.

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For his first Brpad.way showing 
In some time, it . doesn't look as 
though Walker Whiteside has cho- 
sen the right play. He might and 
probably will be able to carry it 
on the road or 'in stock, but ' for 
Broadway it woVi't do. 

This play was produced In Eng- 
land both as a show and as a pic- 
ture. In legit form it was 'Cape 
Forlorn,' and as a film, 'The Love 
Storm.' 

Show was brought into town 
rather suddenly, an angle on this 
being that while other j'Oteran stars 
stick to touring Whiteside takes his 
New York chance. But unless he 
obtains a better play the spirit is 
admirable IC not profitable. Reason 
for the sudden decision to bring 
'Three' Into the Lyceum ..isn't 
known.

William KeU (Desmond) la the 
keeper of a lighthouse off New Zea- 
land, and is ho youngster. His wife, 
Eileen (Franc Hale), is youthful 
and promiscuous. Very. During 
her husband's absences she has 
Joined the second, in charge, Henry 
Cass (Whiteside), but deserts them 
both when Gordon Klngsley Is 
wrecked in his motorboat on the 
lighthouse rocks. 

Klngsley (Barrie O'Daniels) is at- 
tempting to eiscape the police for 
embezzling the funds of a building 
and loan and wherein KeU' had de- 
posited his life savings. Listening 
to the radio Cass hears a broad' 
cast of KIngsley's crime and a per' 
sonal description of him. It all 
leads to a fight between Cass, 
Klngsley and Eileen, the woman 
trying to murder Cass with her new 
lover's g;un. 

KeU finally becomes suspicious, 
his wife confesses her actions with 
Cass, the latter claims she never 
would accede to his demands, but 
does tell KeU of the wife's plan 
run away with Klngsley. Cass has 
let the beacon go out. it's a sign to 
calling the shore relief boat, and 
as the vessel draws niear, Klngsley 
kUls himself on the rocks. KeU 
tells his -wife to go ashore with 
the relief, she sneaks the stolen 
money from the dead man's coat 
left behind, and Whiteside bringi 
the curtain, down With a mild laugh 
at his disappointment at finding the 
money gone. 

There is suispense only In the 
third act, while all during the first 
two frames there's an off-stage 
noise to simulate the surf — annoy 
Ing after a While. 

'Whiteside's characterization 
excellent. .Even with the slow mo v 
lug story he brings some life to it 
When he's off there's a lull 
Desmond registers as the lighthouse 
keeper husband. A short cast and 
only one set.

She is much annoyed, but at her 
hoine that evening the ring turns 
up in her own Jewel box and the 
romantic robber puts in & personal 
appeamnce. A fake pinch is staged 
and Teri finds herself at supper 
within . the home of the strange 
lover, with whom she makes a ren- 
dezvous at Nice. 

The story isn't very exciting, in 
fact, it iseemed phoiiey in the ab- 
sence of expected telling comedy. 
When Teri exhibits her love for 
gems over passion the robber asks 
whether she expected to have an 
affair with an eimerald.. That got 
a laugh, the only one of the evening: 
Principal support ot the leadsi 
are Cora Wltherspoon, Terl's best 
friend, Clarence Derwent, as her 
husband, Stuart Casey, her lover, 
Lionel .Braham, the blustering 
guard at the Jeweler's and Eugetie 
Powers, the robber's confederate. 

'Jewel Robbery' may have been 
intended to be satire, but it seemed 
only , mildly so.

These three men try to. save 
both Sylvia Knight' (Mabel Grain- 
ger) and Buddy Strickland (Herbert 
Rudley) from th^ mlTflstrations of 
Ludlow, Succeeding with the for 
mcr but not the latter with the fin- 
ished product of the doctor, as ex 
empllfled in the petrified Stride 
land, described but not 'socn. Ends 
with the doctor killed by. his o^n 
machinery. 

Sidney Salkow has done a pretty 
good directing Job, but left the sec 
ond act curtain, rather flat. Cast 
handle themselves well with the 
script corauthored by Ralph Mur 
phy. a scenario writer and director 
out Hollywood way. 



Success of the revival of .'Vie 
Parislenne,' 80-year-old Offenbach 
operetta, also, induced the. Isola- 
brothers to revive 'Orpheus In 
Hades.' It can hardly be called a 
revival because the current presenv 
tation by -Max Dearly is entirely 
different from the classical direc- 
tion of the play. 

It . is now less a light operetta 
than a spectacular production of the 
revue type. The French apparently 
do not take kindly to this Jazzing 
of their classics. 

Production . Is ambitious and nice- 
ly done. About lEO people appear 
on the' stage and there's a big stage 
crew. The three names heading the 
cast are . Max Dearly, comedian; 
Luclen Muratore, tenor, and Marlse 
Bcaujon, also of the opera. Mura- 
tore is still very good, BeauJOn's- 
part would gain if played by an 
actress not from the opera, - where 
voice Is prac'tlcally the .6nly requi- 
site, and Max Dearly doesn't seem 
to exert himself. The two hits are 
Felix Oudart, who appears only in 
the last act, and Monette Dlnay, 
who iglves an excellent performance 
as Cupid. Balance of the perform- 
ers are satisfactory in minor parts. 

The English girls, who appeared 
in 'Vie Parislenne' are replaced by 
a ballet of 24 Russian femmes. 
They lack the prcolslon of the 
former but give a good perfoiiiiance. 
A new departure is the introduc- 
tion of 12 small boys of the Con- 
servatoire school. ' 

Story is that of a muuic master 
of ancient Thebes whose wife 
elopes v^th Pluto, god of Hades, 
after .the .latter has seduced her. 
In the second act, which takes place 
In heaven, he complains to Jupiter 
while Pluto denies the abduction. 
Last act shows Jupiter carrying on 
an investigation in Pluto's domain 
in order to find the missing woman, 
which he does in Pluto's boudoir. 
Final scene is a ' bacchanal in In- 
ferno, and the woman turned- liito 
a Bacchante so that she need not 
return to earth' with her music 
master husband. 

Whole thing, apart from a little 
serious singing by Muratore and 
Marlse Beaujon, who do the elop- 
ing, is' nothing but comedy, intro- 
duction of girls and ballet with 
dances breaking in on every pos- 
sible pretense. . In fact, some dan- 
cing not in the original production 
has been injected, and there is now 
rather too much of it. The comedy 
has been rejuvenated and modern- 
ized. 

Orchestra of 60, under G. Diot, 
gives a satisfactory rendition of the 
delightful music, many numbers of 
which are classics for the audience. 
However, unless something Is done 
prettj^ soon to boost receipts It will 
not be a happy venture, due to cost 
of production and heavy nut. Prin- 
cipals have run of play contracts.

There Is no. middle course for % 
stooge. He cannot be a gentle* 
man In his b'wn circle ^nd a caterer 
In his master's. He must be every 
ounce a stopge, deveting his life to 
his work , and smothering his soul 
In a blanket of oblivion. He miist 
numb himself to the sting of cruel 
remarks from the mast.er'B friends, 
I'eallzing that In choosing his pro< 
fesslon he has sacrificed all respect 
due the truck driver, mllUoh^re or 
brick layer. 

Yet eveii as I ehout in the ez<> 
hiUratlon of freedom, -my mind la 
haunted by the tales of other 
stooges who thought that they, too^ 
had forever qultt Some left because 
they were tossed.

If not cnt-lh, the pub- 
lisher sees that the user of the 
theme song proflts in one way or 
another. 

The complaints froin laymen are 
not so much against the number 
of artists who use themes, but the 
length of time devoted to the same 
tune' daily.

And In thei some 
wise, the publl6 won't think of tun- 
ing In to listen, to such a lecture. 
It's got to be made Interesting first 
and proselyting second. As It 
stands the talk can attract only the 
Wore serious of union laborers and 
those Interested in current problems 
of economics.

Ordinary lov« Interest,' deemed so 
essential In other yarns, is totally 
absent here. First tale was entirely 
without femme participation, and 
from the locale aiid nature of the 
series. It's likely tiie tinkle of a pair, 
of femnie tonsils 'will be infrequent. 
This lack of feminine Interest may 
turn out to be the great disadvan- 
tage of this continuity, since the 
ladles are admitted the main shop- 
pers of the nation. 

Plugging ^or the ale Is handled 
neatly and without straining.

Survey of NBC's commercial 
business out of Chicago ofllce dur- 
ing 1931 shows that the network 
has made marked progress In keep- 
ing the advertiser In line after the' 
expiration of the first 13-week pe- 
riod. Problem of selling merchan- 
disers on the idea of long term con- 
tracts has always been the toughest 
one' confronting the eschequer 
phase of the broadcasting Industry. 

Of the 5B accounts brought. In by 
the chain's local division the. past 
year, 21 stayed on the NBC books 
for a straight 62-week stretch. 
Three held on 89 weeks, while 16 
others continued to back their pro- 
grams for a ■ second 13-week lap. 
Advertisers that called It quits after 
18 weeks of ether contact amounted 
to 11. Most Impressive of all In 
the statistical break of the divi- 
sion's business for 1931 Is the fact 
that only- five Commercials of the 56 
dropped out before reaching the 13- 
week sfiark. 

Although the average advertiser 
In 1931 still approached radio with 
speculative Intent and, to protect 
himself In the event the Immediate 
results didn't prove satisfactory. In- 
sisted that his contract , carry a 
liberal cancellation clause, only two 
commercials on the NBC Chicago 
list exercised the r^ght last year. 
They were Blssell Carpet Sweeper, 
which quit after iO weeks a.nd two 
days on a .flve-time a week broad- 
cast, and Perkins Products, eight 
weelts.

Ber* 
uaidlne Flynn, who plays on three 
of the NBC commercials with 
Ameclie, Though admitting that. she 
has one of those' exclusive contracts 
with the network*a artists' bureau, 
Miss Flynn retorted that during the 
past four or five months the latter 
had furnished her with so Uttlo 
wi-rb she- had been compelled to 
solicit her own Jobs on the opposl 
tlon chain. 

What actually stirred up the old 
fire was the refusal of Ameohei and 
Miss Flynn- to pay NBC cpmmls 
slons for their work on the recently 
revised Household Finance pro- 
gram. Latter Is produced by an in- 
die organization, headed by Bob 
White, with the cast and the show's 
orcliestra brought In from the out- 
side. Both Ameche and Flynn 
claimea that White engaged them 
directly and without the medium 
of the NBC Artists' Service. 

When Menser was Informed that 
the two mike troujters rejected the 
bureau's demand of. a cut In their 
salaries, he advised the ad agency 
handling the account that Bruce 
Kammen, one of bis staff producers 
who was playing a part In the 
Household show, wouldn't be per- 
mitted to go on. Agency went over 
Menser's head to Nlles Trammel, 
general manager of the local NBC 
plant, and got an okay for Kammen 
to btay. Because of the Trammel 
gesture, the commercial stepped In 
and prevailed upon Ameche and 
Miss Flynn to go ahead and i>ay a 
commission to the bureau anyway. 
Manser's next move was to Issue 
the ultimatum to the pair to get oil 
tlio Columbia accounts or else. 

Menser, a former college Instruc- 
tor, was shifted here from the net- 
work's New York end about four 
months ago. Shortly after he had 
established hImseK - at the local 
spot he started Importing some of 
his own acting proteges from the 
east, with the result that the play- 
ers, whose servitude around the 
Chicago studios dates away back, 
have been harboring a personal 
burn.

Quick run-out on Hollywood by Buddy Ros«ra was occasioned when 
h« learned that -'WlUlapk Paley. President of CBS. was on his way to 
try and tie Bogera and his band to ah exclusive CBS broadcasting and 
representation contract. Paramount, part owner of CBS, had talked to 
jtogers and. told blm It would be the wise thing for him to do. Bogers 
didn't agree^ believing he should look over the field before okaying. 
Neither the studio nor .Paley. knew that the star had gone east .until 
after the arrival In. Hollywood of Columbia's prezy. 

In New Tork Sogers joined NBC, but just for six months. M the 
end of that time, he figures on having his father do bis business. 

Since the return of KoUn D. Hager to his old post as studio manager 
6t WOT, Schen^tady, N. T., there has been a gradual strengthening of 
its local programs. Idea seems to be two-fold, to stlll listener complaints 
regarding 'old stuff' and of meeting the competition furnished by WOKO, 
the GBS. Albany station. ; 

WGT no longer had the local fleld, either In broadcasting or lii pub- 
licity, to Itself. It aippears to be working In close co-operation with 
the Albany 'Tim'ds-Union,' obtaining In that Hearst sheet the publicity 
It formerly landed In the rival Gannett dailies. The latter give space 
precedence to WOKO. The territory WOKC). covers is much loss than that 
blanketed by IWOT, the power . of the latter station being IdO ' times 
■greater than that of the former. ■ 

Doing an about-face on its policy against locaj expansion of facilities, 
CBS' western division, has taken over a flock of additional floor space in 
the Wrlgley building and put the carpenters to work building a couple 
of more studios.' ' Previous attitude of the network's Chicago manage- 
.me'nt had l>een that it. would rather shift the originating of its- surplus 
commercial programs to New Tork than boost ihe overhead with an elab- 
orate studio layout, and appreciably cut down the heavy proflts taken 
out of the "Chl end by the network. 

'Besides feeding tlie basic network, the Iioop CBS studios carry the 
biirdeh of shooting sustaining programs over sihali links - extending 
throiigh the southeast and southwest. Figured that all around the num- 
ber of programs originating from this point have Increased over' 20% 
since last August. 



The way it's done in California makes one yearn for an Invention 
which would enable the broadcasting advertising nuisances to know how 
vehemently and, in what concerted numbers the radio public tunes out 
these pests of the ether. ' 

Especially baneful and banal are thoee cut-rate clothing store or cos- 
metic sales spielers who announce with all the eclat of sponsoring a 
costly program that: 'Through the courtesy of the Blah Blah Blah Co. 
we now offer a selected' concert program by Nat Shitkret and the Victor 
Salon orcbesti-a, with distinguished soloists, especially fes^turing Bing 
Crosby." 

Thus- having centered .attention, each disk le thereafter announced 
with the legally required addenda that Crosby's number Is 'a phonograph 
record.' If hot technically a deception. It is certainly uneihically pte 
sented, and may do ^ore to bring down censorial wmth in short order 
than anything else. 



NBC has given orders; that Charles 'Buddy* Bogers, now under NBC 
contract, be referred to only as Buddy Rogers. 

The Charles is to be dropped from his name, according to the orders 
issued to trie press 'departmeht 



Either the short waves are especially kind to Buenos Aires or there's 
something about crossing the Atlantic which Jazzes up the broadcasts.

for the nlte >01ubs. . These under- 
graduates are making their shekels 
by supplying free collegiate enter- 
tainments for the occasions and by 
publicizing the 'nights' around the 
campus, . 

There's been a -heavy boom In 
collegiate ; festivals around this 
town's niterles this season, and 
every dlne-and-dcuice room of any 
size Is now parading a .collegiate 
orgy weekly. These started at the 
Edgewater ' Beach hotel, then 
'ivorked through, the College Inn, 
Blackhawk, and down through the 
lesser spots. Via Lago, Beach 'View 
Gardens and Joints which are Just 
hideaways; 

'Since the' coUeglates are supply- 
ing their own campus entertainment 
for the evenings, the nlte spots are 
laying oft regular professional talent 
on those occasions. Which has 
started a terrific howl aitaong the 
performers. 

As cuiTentl:^ airranged at most 
spots, the undergrad fixes it with 
the nite club to line up business 
for the evening by spreading the 
news hea'vy around the classrooms 
and fratSt .iEind also llhe up a crew 
of campus., downs who . are plenty 
willing to show oft for nothing oh 
the floor. In many Instances the 
collegiate agent himself acts as the 
impromptu m.c. at the festival. For' 
the entire job be usually draws a 
$40 fee at the bigger nlte rooms. 
Other clubs shade down the price, 
while some are paying oft on a per- 
centage of the collegiate business. 

Campus clowns don't draw 'any 
cash paymenti but the club always 
kills tbe checli and permits the en- 
tertainer to bring a friend another 
night, at which the check is again 
torn up by the grateful manage- 
ment. 

On the college nights the rooms 
are giving the freshman and his co- 
ed a dinner that woh't sink the 
pocketbook, the feed usually rating 
at a single greenskin per copy. 



Philadelphia's foreign language station, 'WRAX, Is regarded as one of 
the most successful commercially In the east. It recently was made part 
Of a small chain which includes 'WPEN of Philly and a Trenton station. 
Chain backing was secured from Clarence Taubel, millionaire twine 
manufacturer and amateur aviator. 

WPEN goes on the air generally at seven a. m. It features a 'mystery 
announcer'. Programs are rated suited only to early risers. Talent 
probably couldn't land with any other station, but it clicks with a certain 
element and merchants go for it.

Is due to customers' taste 
veering to 'talkers,' and to' short- 
sightedness of native producers In 
trying to peddle old stuff.

A difference here is that 'where 
the theatres offer a choice of sub- 
jects the jiverage community w'll 
have to be' satlisfled with a single 
television program. 

Use Cf Films 

Some think film projection may 
become the major source of tele 
broadcasts. On the other hand, 
costliness of film programs indicate 
that this is out of the question for 
early televising at least The 
television field could hardly afford 
to pay the ' picture distributor for 
first runs, the alternative then be- 
ing for the tele people to produce 
their own pictures, possibly one and 
two reel shorts. 

However, because of feature and 
shorts film costs it Is predicted by 
tele men that their film broadcasts 
will largely consist of subjects per- 
taining to news. In this way, it Is 
declared, a football game can be 
televised the same night through 
the celluloid medium, etc. 

The television people estimate 
that the tele advertiser may expect 
to be charged triple what he is now 
paying for straight radio. Personal 
appearance costumes, lighting, in- 
creased studio overhead — all of 
these are included in the new cost

Miss Hel- 
burn'used to tell us, ."'Why you lit-' 
tie punks, you think you're actors? 
Go put and see what It really 
means to be - an actor 1" ^e 
knocked the conceit right put of us^ 
. 'But you mustn't .be humble . Ip 
Hpllywood. 'Jf you're honest with 
yourself. If ypu .know .'In your heart 
that your performance was a little 
less than epochal, you've got to say 
It's great They're so uncertain,- so 
bewildered .themselves, they'll be-

' Only Bis Stars .Regular . 
' Trained In the traditions of the 
theatre where the cast works to-

Nc^ particulars of Kent's confer- 
ences with any of the picture com 
pariy heads have leaked out. Be- 
yond confirming his resignation 
from Paramount and Issuing an' an- 
nouncement of appreciation, Kent 
hasn't been avetllable to newspaper 
men. 

The spot Sidney Kent finds himself 
in is extraordinary for any trade, in 
that an entire Industry should seek 
the services of any one man in It 
Kent is considered the strongest 
figure of good will the picture busi- 
ness possesses. 

Kent has the same standing 
amongst exhibitors in general. His 
reputation as a two-fisted upright 
understanding leader of the film In-- 
dustry is. universal In the trade. 
Other than bis- unique standing In 
a' capricious and hazardous trade, 
Kent has been frequently termed by 
Wall Street bankers 'the best 
salesman in America.' In Para- 
mount, ' Kent passed beyond the 
salesmanship peak, as evidenced 
when Kent was appointed about six 
years ago general manager bf Par- 
amount, taking In every department. 

■With the entrance of 'the Chi- 
cago group' Into Paramount and 
John A. Hertz becoming chairman 
of the Par'e Finance Board, sug- 
gesting Sam Katz, head of Publlx 
Theatres, had moved Into a stronger 
position In Paramount operation, 
there had been a, razor-like edge 
feeling internally In Paramount with 
Kent on the other end.

The 
picture men are even conducting 
an In'vestlgation. 

Reports ot experts are that ex- 
periments with .cellophane have 
been attempted but unsatisfactor- 
ily so far, with enormous ' strides 
to be made before such Aim can be 
considered practlcaL Official re-, 
port ot investigators states: 

The image on this film .Is not ob- 
tained from a silver .emulsion, but 
from the action ot light and a com- 
bination of dye stuffs. After print- 
ing, which requlrep 'a y.ery Intense 
light, and even then is rather slow, 
the film is developed with ammonia 
gas or some related compound. The 
final image, purely a dye image; 
has not, according to our informa- 
tion, approached In photographic 
quality that obtahiable from the 
regular' sliver emulsion type of film. 

'In addition to this, we under- 
stand that the cellophane type of 
film, being less strong paechanlcally 
than the present film, necessitates 
the use of special projectors sub- 
ject to a number ot limitations. 

'In sPme deinonstratlojis ' which 
have been given In Europei,.a great 
deal of trouble has been encounter 
ed in keeping the image from float, 
Ing up and down on the screen dur' 
ing the course of projection.'

Contracts; Wanger Case a Test 



Declarins that •welchlhg and re- 
pudlaUon' Is the order of the day 
in the film Industry and Is ehatter- 
N Ins Us very roots, Nathaji 'Burkan, 
pittorney tor five picture executives 
iwhose contracts are among those 
repudiated by Paramount and Fox, 
lays the ^trouble to frenzied finance 
j^nd terms . It 'the aaddest thing 
■ .trhlch has occurred In the history of 
the motion picture business.' 

•In his Interview ■with a •Variety' 
teporter, Burkan first ' records-, a.. 
iWarnlng to all exhibitors that con- 
tracts 'for' next year's product are 
not worth the paper they are writ- 
ten on unless sanctioned by the 
hoard ojL directors. 

In the same breath, liowevcr, the 
lawyer, whose office is now shared 
iy Bmll Ludvlgh, for 20 years gen- 
eral counsel for Paramount and the 
flrst of the old P-P line to with- 
draw, declares that regardless of 
what may be written In the policy 
of a company, that organization Is 
legtllly estopped from attempting 
to repudiate the actions of an ex- 
ecutive .In whom it has vested a 
publicized authority. 

That Paramount estibllshed the 
repudiation precedent for the In- 
dustry, which Fox Is now following, 
with the Wanger contract tear-up, 
iHl Charged by Burkan. That the 
•Wanger case now will test for the 
Entire Industry the latest repudia- 
tion policy as followed by Fox is 
also revealed by the lawyer. 

Contractless Era 
. Prior to seeking Burkan 'Variety' 
found executives in the Fox home 
office questioning, the legality of 
the company seeking to pull out of 
contracts by resorting to- the fi- 
nance committee and directorate 
affirmation of the signature of the 
company executive making the con- 
tract. 

In other neutral parts of the in- 
dustry, the same status was being 
questioned. These, however, took 
the slant that the industry was for 
entering a contractless era with the 
major number of Its executives, 
similar to that in banking and rail- 
road-industries. - • 

Mr. Burkan In his statements de- 
'clared: 

'A corporation that repudiates a 
contract made with a person they 
put in a very important position, 
who openly exercises a wide and ex- 
tensive power and who In the 
course of the exercise of those 
powers, makes contracts, that com- 
pany by so doing makes those con- 
tracts binding on the corporation. 

'The directors cannot sit silently 
by — clothe an office with apparent 
authority — receive and benefit by 
the contracts he makes — and then, 
at their pleasure, repudiate such a 
contract. 

No Escape 

'The other and innocent party oC 
the contract is always bound. He 
cannot repudiate; and neither can 
the corporation escape, particularly 
in a case where It has received 
.benefits under the contract. 

'This spirit .(repudiation) is born 
of frenzied finance. It is the sad- 
dest thing that has happened In 
the history of the tnotloh picture 
industry. It Is putting a' premium 
on contract dodging. It has pro- 
duced chaos and disorder. 

'N'o contract hy an actor, camera- 
roan, director, or any of the per- 
• •Sonne! of a picture company can 
now be entered into without the 
■production of a resolution of the 
Ijoara of directors of the company. 
If these companies can maintain 
their claims.

Tremendous studio overheads 
have acted to crowd all the produc- 
tion possible on one lot, with the 
shortage of capable executive tim 
ber requiring a multiple supervision 
In which films suffered In quality. 

Overhead is to some extent be 
Ing lightened by consolidation cf 
studios, such as in the elimination 
of the Pathe lot In Culver City and 
the Fox lot In Hollywood. 

Finance 

Independents won't, have to pans 
up the opening opportunities for 
lack of finance. . Phil Goldstone, one 
of the organizers of the Independent 
Producers' Association, Is bank- 
rolling many directly, and discount- 
ing paper for others. Money is now 
available from other sources - as 
wider outlets for the indies are aip- 
parent 

The. Indies association In tho new 
line-up occupies a keystone posi- 
tion, and will bend Its efforts to 
standardize Indle production condi- 
tions, and iron out various petty 
snags which the solo producer has 
been ui> against.

Of the 10 Fojc. attaches who orig- 
inally read the first letter only eight 
are known. These are W. R. Shee- 
han, Sol Wurtzel, Oscar Oldknow, 
Harry .Arthur, Clayton Sheehan, 
Raoul Walsh, Buddy DeSylva, and 
Henry King. The total amount con- 
cerned In these salaries la estimated 
at $1,000,000. How many of this 
octet had that flrst message count- 
ermanded, other than the Individ- 
uals previously mentioned, is not 
known at this time. 

Excepting the contracts held by 
Arthur, Oldknow and Clayton Shee- 
han, their agreements having been 
signed by Harley L. Clarke, former 
Fox pres, the rest of the Fox 'notice' 
contracts were signed by W. R.

Charles Skouras, in company with 
another eastern operator, who may 
be SI Fabian, will direct everything 
this side of the F-WC setup, in- 
cluding the 47 Fox-Metropolitan 
houses and the upper New York 
state Fox-Schlne group, already un- 
der Skouras operation. 

In addition to the- approximate 
80 Fox eastern houses, and the 21 
in the Skpuras-Publlx group, 
Skouras with the F-WC chain would 
be In operation of between SOO and 
600 theatres. As a national chain, 
he would be second only to Publix 
In coverage. 

With the transfer of F-WC opera- 
tion to Skouras under deal In nego- 
tiation, the entire Fox theatre 
chain, east and west, will have 
been divorced from the parent Fox 
Film organization, or lias been 
dubbed, decentralized. Also it 
Skouras acquires Fox-'VVC, he auto- 
matically takes over 60% In Fan- 
chon & Marco 'which stage produc- 
ing firm is half owned by F-WC. • 

Skouras continues to operate, a 
group of houses in New Jersey, 
Pennsylvania and Virginia iinder a 
partnership with Publix and wlU 
not give up these houses despite 
the branching out. Skouras has a 
contract with Publix covering these 
21 houses under the firm name of 
Atlantic States Theatres, Inc. Pub- 
Ux recently gave Skouras permis- 
sion to expand on his own.

have gone out of business within 
recent month's. 

' The -entire story of the theatre 
men, was ' to the 'effect that the 
American theatre, especially pic- 
tiire theatre. Is on tlie skldis. ' 

Aside frotfi Fettljohn, the thea- 
tre men who testified were': M, A. 
Llghtman, representing the picture, 
theatres; Abram Fi ' Mayers, who 
spoke for the Allied Theatre Own- 
ers; Ed. Kuyreudall, of Mississippi, 
representing^' plcturie owners, and 
Nathan Tamlns; 
' Aside from these men, there were' 
representatives ' of .the amusement 
parks,-' organized baseball, btg aiid 
little leaguers,' actors and bathing 
beach people. ' 

.Best Shew Cittes ' 
Kiiyrendall, wiio represents the 
Motion 'Plb'tUre Theatre Owners of 
America In Oklanoma, If isslsslppl 
and Tennessee, made a etrien'uous 
opposition to 'any kind of a dls- 
'telmlnatory tax on any kind of 
amusement,' he didn't care what. 
He pointed out that admission 
prices, in the. smaller towns are 
down to 'the danger point and any 
further recession of' admission 
prices would mean the. closing of 
additional theatres.. 
. As ai'. complete survey of., the 
United St«^tes .was made, showing 
busineBB;''bond^tlons'°ln the various 
sections,, it . was brought out at^the 
hearing that 'Washington, jy. C, 
stands' at the tott of the ' picture 
business. The . theatre business In 
'Washington is so far' ahead of all 
other cities that It cannot be ap 
proached. -This was attributed to 
the government payroll of $70,000; 
000, which remains the isame during 
all periods, during prosperity and 
depression. The nefu-by city. of. 
Baltimore -was ranked second and 
the third best city, was Seattle.

For the past 300 years educators 
have been developing the text book. 
Still it is far- from perfect. . So, 
how,, asks Dr. A. Goldsmith, can the 
picture Industry In a comparatively 
few days -expect to reach the acme 
In visual education? 

Dr. -Goldsmith happens to be In 
a class by himself. He is. more than 
a scientist and an engineer. He Is 
a college professor and p. showman. 

With this . blended perspective, 
Dr. Goldsmith sees film generally 
successful as An e.ducational medla- 
and a . part of the classroom cur- 
riculum when the plbture industry 
and the educators meet on neutral 
and endowed territory. 

Not until this Is realized, however* 
does the . Radio Corporation ' of 
America's vice-president and gen- 
eral manager belfeve pictures will 
mean much In the, life of the school 
child as a piart of the daily routine. 

First, some philanthropist or out- 
side group must be brought to rec- 
ognize that the establishment of . a 
school' film foundation Is. as meri- 
torious a gesture, if not more so, 
than, the erecting of another mu- 
seum. 

The money move must come from' 
without film and active educational 
circles so that it will be free of 
the taint of bias and prejudice In 
consequent usage; and so that edu- 
cators and picture people will be 
ceitegoried from the start as just 
workman under a neutral authority. 

.With such a foundation must re- 
pose major school picture produc- 
ing -activities. 

'Phe picture man must contribute 
his technique. The educator must 
donate his background and common 
knowledge of what the classroom 
actually needs. 

The Right Kind 

Tho finished product must not be 
entertainingly dramatic or boringly 
educational. In Dr. ' Goldsmith's 
estimation It must represent the 
seepings of a bitter, undisturbed 



battle between professor and picture 
man. .Conse<^uentIy,..lt is his frank 
belief, visual education, regardless 
of Its foundation monetarily, .will, 
it it is the right kind, bb on a wail- 
ing—and — gnashing— of — teeth ba- 
sis. 

In certain parts of .the picture 
business Dr. Goldsmith's declara 
tions already have been, recognized 
as the only moans, of successfully 
entering the classroom on any 
wholesale and permanent scale. 

To date the promises of inter-co- 
operation between Industry and 
educator are admitted In their orig 
Inal status. Tl>e teacher, so far as 
Interest in booking worth while and 
suitable subjects tor her classes,' is 
conceded more'adyanced toward film 
curriculum, then tiie lp,dustry Itself, 

The film l.ndusti-y. admits having 
struck a snag In -visual production. 
Conscripting professors arid sound- 
ing . out . others; expending . large 
sums in expensive 'surveys of na 
tipnal classroom ' needs— the Indus 
try today has less than 100 cla^s 
room-designed (not .re-made thea- 
tre subjects) pictures available for 
booking. Furthermore, it cannot 
promise more, than these with good 
faith right now. ... 

In fact the film Industry has few- 
er professor-advised talker class- 
room picture subjects' than the 
schools today have talker equip- 
ment installations; it being esti 
mated 200 of the schools are wired 
to date. 

These facts, -well known to visual 
education students within the pic 
ture Industry, were not touched 
uiion at the convention of the Na- 
tional Board of Jteylew in New 
Tork City last week. 

Although teachers-were told they 
were backward and that educational 
formulae is ' traditional,' ancient, 
outworh and- obsolete,' ' th6y -(rere 
not told what some of those present 
have already expressed themselves 
as knowing: ' 

Provide the right kind of sub

What ts being complained agalnist as one of the most complete breaches 
of business ethics, as well as an unprecedented abuse of the relative-of- 
the-blg-boss angle in certain picture companies. Is now rampant in one 
of the largest producer-theatre organizations which has other wide afilll- 
ations. The complaints, ■which have been corroborated by executives 
within the organization, shape up this continuity of facts: 

Several weeks ago a man joined the organization. Employees within 
figured he was an efficiency snooper until he had his first interview with 
one of 60 -vendors, when identification was established by himself. That 
he is a brother of the picture-theatre subsidiary's boss was the first 
point he established In his propositioning, which since has become a 
routine. That he Is not on the company's payroll but that the company 
is giving him 6% of all he is able to slash off its expenses with the 
vendors. 

Most startling to the salesmen who have been Interviewed was this 
third polnL . * 

The boss'' brother bafl secured a . list of prices that the company has 
been paying to the vendor company being. Interviewed. Before the 
interview, he had gone to competitive forces In the field, shown the 
prices, and listen to them make bids— If they amounted to but a few 
cents on a thousand throwaways. 

"With this information on hand, after roundly criticizing the work of 
the vendor doing business with his company at present, the boss' brother 
has, of some of the vendors, demanded that they kick over to him 6% 
of the gross turn-over, as well. 

'When one representative, whose company does an average of $26,000 
yearly with the organization, se^d that the 6% would represent his 
livelihood, the boss' brother is quoted as saying that he ti^ldn't care where 
it came from. He' have to have it— or else. 

That the Issue win be on the carpet of the biggest bosses of the entire 
organization within another week Is predicted. The brother has already 
made one bad. bone. He has attempted to proposition one of the largest 
advertising agencies in the country. At the head of that agehcy Is a 
man who Is very close to the brother's boss' boss. 

Question whether coast picture agents have the right to' take disputes 
with clients to the courts instead of submitting them to the California 
labor commission for arbitration is still moot, the one lawsuit quashed 
by' falsing the arbitration Issue having involved a stage engagement. 

Ralph Blum and Harry Sokolov prepared a report for Joyce-Selznlck 
on agency rights in the circumstances. - The attorneys maintain that 
written contacts between agents and players are required specifically in 
the California law for theatrical engagements only, and that the act 
defines theatrical and motion picture engagements separately. This is 
assumed to permit agency suits over oral contracts with picture players, 
safe from demiirrer that the law calls for a written contract bearing the 
arbitration clause. 

Blum and Sokolov point out that the section giving the 'comrotssloner 
of labor' jurisdictioh over the form of agency contracts names specific- 
ally theatrical agencies only. Charles tiOivy, counsel for the Los Angeles 
office of the labor commission, maintains that picture agencies will be 
held to account .on the same grounds, however.

Pretty hiuch everybody In thb 
customers' rooms Is bearish foe tbb 
distant outlook, but there sUU Is 
a feellijg that the market's butt 
sponsors . have demonstrated their 
ability to strong arm the list, iipr 
ward, and there seems to be an 
edge upon the long side for the- 
next move, based entirely -upon the 
tradition that prices normally make 
some sort of a peak after the middle 
of February. In other words the 
chart line so far since early De- 
cember has parallelled the graph 
of both 1931 and 1030. Counting 
from the '29 peak in September of 
that year, the market trend bos 
been down continuously lor 28 
months, and the time element Is In 
favor of the bulllshiy inclined. The 
longer depression ' continues, the 
nearer at hand Is th^ turn. That 
doesn't prove anything about the 
next movement, of course, but it 
does mean that It ought to be easier 
for powerful Interests to force re- 
current rallies from the low levels 
prevailing after 28 months o^ de- 
flation. 

The market has another Intang- 
ible bullish Influence. During the 
days of skyrocketing prices. Wall 
Street pushed stocks up and then , 
unloaded on the outsiders. 'What 
there Is left of an outside trading 
element Is of the same character 
as that of 1928, except that then ' 
they bought stocka on manipulated 
rallies, while now they sell them 
short on breaks. 

There la no possible way to tell 
what the extent of the outside short 
Interest, but there is a good deal of 
logic to the argument that many 
bull pools are depending on the out- 
side speculator on the short side 
to unload upon, and It is altogether 
possible t|iat the break of late last 
week was deliberately 'engineered 
to attract short sellers. 

Bad New* in Theatres

Story broke into the open during 
the week that Spyros Skouras and 
Fox Film Cor. were near consum- 
mation of an arrangement by which 
the senior member of Skouras Bros, 
would take over the Fox- West 
Coast chain of 600 theatres, admit- 
tedly operating at a loss. Fox- peo- 
ple emphasized that they were not 
disposing of the properties but that 
Skouras would handle them on a 
percentage' of profit basis. 

For the past, two weeks' such a 
deal has been whispered about in 
the trade,- but when the story - be- 
came public properly there was Im- 
ihedlate- selling of Fox, which had 
climbed from 2ti back in December 
to around 5^ on the -January ad- 
vance. Stock closed the -week at 4, 
a bottom on the movenient, prob- 
ably representing -scattered selling 
of discouraged long . speculators^ 
Selling was fairly well taken, al- 
though the total of transactions. f<ir 
the week was only 7,100 . sharesj 
pretty eloquent testimony to the 



thoroughness -with which the \in\ 
happy Fox situation had been dla^ 
counted. 

Slump in Paramount also contrlb> 
iited to the weakness of Fox, as It 
did to the other amusemient Issues; ' 
Div. Off W. B. Pf. 

Third item of adverse news for., 
the week -was the -failure of the 
Winner. Bros, directors to declare' 
the dividend due March 1 on its pre-' 
ferred stock. This removes one more - 
theatre etbck off the dividend paying. . 
last, leaving only one active amuse- 
ment stock i>aying a cash dividend.' 
That is Loew, still disbursing its $3 a 
year, recently having also declared' 
Its $1 annual extra. ^ 

Failure of the board to declofe the, 
quarterly 97 cents was no surprise 
to the Street, dince the senior stock- 
has lately been extremely, inactive, 
at around 9-12, at which price, of 
course. It showed pretty plainly that 
Its dividend was In jeopardy. Only- 
one board lot changed hands durlng- 
the week, and that at $12.60, at 
which price a continuation of the^ 
rate would have meant a return of 
about .30%. 

Nothing new came out about. 
Loew, but It didn't behave very briU 
llantly, ending the v/i6S at 27 fiat. 
Its bottom for the week and also a^

It should be of such a nature. If 
possible, that the very shape Is.sug- 
gestlve of the theatre and capable 
of reminding of the theatre as far 
as It can be seen. No selection 
should be made until It Is figured the 
choice will be permanent, and then 
It should be plastered on everything 
from billboards to the letterheads. 
It pays. 

Fractical Frencli 

A manager who believes In work- 
ing the. schools for all they are 
worth has a deal with a teacher of 
French to give a double ticket to 
the pupil who .gSwbmlts the best 
translation of a film title Into that 
language. He picks the - most dlfll- 
cult title from the trio of features 
he runs , each week and leaves It to 
the teacher to make the. award. 

The title does not have to be a 
Ute'ral translation, but must be as 
dose 4s possible. - 
"-> Most of the' children take the title 
home; to give further advertisement 
to the picture. A short synopsis Is 
supidied to aid the pupils. 

Tie to Ping Pong j 

Instead of dying out, ping pong 
seems to be increasing in popularity. 
It might give a minor push to busi- 
ness to Institute a ping pong con- 
test,; having' players from various 
clubSi schools or lodges enter. 

On the other hand^ it might In- 
duce some to' stay home and prac- 
tice.

Syde Contests 

'Jekyll and Hyde' contests are not 
apt to prove as popular with the

Swinging to Type 

Several of the bigger cities. In- 
cluding New York, seems to be get- 
ting away from elaborately illus- 
trated advertising, and are changing 
over to type face. Several big pic- 
tures' recently have dropped art en- 
tirely and have gone in for solid, 
legible lettering, with the attraction 
gained by the Inviting appearance of 
the set-up. ' 0 

Possibly when all houses turn to. 
the same idea it will have less value, 
since not a. little of the consplcu- 
ousness arises from the fact that the 
ads are so different from others in 
the space that they are the first to 
catch the eye. But' even, with all 
theatres using .mostly -type, the av- 
erage of attractions . will still be 
higher, since few cuts have the solid 
appeal of a quickly read letter. 

Probably the happy medium will 
be arrived at through a modest use 
of cut face In connection with the 
display, but at present the all-type 
seems to have the Inside track. 

Hooks to Delicious' 

A fine- Opportunity for hookups on 
Delicious' with groceries, bakeries, 
confectioners, restaurants, etc. 

Not only is a co-op page possible, 
but every store should be encour- 
aged to play up Its window displays 
with the title, and even take it in- 
side to the counters.' . 

Sidi^ines 

Little things often help. They are 
picked up by merely Iceeplng a look- 
out 

A manager noticed a crowd around 
a window In- an empty store, where 
a pitchman was selling fountain 
pens. He was writing on a pad; and 
the sidewalk audience read mean- 
ingless sentences.

Position Is this: . The British 
Board of Film Censors is appointed 
.and paid by the film trade, who sub- 
mit all films to the board, along 
with the viewing fee. 

The board has no oflflclal position, 
but Is recognized unofficially by the 
local licensing authorities, who have 
the power to overrule its- decisions. 

In practice, films, oh viewing, arc 
graded into two categories, adults, 
known as 'A' and Universal, mean- 
ing generally Bultablel, known as 'U.' 

There is no in-between category. 
Either a film appeals to everybody, 
•r it appeals to "adults only.' 

Result of this Is curious. 'Ben- 
BUr,' which caused hundreds of 
■chool parties to be organlzied with 
a view of seeing it, was given an 
'A' certificate : beca,use it showed a 
man's chest, in violation of one of 
fhe rules of the board. . 
' Tet sex dramas in which the plU 
Is coated with sugar, get. away With 
•U* certificates. 

♦A' and 'U' Permits 
Result is films with 'U' cerUfl- 
eates can be seen , by anybody but 
the 'A' film presents difficulties. 
According to the home office rules 
to local authorities, 'A' films should 
not be seen by- children unless ac 
companled by responsible adulb- 

This clause is iiot strictly kept In 
. Xiondon minors can get In to view 
anything they have the money for, 
Tet In some provincial towns the 
licensing people go further, and say 
. fahlldren must not see 'A' films 
liowever they are accompanied. 

The local authorities also have 
the right to ignore an 'A' handed 
out by the censors, or consider even 
a 'U' to be utterly unfit for general 
entertanment and ban It entirely, tor 
the district they cover. 

As a result of local bodies having 
recently laid down some pretty 
drastic rules al>out 'A' films, with 
consequent drop in box office re- 
ceipts through children not being 
able to see them, even though ac- 
companied, and further as the re- 
sult of several local boards com- 
pletely banning pictures previously 
passed by the London censor, the 
whole question of film censorship 
has come to the fore. 

The trade has now suddenly an- 
ticipated the reformers, some of 
whom reckon the difficulties could, 
be cleared up by establishing a third 
Certificate, mid-way between 'A' and 
"U,* which would allow children to 
iee films, if accompanied by adults. 

This Idea Is to bo pressed by the 
hew committee, and certain reform- 
ers are said to be ' making the 
"Frankenstein' opening an excuse 
for some publicity on thlrd-certlfl- 
Cate lines. 

The film trade, meanwhile, would 
do wisely if, on Its own account, it 
urged that third certificate. It is 
\oglcal to assume that many films 
now getting reduced 1>. o. returns 
because they happen to get an un- 
warranted 'A* certificate, would do 
l>etter if they bad an Intermediate 
rkting allowing accompanied chil- 
dren to see them.

One likely angle is that Metro will 
connect with Braunberger-RIchebe. 
B-R got Into financial trouble a 
couple of weeks ago and has had 
to practically abandon production. 
Firm has' one of the biggest studios 
here. 

The Braunberger-RIchebe fl- 
nanclal crisis will not go Into a, 
bankruptcy as at first .thought, ar- 
rangements having been made for 
temporary refinancing. Board of. 
directors was established, thr^e. 
members of which are from the. pic- 
ture firm and three representing the 
main creditors. Company has sev- 
eral films on hand for distribution 
purposes, as . well as a number of 
paying theatre propertleis. , Cur- 
rent program Is to . abandon pro- 
duction entirely and sell or rent the 
studios. A deal for co-usage of the 
studios, such as Metro might make, 
would be a solution to the problem. 
Favorable to Dubbing

. Meanwhile, there is a growing 
feeling among American film men 
over here that dubbed product can 
be sold. If the localities are kidded 
about it a bit Thus Paramount 
feels that by making some direct 
shots it can gaiii the confidence of 
Europeans sufllclently to slip many 
syncs Into the program and get 
away with It, whereas straight 
syncs would be harder to sell with- 
out bait. 



Belgium Grants Delay 
In Film Import Taxes 

Paris, Jan. 14, 
American distributors In Paris 
together with natives succeeded in 
a combined move to obtain from the 
Belgian government a delay in ap- 
plying a 16% levy on all business 
done through their Belgian 
branches. 

Belgian government had decreed 
that a 15% tax, to be paid by all 
trades on business done in the 
country was to be paid on film ren- 
tals by exhibitors. Theatre men 
cried out, passing the buck to the 
distributors, who delegated two 
representatives to discuss matters 
with the Belgian authorities. 

A three months' reprieve before 
applying the decree was granted to 
pass an opinion on the distributors 
contention that the only real Import 
In Belgium Is celluloid support, 
hardly worth anything, whilst the 
entertainment part, which reallly 
constitutes the film. Is already 
bought and paid for In the guise of 
authors* rights, and should not be 
taxed. 



Metro's New York office ■ con- 
tinues to deny it is attempting to 
obtain studio space In Paris, 
though admitting that 'some offers 
from Frenchmen have been re- 
ceived.' . 

Understanding is that the Coast 
Metro execs favor the transporta- 
tion of forelgns to Europe with Ar- 
thur Loew, In New Tork, Insisting 
on a strictly American program.

No One Man' (Par). Routine triangular love Interest appeals to fan- 
ettes through, alluring personalities, costumes and backgrounds. Though 
his part is weak in conflict and suspense, Paul Luka:8, ao a romantic 
Viennese doctor. Wins tlie feminine sympathy bestowed on handsome 
medicos In real life. 

'Panama Flo' (RKO-iPathe). Caveman stuft in the studio Jtingle. While 
theoretically the right milieu for Helen Twelvetrees' baby-faced wtse- 
ness, this producUon is so full of melodramatic cliches it urtreels like a 
quickie and will get only a quicltle's audience. . 

'Cain' (Epics). Foreign-made with stilted English dialog and a cast of 
no importance to fanettes. Matrons who shop in out-of-the-way theatres 
tor unusual Aim fare will be entertained by the primitive courtship and 
Jungle life of a modern Robinsoii Crusoe. 

•Der Andere' (Tobls). Serious study of dual personality theme. Too 
slow heavy and outmoded in editing' even for German audiences. In- 
comprehensible, because of excess actlonless dialog, for American women. 

'Cock o' the Air' (CJaddo). A Lubltsch inusicai, without music, and 
without Lubltsch. Heavily played farce, crowned with the affectations 
ot BlUle DoVc and unredeemed by the likeable presence ot Chester 
Morris. AVlll And Its most receptive, feminine audience among school 
girls. 



'Charlie Chan's Chance' (Fox). Another Item in a mystery series, less 
fortuitous than iU predecessors. No one for the ladles to care about, 
and little in the sketchy, offstage working out ot the plot to keep them 
interested. ' , 



A well made, heavy, and dramatic. 
If mostly actlonless picture, . which 
doesn't shape as a bus'^^^s getter. 
Turning from racial hate to paclflsm 
In Its secondary theme at about the 
half- way mark, It' Is doubtful if film 
fans arc going to evidence sufflclent 
iiiterest In this, feature to class it as 
a financial success. 

Artistically there is m.uch In the 
Aim's fdvor. The story Itself Is un- 
usually strong and has been well 
worked out In an orthodox stage 
manner by . both the director and 
adapters ^'ho combined .on the 
script. The fault seems to be In. 
their having fulled to. supply sufll-' 
clent relieving sidelights for the 
general public. ' 

AVhile such an Intent may have 
been adjudged poor art. It could 
have come under' the . head: of 
camera license, which oppears de- 
sirable under the circumstances. A 
$3 legitimate audience will be in 
sympathy with ' the effort as it 
stands; hardly so the multitude wlio 
take their entertainment, at lesser 
prices. Indeed, that it more closely 
resembles a play than a picture is 
Its major handicap. ' 

This. is a hard and sombre theme 
to digest. One which will become 
tedious to many because. ot its lack 
of. animation. In telling of the young 
Frenchman .wltose conscience drives 
him to the home of the Gernian boy 
he . killed In the war, Lubltsch has 
made Of : it a rigid unravelling 
brooking no compromise ds to slip- 
ping in familiar cinematic hurrah 
He has also guided the cast so that 
they intensify sitiiations through re- 
pression rather, than display. It's 
nice work, but it doesn't spell box 
office. 

The picture is particularly note- 
worthy for another superb perform- 
ance by Lionel Barrymore as the 
bereaved German father: Barry' 
more plays a doctor and the head of 
a small famll}', consisting of his 
wife and the departed son's fiancee, 
who are almost fanatical in their 
grief over the lost boy a year after 
the Armistice. The gradual light- 
ening of the bur,den comes through 
the Frenchman who, seeking peace 
of mind through confession to his 
victim's parents, finds himself in- 
cai>able of the revelation aiid then 
explains his presence as because he 
was a friend of the son. It ends 
with the parents accepting Paul, .as 
their own, as also the girl,, who 
eventually learns the real reason 
he Is there and who will not let 
him run away to break down what 
he has resurrected from the lives ot 
the elderly pair. 

Meanwhile, there is the resent- 
ment, of the. men of the village to 
the presence of the Frenchman, 
stirred up by a rejected suitor of 
the girl, and the gossiping of ' the 
women over the evident attachment 
between Elsa (Miss Carroll) and 
Paul (Holmes). Lubltsch's direc- 
tion doesn't permit this animosity to 
boll over into a demonstration al- 
though it d-^^s lead to the film's 
dramatic high point when « Barry- 
more rises from a luncheon table 
to flay his cronies of a lifetime for 
a venomous attitude which can only 
lead to further wars. Barrymore 
makes this passage ring, pacifists 
will hall It and it will generally Im- 
press. 

Phillips Holmes, wearing a mus- 
tache to add the years to his ap- 
pearance, is not a happy choice for 
the mentally tortured soldier. Yet, 
his performance is not without Its 
good points. The main conflict is 
tlutt Holmes seems to lack the 
depth to lmply the Intensely imagi- 
native person who could brood so 
long. to reach the mental state of a 
depresslonlstic frenzy which seeks 
relief In .ahy direction, and finally 
strikes upon the Idea of visiting the 
home of the man he killed. 

Nancy Carroll, as the girl who Is 
devoting her life to the parents and 
memory ot her fiancee, handles her- 
self capably in a role of little oppor- 
tunity. Luclan Littlefield is to the 
fore as the light heavy and Lubltsch 
has given I,o\ilse Carter, who does 
the mother, a fine scene in a cemc 
tery where she meets 'another 
mourning woman, ZaSu Pitts and 
Tully Marshall do but bits. 

Camera and sound work' are ex- 
cellent, particularly the sound end 
On tlilii phase Lubltsch has slipped 
In a tn'l.st when he uses the micro 
phone instead of the camera to do 
some reminiscing. It is where 
Barrymore stands on the sidewalk 
along the street his son marched to 
war, and Instead of double exposing 
the former marching soldiers Just 
the tramp of feet Is heard. The 41- 
rector also has some occaslooal in- 
teresting lens composition to un- 
fold, particularly at the opening, 



ana has taken ailvanlage of what 
comedy touches the tale affords. It 
should also be noted that there Isn't 
demonstrative love scene any- 
where. 

Productlonally the picture has a 
German village to account for, ond 
also a clever replica ot the massive 
Notre Dame at the opening. Re- 
ports are that this Is for above the 
average cost feature.. 

The film and its story caii easily

the Par board held by Kent. It 
places Cohen next in line: to Lasky, 
first v.p. with the report Cohen Is 
Ilkely to become more active In Far 
production. Presumably he will also 
watch closely over distribution. 
Right along Cohen had been COU' 
sldered as Kent- man In production 
and matters generally, although it is 
said that of late Katz appeared to 
be sponsoring Cohen, 

By the Kent walkout, his position, 
that of v. p. and general manager, 
is split two ways for the first time 
since 1921 when Kent went from 
gen. sales mgr. of Far to general 
manager in charge of distribution. 
Title of gen. mgr. now becomes ex- 
tinct 

Before 24 hours had elapsed after 
Kent's resignation, reports began 
emanating from various quarters' 
stirring doubt as to Adolph Zukor, 
Jesse L. Lasky and others, as well 
as pointing to Sam Katz as 'being 
In the ascendancy through his sup- 
posed 'politlco-ainlcable associations 
with outside, interests recently 
brought in when John Hertz, Wil- 
liam Wrlgley, Jr., and Albert D. 
Lasker, commonly called the 'Chi- 
cago group' joined the company. 
Hertz is chairman of the finance 
committee. He replaced William H, 
English, of Kuhn, Loeb & Co., In 
that post, with English appointed 
chairman of the b,oard, an office 
newly created. Xjosker and Wrlg- 
ley, as well as Hertz, are on the 
board. 

Since this group has come into 
P-P, its first major move, called 
for by Hertz, was for a second cut 
In salary of from 6% to 10%. Sec- 
ond major occurrence' is the Kent 
walkout.

shortly afterward Kent became a 
flim salesman in the east at $60 . a 
week, in a few months rising to as- 
sistant sales. manager, then assist- 
ant to the president. . He first Joined 
films with the old Vltagraph com- 
pany in 1914 and later assisted 
Frank Hitchcock In unraveling the 
General Film Company tangle. 

When Joining . Par, Kent offered 
to work for nothing until he could 
prove his value to the organization. 

Schaefer, Kent's right bower in 
Fair for. five years, has been 'with 
Far since 1920 when becoming a- 
booker at the Ne'w York exchange. 
Out of that same ' exchange, Joe J. 
Unger, eastern district ihanager, 
will share with Stanley Walte, short 
subject salesf manager at h. o., the 
spHt-up duties of the eastern divi- 
sion. 'Milton Kussel, now on a sea 
voyage, will probably be' promoted 
from New York branch manager- 
ship to succeed Unger as d. m. at 
the exchange.

Emanuel Cohen's rise is equally 
spectacular.

With theatre circles, international 
baseball' league fans, and military 
Veterans orgiE^nizatlons stirred - as 
nothing else . has stirred them in 
years, another chapter In .the Read- 
ing i>ollce war' oh vaudeville was 
written here last night (Sunday). 
While almost 2,000 people were lined 
up In orderly fashion along the 
sidewalks In front of the Park thea- 
tre over . a score of policemen, actr 
ing under' brders of the city's new 
I>olice commissioner, JT. Stanley 
Giles, barred the entrance to the 
house and prevented the holding of 
. the charity show announced by 
United Chain Theatres, Inc., lessees 
of the house and Reading L«dge of 
Uopse, owners of the building. 
. .Action, of the police duplicated 
that of a week ago Sunday night, 
when police refused to permit a 
vaudeville entertainment to be pre- 
sented. . Meanwhile, last night and 
the night before, nearly all the 
oUier Penn street theatres, Includ- 
ing two vaudeville : houses which 
have been giving picture shows only 
on Sunday since the'- new police 
commlsslpher banned vaudeville, 
were doing business as .usiial - 

Suit against the' city, asking for 
an injunction to prevent the police 
. from interfering with theatre per- 
foirmances - for chaj-ity, was to be 
brought today (Monday) it was 
stated' tonight by Lk>u Berman, who 
came here as ah 'executive of the 
TTnlted company. 

Bail Fans Coneerned 
Patrons of International League 
baseball, whose Reading team Is 
supported largely by Sunday games, 
and who' face losing their . Sunday 
privileges .if the matter goes .to 
court, are worried by the situation 
so are the inlUtary and other, war 
veteran associations which have 
bad charge of the ' benefit shows 
each Sunday, night the various 
theatres for the past tour years. 

The! military organizations fear 
that if the Park, which haq been 
showing vaude because- pictures 
have always been secondary on its 
programs, is obliged to keep closed, 
all other Sunday shows will be ruled 
put by! the. courts. Other house 
managers are in sympathy with the 
Park and are hoping for a speedy 
court decision, . 

While Mayor iEJrmentrout, who re^ 
cently c^d he IS standing back of 
commissioner Olles In his bperS' 
tlons. Is carefully refraining from- 
stating specifically that he is back 
of the "No Vaudeville' cnieade, Giles 
himself has failed at any time to 
explain for public information why 
he permits Sunday tllins but bans 
the acts. 

The Park management had book- 
ed a full program of acts, had all 
its employees oh hand to receive 
contributions for . patrons, ' as no 
tickets have been sold at Sunday 
theatre shows operating heTe for the 
past four years. Snough people to 
fill the house and leave many stand 
Ing were on hand at the opening.. 

Ray Wolff, Philadelphia, Is local 
manager and Berman and .the Moose 
have retained former Judge John B. 
Stevens and Joseph R. Dickinson, 
former city solicitor and an author- 
Ity on municipal law, to represent 
the theatre company and the lodge.

Jones has not collected a penny,' 
he states, for his three 'weeks of 
bookings, and neither have the 
agents,', since . they were to draw 
their commissions from the 10% 
paid to the Jones office. Jones says 
he will take no .action against Kane.

- It Is probable that a girl act may 
be booked to work with the radio 
period, which will run 60 minutes.

Actors apparently don't • reaillze 
that, their cut salary Is no secret 
and that other houses know' about 
It Managers balk at what they 
term being held up for more money 
from an act that either played: for ' 
them before or around the corner 
for much less. Nothing the . stand- 
ard booking offices can do about 
the 'situation. Talking to actors 
has done no good. Performers view 
their compromising positions from 
a peculiar angle.- In holding out 
for bigger salaries in circuit offices, 
their claim Is that taking the same 
kind of a cut. there as with the, 
Indlo bookers would set a precedent'' 
away from their standard salaries.- 

Argument from the penny ante 
agents Is that the actor himself Is 
responsible by being willing to work 
for almost nothing. Also that One 
or two of the boys eliminating the 
practice would ' not help any, as 
.there are enough chiselers around 
only too -willing to - do the same 
thing. It's dog eat dog aiid 'the 
actor making a chump of himself. 

If vaudg Is expected to make any 
kind of a comeback around this ter- 
ritory It's the concensus of opinion . 
among showmen, who have studied 
the situation, that It's up to the 
actors. They're only making it 
tough on themselves.

General Prominence 

Grading of 193l'c .hew stars is 
motivated by the prominence they 
reached during that year and for 
the position they have created for 
themselves wherever radto talent is 
discussed,, rather than by sectional 
standings and popularity. These 
a^e known as new radio names til 
over, not Just here and there; many 
are kntfwn by liame where they 
hav^ not even been'heard as broad- 
casters, through imitations and the 
type of exploitation any celebrity 
receives outside his own business. 

A glance through the list of the 
11 new radio stars ' quickly reveals 
that all but one or two either conr 
trlbuted to or practiced on radio 
some, new type of. etHer entertain- 
ment, and these made" the grade be- 
cause they departed so successfully 
from the beaten path of radio en- 
tertallning as well as for any other 
reason. 

Classified, they comprise four vo- 
calists,, three orchestras, . two talk- 
ers, one sustained interest dialog 
skit, and one comedy and song 
team. The numbers also indicate 
again that vocal aad instrumental 
work are the easiest mediums for 
radio artists. 

Of the singers, the Boswell Sis- 
ters and Mills Bros, each contrib- 
uted a new- style of harmony; 
Crosby and Columbo were tops in 
a new school of popular jnale vo- 
calizing, the baritone croon that Is 
battling with the Rudy 'Valee meth- 
od of higher pitched megging on 
radio's top perch. 

Of the orchestras, Bernie, Lom- 
bardo arid Callow'ay each Is. difstinct 
from the other. Bernie's national 
foundation is the breezy chatter and 
announcements'with which he paces 
his music and one of radio's most 
popular, senses of humor. Lombardp 
is liked for soft arrangements and 
Calloway for the Harlemesque 
brand of rhythm and the eccentric 
shouting of the. leader/" Lombardo 
and Bemie both were localized 
(Chicago) favs on thie air prior to 
1931, after which they grew na- 
tionally on the networks. 

For the speakers, Gddlo Cantor 
adhered to his stage style of gags 
mixed with aop.i^ii, vfffltf WInch ell 
remains a chatter and gossip repor- 
ter, only talking. The one comedy 
and song tearii, 'Sisters of the Skil- 
let,' (u-e Ralph East and Ed Dumke, 
former vaudevlllians, olso emanat- 
ing from Chicago. 

Of the nine stars who managed 
in 1931 to retain the places they 
had previously gained, several 
slipped considerably but. not enough 
to quite fall out of the star class. 
Declines were registered by Amos

He's the only person 
on the stage alone for more than a 
second this week, with the rest of 
the show composed of the usual 
colorful mass Roj^ entertainment, 
the Fred Waring band's pit present- 
ment, a Mickey Mouse cartoon and 
a Fox talker, 'Charlie Chan Carries 
On.' 

There Is seldom any falling down 
by the production end or house bal- 
let staff here. The bad weeks are' 
generally attributable to a stage 
name's flop oc a back-flip by the 
screen subjecL Currently the stage 
name hands strongly, e^nd the pic- 
ture satisfies^ which, should give the 
Boxy a pleasant turnover on merit 
this week. 

A medley of gypsy and Hungarian 
melodies is the Waring pitmen's 
opener. A late pop' Is worked up as 
accompaniment tor £yalyn Nair, 
who dancea alone on the pneumati- 
cally raised, stage In : back of the 
band stand.

They must have been confident 
.that the .feature, 'The Chomp,' just 
off its legit house ezploltation run, 
would hold trade up, tor the. house 
stager took plenty of chances In de- 
pending 'upon Benny Davis and his 
kid group, billed as 'Future Broad- 
way Stars.' 

Davis has played the house before, 
but he doesn't belong In this mam- 
moth deluzer. Perhaps tor a mod- 
erately-sized house with a moderr 
ately-fastidious clientele his offering 
might sufflcoi but this spot calls for 
something more solid in entertain 
ment. thin Davis, his reputation as 
a lyric writer and his gathering of 
young specialists. 

For one thing the Capitol patron 
age drops in with the reasonable 
supposition that they're going to get 
something genuine in the "way of 
stage program, while everything 
Davis does is theatrical and syn 
thettc, as to his own personality, 
his' style of presentation and the 
layout of his turn, which, by the 
way, runs to 34. minutes, which Is a 
lot of time for a disciple of Qus Ed- 
wards. At moments the audience 
at the performance caught - monl 
tested a good deal of restlessness, 
mostly inspired by Davis' strpngarm 
efforts to make the audience like his 
youngsters. 

There is no special reason why a 
too energetic m.c. has to force these 
children upon any audience. The 
kids do specialties limited in scope, 
but entirely welcome, and Davis' 
determination to make them a grand 
success only arouses audience op 
position. 

Anyhow, the youngsters are spread 
out cafe scene style before a pent 
house back drop suggestion, with 
the stage band disposed behind 
them on a low platform. Group 
numbers 16 or so, but only half that 
number or less actively engage in 
the revel.

Seml-recitatlons of 
one verse of a ballad did the. boy^s 
specialty no good In this vast audi 
torlum, and Davis' ballyhoo did him 
less service. 

By way of contrast to a program 
laden to. the limit with neophyte 
tappers, the next number Is a re 
turn of Sunny Day, tapping some 
more to the accompaniment of 
Jackie's crooning.

a comedy dance routine, but this re- 
viewer missed their names alto-

That is the way this 'Vagabond 
King* show, with Dennis King as 
the feature. Is being plugged. Ads 
offer 'for the first time on the stage 
of a motion picture theatre two 
stirring acts from the outstanding 
operetta success of all time.' 

B. & E. took extra newspaper 
display space to burl this at the 
public In Its z^ousness to give 
this impression of a regular legit 
show at bargalln prices, B. & "K.. this 
time probably overstepped the 
bounds. 

For the public Is not getting a 
legit show here; what It Is getting 
are the songs from the production 
ahd a couple of the cue-lines. There 
is no attempt 'at either story or 
business. In short, other than the 
songs, the show Is no more like the 
'"Vagabond King" legit' musical than 
a regular stage unit. 

Show Itself is running very short, 
under the regulation stage shoW: 
time. This production is weaving 
its way through Its entire routine, 
which includes a couple of vaude. 
turns. In. less than S 6 minutes. The

ivater Beach and radio. Latter cut- 
let probably more thin anything 
else, has lifted Whiteman to the 
front row at a time when stage 
competition was getting hot for 
him. But the rhapsody king 'has 
come back with a vaude presenta- 
tion that has everything and that 
will more than guarantee entertain- 
ment 

It^s the same old trled-and-true 
Whiteman combination of 23 men, 
'With such standbys as Roy Bargy 
at the piano, Mike Plngatore's tor- 
rid banjo, and Goldle, the comlo 
cut-up- trumpeter. On the vocal end 
of the organization are two sets of 
crooning- trios.

Which of the ex- 
ploited names deserves credit Isn't 
clear. -Picture was rated on pre- 
release at less than average by - the 
trade and one would expect indif- 
ferent word of mouth, so that the 
answer ought to have shown In the 
Monday-Tuesday trade. At any 
rate it was the silver haired veteran 
comedienne who gave the. stage 
show Its fillip, and flavoring. 

Rest of' the bill (Miss Frlganza 
was next to closing where she be- 
longed), was of .unusual pattern, 
chiefly due to its composition and 
the now familiar use of a flash spe- 
cialty revue number' in the flnale 
spot. Idea of . such use for a num- 
ber of that kind . Is debatable. The 
audience, has sat . through a spe- 
cialty hill iCor more than , an hour, 
a program that ought to build up 
to a climax. The logic of ending 
the program with another specialty 
group, which gives the audience the 
feeling of starting the- entertain- 
ment all over? again; doesn't com- 
mend itself. 

Sam' Heggen'a RKOllans, pit 
crew, start the session with a neatly 
handled overture, the point of which 
is a mixture of melodies of the old 
fashioned kind, blended for capital 
contrast effect, with- modern .hot 
Jazz. ' Device Is not a new one, but 
well managed here. 

Gray Family, four girls and two 
boys, open with modern dance dis- 
play, shrewdly paced in. routine, but 
dressed ' In poor ta'ste. At the open- 
ing girls are in long skirts for tap 
ensemble. Two of the girls pick 
up the running, stripping to ex: 
tremely short skirts and bare legs 
for a duet of legmanla. Thereafter 
they never get away from the bare 
legged technique, going more and 
more toward undress as they pro- 
ceed. Case Is a good one to make 
the text of a sermon, because, all 
six young : people are flrst class 
dance specialists and In their youth 
and whblesomeness make iein en 
tlrely desirable Impression - of being 
a nice family group of youngsters, 
ah Impression that is constantly In 
conflict with .the strip flash. Other- 
wise a brisk and. pleasing dance 
turn, built along the lines of the old 
Ford family. Two - of the girls do 
an agreeable bit of harmonizing. 
Finish has all six in line out in 
'one' In an impressive precision 
Idea. 

. Betty Lou Webb' opens with a 
male impersonation, singing a pop 
In muddled diction, but redeeming 
the opening with a clean-cut rou 
tine of taps. After two more pop 
songs 'River, Stay Away' and TU 
Try Somebody Else,' done without 
much spirit, she is. off, while her 
pianist flUs In the gap with no great 
spirit and returns an agreeable 
slim figure of a girl in a long 
skirted evening gown of white. She 
does another pop here without dis 
tinction, but once.agaln sella herself 
with a beautiful bit of control danc- 
ing, ending on the right side- of the 
ledger. 

Charles AJthoS No; 3 had flrst go 
at comedy and made the grade with 
his comedy old man character type, 
flddUng and a. k. comedy business 
with a flashy young Amazonian girl, 
an eyeful In the briefest of bathing 
suit get-ups. 

SVeddle Pisano hais a good Idea 
for a sketcli surrounding for his. 
wop dialect talk, being supported 
by a girl who does little, and a high 
tenor who plays- a traffic cop char- 
acter, which gives background to 
the Pisano talk, besides helping the 
bulld-up with a couple of song 
nunrbers. Somebo^ly ought to flx 
ownership of that 'Narcotics' gag 
used in 'Flying High' and also In 
Bert Lahr's vaudeville hit from that 
muslcaL Pisano iises It here. 

Sing, High and Low (New Acts) 
follows here, holding up the pace, 
while Miss Frlganza takes the next- 
to-shut position. She has switched 
her material somewhat the changes 
all being Improvements, particu- 
larly her flnal number, for which 
she now uses a semi-undress cos- 
tume which Is much better than her 
old Idea of rompers. This veteran 
Is- vaudeville at its best Her 
comedy Is vigorous hoke that sells 
Itself and with her personality t>e'- 
hliid the Idea of a silver-topped a. 
well nourished hey-hey old girl she 
gets It across with vaudeylUe punch 
that conceals a flnesse worthy of 
her class musical comedy back- 
ground, 

George WIest and Ray - Stanton 
and Co., with sub-billing for Sahdra 
Word ^ve the show Its flnale, a 
situation which puts them under a 
handicap, since their revue flash is 
scattered enough as . it Is for any 
position, but certainly too lacking 
In unity' for show closing.

Nprtfacenter, Chicago 

Chicago, Jan. 23. ' 
After months of futile experi- 
ments with auction nights, amateur 
nights, beauty-rcontest nights, and 
so.-callcd - vaudeville with acts at 
iS a head, Essaness has finally got- 
ten a true view of the cheap char- 
acter of that fake stuff and has 
pushed the whole mess Into the ash- 
can in favor of standard variety. 
Essaness theatres, like the other 
neighborhoods caught In the flood 



of double features, haven't had a 
particularly pleasant time these past 
few months, and on these grounds 
may be excused for Its wild-eyed 
attempts at spurious stage enter- 
tainment. 

But the firm evidently has finally 
realized that vaude at 35 per act 
Is not vaude, and that acts picked 
up off the corners by shoestring 
agents can't make the grade, and 
In the. end do m6re harm than good. 

Essaness now hus reverted to 
standard v.irlety at this large the- 
atre, delivering 'a stage band policy 
and four acts on a split week grind. 
Business h.is Jumped pleasantly. 
Indications are pointing to a stead- 
ily Increasing patronage. 

This house la managing to over-, 
come many natural disadvantages. 
Audllgrlum I'escmblcs a huge, bar- 
ren barn; seating, some 3,7Vp, most-, 
ly on the widc-opon nVnln floor. Or- 
chestra pU, at present unoccupied. 
Is big and wide, and m.ust api>ear 
to . the .perf oiiners ' ais a . great hole 
In the ground, producing a mental 
hazard. This will be remedied when 
Essaness spots a regular pit orches- 
tra in the house; Circuit' Is now 
using a . stage band, the 11 -piece 
girl orchestra, Mary and Her Platl- 
ntim Blondes, Likely they will be 
moved shortly. The girls %re okay, 
but they've' been at the house long 
enough to be )io longer a novelty. 

Orchestra oh the stage also 
oramps the booking possibilities. 
With the band on the rostrum, the 
acts are forced to work In .'one,' 
pushing out all chances for the big- 
ger full stage flash turns, and- with- 
out these lai'ge-stage acts It's ditr. 
flcult' to deliver a regulation variety 
llne-up. 

. Show at the last half this week, 
besides the glrl-bahd, contained 
Buddy Lake, formerly of the act of 
West, Lake and Hane, as m. .'c; 
P'eggy Moore, a small but entertain- 
ing blues singer, the ever-present 
four Frankenburg Juveniles, and, as 
over, solidly effective with a neigh- 
borhood family audience, and Sweet 
and Proctor, man and woman com- 
edy team. List in Itself evidences 
the change in the character of the 
shows thalt the house Is playing. 
Present names arc nil standard ma- 
terial and. can be relied upon to 
deliver. 

In the mad. rush to deliver bar- 
gains to the public, tlie neighbor- 
hood exhibs are- bungling the Job 
badly. The Northccntor Is giving 
36 minutes of vaude show besides 
two regular-length features, 'Pos- 
sessed' (M-G) and 'Girls About 
Town' (Par). Entire bill ran overly 
long, the stage show, when caught, 
starting its last . performance!, at 
10:10 p. m. Stage shows In the loop 
ore under way by 9:30 at the latest 
And the Northcenter Is in a neigh- 
borhood where folks wake up the 
sun. 

There would seem to be no need 
for double features with stago 
shows of this cnllbre. One bad pic- 
ture rates as . a detriment rather 
than a help, for. llkel}'- as not the 
public hesitates to visit a double 
program to see one go6d film If they 
must sit through a boring one to 
so do.

Monte Carlo Casino 
has nothing to do -with the French 
government, being established in 
the independent principality of 
Monaco.

Willing to Settle 
After deducting the . four-bits 
nightly Sonney accused him of tak- 
ing out of the receipts for supper 
money, also $2.60 a day for board 
at Soney's house In Los Angeles 
during a month . Freeman said - he 
was. laid off from the- show aiid 
made to do car-repalring and man- 
ual labor. Freeman figures Sonney 
owes him $876.

Sonney pay a man like you $80 a 
month? What drawing power was 
you -with two big shows In Oakland 
in storage, one divorced wife, lost 
a $60,000 suit, now you're out to 
bluft an honest respectable citizen.' 

For the information of the labor 
bureau. Freeman explains that Of- 
ficer Sonney is a tradename used 
by . Sonney after he captured Roy 
Gardner, the mail bandit, and that 
he still carries a gun and hand- 
cuffs.

At the recent managerial meeting It was proposed to form a managers' 
association along closed shop lines. That proposition was queried, not 
by the managers but by a union head. The meeting was called pri- 
marily to talk over the admissions tax problem and representatives of 
the stage hands, musicians and Equity were invited. 

Fred Dempsey; for the stage hands, put the proposal up to the man- 
agers. He said his union would play ball with i, managerial body along 
the lines proposed. That meant concessions would likely be agreed upon. 
Dempsey further stated that provided such an association Is formed the 
shoe-stringers would be out, indicating that the union would not permit 
Its men to work for the phoney bankroll boys. . 

William A. Brady put the idea up fo Frank Glllmore, who replied he 
was In no position to commit Equity. Glllmore mentioned that legal 
opinion was a closed ishop for managers would.be conspiracy. He pointed 
out that Equity haa assets approximately totaling 1300,000 and that it 
would be unwise to permit those assets to be liable to damage eulta. 
. .The closed ..i^hop proposal went no further. It Is expected a managers' 
group such as the Theatre League will become fully representative of 
the legit showmen. Some who scrutinized the proceedings asked what 
the real union angle was— just what concessions the union, people had in 
mind from the managers. ■

Motion of Bob Newman, as president of Vanderbllt Productions, Inc., 
for a sumhiary Judgment for .$G,000 ' against Roy Roberts, actor, ! was 
denied by Judge Ingraham of the New .York Supreme Court. Newman 
will appeal. 

ITewman alleges breach of cpntract. He asiserts that on July 7, 1931, 
while Roberta was appearing in his show, 'Old Man Murphy,' Roberts 
requested a release after the actor had agreed to pay him $6,000 In 
weekly payments of $100. 

' Roberts replied he was persuaded to sign the $6,000 agreement for a 
release, through misrepresentations of Newnian. Roberta avers that the 
producer represented to hitn that 'Old Man Murphy,' after closing for 
tiie summer, was to reopen again in September, 1931, and run until June, 
1932. 'Old Man Murphy,' states Julius Kendler, for Roberts, closed 11 
daiys after the actor was released from the show and when it reopened 
ran for only two weeks. Kendler claims Roberts Is Indebted to Newman 
for but $200 for the two Aveeks that tlie show ran after it was reopened:

At least it ended wjien Grouse's superiors, said 
he hadn't attended the show ' In an official . capacity and that they had 
ho thought of censoring the marathon.. 

Matter stayed on 'the front page for two days and helped everybody. 
Including Grouse's scrap-book. 



'Wonder Bar* is going to the coast because dUterences between Jolspn 
and the Shuberts. have been straightened. Jolson threatened to scoot to 
Palm Beach from Chicago but the dispute was cleared to his satisfaction. 

Jolspn. arid the Shuberts are 50-50 on .'Bar's' ownership, which means 
the managers' end is controlled by the Shubert receivership, A. fund of 
$15,000 was put aside for possible road losses. With the speculation as 
to what might happen ^urlng the receivership, Jolson wanted to know 
how his half of the $15,000 was protected.

With that out. of the way Jolson. agreed to extend the tour. Chicago 
business has been excellent for the. show, 'Bar' staying there two weeks 
longer than originally booked.

It looked as though the show 
was brought to Broadway Just for the three week picture limit, but it 
was yanked off after four days.

Quick release of the yarn, which opened for a short stay as a 
Icglt late In November, indicates shooting may have started at about the 
same time as the legit rehearsals.

In its first 
testing, in the Los Angeles police 
raid on 'Lyslstrata,' Superior. Judge 
Yankwlch pointed out . that the 
amendment Is attached to a subdi- 
vision of law that says nothing 
about producers but refers to ac- 
tors alone. 

The Los Angeles city ordinance 
under which arrests were made cov- 
ers ground ilntouchcd by the state 
code in that it applies to business 
or pantomime as well as spoken 
lines. The city also reaches beyond 
the usual definitions of indecency 
to control' anything that can lie 
I construed as a tendency to corrupt 



the morals of youth. Even if acts 
or gestures are unintentional, they 
lay the actor subject to arrest, and 
other' members of the company 
whether involved or not. 

Leading to his conclusion that the 
Lbs Angeles ordinance Is a valid 
exercise of police power, . Judge 
Tankwlch remarked that 'Many 
things which would not shock the 
.morals of adults might shock the 
morals of youth. The. qiiestlon 
whether this is a proper standard 
la not before us. Children have a1 
ways been regarded as a fit subject 
for distinctive classification. Here 
the city has seen fit to denounce 
and condemn plays which- offend 
youth.' ■ ■ 

Foregoing was in the opinion 
denying Dickson -Morgan and 
George Roberson an injunction 
against further police interference 
with 'Lyslstrata' pending, trial on 
the obscenity charges.

One Is 
Henry X>uRy's stock company at 
the Alcazar, while the .other is the 
Stratford -Upon-Avon players In a 
Shakespearean rep at the Erlnnger 
Coiunibla. Unltll the Stratford 
group came In two weeks ago the 
only leglt offering In this town of 
more than 600,000 and with a draw- 
ing po'wer of '■ some 460,000^ was the 
Duffy stock company. 

San Francisco's downtown area 
Is far from the active spot it was 
some ten yeans ago, or in fact 
three years ago. After 6.30 p. m. it 
takes plenty to get the natives be-

Gottleig and Ralph Plncus, Is the 
only leglt house in town with, a 
list. of bookings for the future.

It is at 
Equity's request. 

Proposal beiars on Equity's latest 
method of safeguarding actors In 
shoestring . affairs and the assign- 
ment system recently Invoked 
whereby no bond shows mus^avslgn 
60% of the producers' stock and film 
rights! When this was first put Into 
effect It was thought players in 
these show's 'had bceii' afforded as 
much protection as could be sal- 
vaged. However, two loopholes now 
come up. 

. Producers collect nothing on their 
shows, in case of picture sale, un- 
less a show heu9 bad three weeks on 
Broadway. This meant that runs 
shorter than 21 days gave all the 
fllm.money to authors, thei latter not 
making any assignments but with 
the producer out. Under this cir- 
cumstance casts could collect none 
of this film money. . , ■ 

Royalty Loop Hole 

Another weakness appeared in 
that, should the producer, fait to pay 
royalties within 10 . days, the play 
reverts back to the author, and the 
cast again is frozen. Such a case 
came up on the recently closed 
'Coastwise Annie,' with the producer 
just paying up in time. 

E^quity's proposal to change was 
made' to the Author's League sev- 
eral weeks ago but action has been 
delayed until Louis Silcoz, League' 
sec, returns from Washington. The 
question is expected to be settled 
shortly.

- Mary Ellis and 
Basil Sydney, starred, threatened to 
quit while Nat Dorf man and Ben 
Holzman, press agent.: for 'Rob- 
bery,' threatened suit Individually 
and collectively against the 'Times.' 

Then the 'Times' ruled . that this 
type of ad would not be acceptable 
again since it was unfair to other 
attractions elsewhere on Broadway.

Henry and 'Hay Fever.' 



Problem of the receivers for the 
Shubert Theatre Corp., is that of 
raising cash, the basic woi-ry that 
caused the fiidShcial crash of the 
company. The proposed reorgani- 
zation plan will not be known until 
Lee Shubert returns from Palm . 
Beiach, his stay there not to be 
mure than two weeks. That ap- 
pears to have been agreed upon 
with his co-rccelver, Charles Fisk. 

Tho receivership contlilues to 
show progress and the operating 
deflcit is now less than .$75,000. 
When the receivers took charge.lt 
was $136,000. There was but one 
losing week since Dec. 1 but the . 
problem of i>aying taxes and. mort- 
gage interest charges must be 
solved before the end of the theatre 
season. 

Deadline in June 

Doubt is expressed whether the 
court would permit another exten- 
sion of the receivership beyond 
June, for the reason that three dull 
summer months would have to be 
faced. Tho sum necessary to dis- 
solve the receivership is about . $2,- 
000,000. Aid in' raising that sum 
among the creditors is a possibility 
based on the fact that' forced sell- 
ing of the < assets might result in 
the creditors getting little or noth- 
ing. The expectation of better 
times next season, lb their main 
hope. 

' Because 'the Shubert status is 
that of 'an equity receivership, the 
court recognizes the corpora.tlon. 
has plenty of assets but no money. 
The Shubert assets consist in the 
main of theatres which they own In 
part or whole. Theatre realty price . 
levels are approximately 46% un- 
der the original purchase figures 
and if sale is forced it Is doubtful 
if much more than the amount of 
the mortgages would be realized. 

In any event the Shubert corpora- 
tion will not be forced Into bank^ 
ruptcy: The present receivership is 
adequate to liquidate the assets it 
that is found to be the only solu- 
tion. It was explained that bahk- 
ruptcy . would involve a costly pro- 
cedure' such as two sets of receivers, 
two sets of lawyers and many other 
costly ofifiolals.

A dull and formula book made al- 
moat worth the money by. Its aur- 
roundlngs ot a brisk dancins show, 
If, indeed any dimcln? ahow can 
be made worth $4.40 considering 
what can be heid up and down the 
Street at 85 cents. It is the danc- 
ins In this production that gives it 
what lure It has. 

Production itself makes a flash 
tor the amount involved; in its in-, 
vestlture, since the siisplclpn forces 
Itseif that much, of the accessories 
came out of the reservoir th6 Shu- 
ber'ts'. have in the store house. And 
even then there's. nothing prodigal 
about it 

. But as a sprightly stepping ses- 
slon 'lt's worth while. Besides that 
there isn't much, except a few fairly 
spicy ' exchanges of dialog with a 
medium content of wit. 

Tlie star herself is cast into what 
ought to be an Ingenue role and 
although she manages to get from 
it' all Us value, even then 'it isn't 
much. Grace .Hayes, the statuesque, 
has a; part richer in character and 
humor than the star, playing as she 
does, a not so hard boiled gold dig 
ger and playing it with a creamy 
blatdness. that , makes it stand out 
.' However, the piece being framed 
the way It is, most of the honors 
go to the dancing principals, notably 
Barbara Newberry and Carl Ran 
' dall, a dancing juvenile who is 
recognized in show business, for a 
resourceful stepper who has never 
realty received his deserts. This 
pair drew . the applause verdict of 
the performance viewed, notably 
their acrobatic session In the sec 
ond act. . ■ : 

What made the dick especially 
conspicuous was that It was spotted 
in far from the- best location, foUoW' 
Ing. immediately upon a Spanish eu' 
semble ' interpreted by a group of 
' six svelt Albertlna Rasch girls with 
plenty of hip waving and a load of 
sex appeal. The Randall-Newberry 
follow up couldn't have been, worse 
piIa<:ed.for effect, but still dynamited 
. to the embarrassment of 'Miss 
Hayes who -found it difficult to get 
going with h^ lines immediately 
■ lifter. ^ " 

Other featured player Is William 
Kent, sunk in a seml-stralght light 
role as the hero's chauffeur and in- 
volved in a comedy love episode 
with an eccentric c medy woman 
done neatly by Liorraine Weimar 
wltl\ just the right low comedy em 
phasls. Tenor role falls to John 
Garrlck, who. has both the voice 
and the smoothly masculine per 
sonallty to carry oil this usually 
blah assignment. 

Laughs are fairly well spaced, 
although the lines often go to pretty 
extreme lengths to invite them, but 
on the comedy alone the piece would 
never stand up. It is the dancing 
and the semblance of ' speed that 
makes the show possible — If It is 
possible at the scale.' 

The score has some grace but 
nothing that stands up as a sure 
musical vogue: Best of the lot Is 
'Danger it I Love You,' a light love 
song easy enough to listen to, even 
It it is reprised from late In the first 
^ act on. Best test of the straight 
^ away numbers was that tliey earned 
H only mild returns, while it was the 
W dance bits tb^t got the solid ap 
''' plause. 

In the playing the piece looks as 
though pi-etty much all its original 
German book was .jettisoned and 
made over. In all probability the 
score was considerably American 
ized, as well, and then the whole 
thing pepped up with dance acces 
sorles.

More than anything this produc- 
tion seems to be a lesson in wtaat 
harm 'kind' newspaper criticism can 
do. Play was produced first about 
3 or 4 . weeks ago and' was a dis- 
mal failure. Critics ne'xt day, trying 
to be kind to Joe Zelll, calleid it a 
very bad . presentation ot a good 
idea. So Zelli closed the show and 
announced it would be rewritten, 
recast and r^staged. Now, it any- 
thing, it's worse than before.- 

It's pretty much a hopeless idea. 
In the first place. Had it been writ- 
ten by some really inspired theatre 
writer of the George Kaufman cal- 
ibre there is a possibility that it 
might have stood a chance. And a 
really Inspired theatre' -writer could 
Just aa easily have found a better 
Idea to do his writing on. 

'Mr. Papavert' it's called now to 
differentiate It from the first version, 
called 'Papavert.' Play, itself -wos 
rewritten with just as little imagi- 
nation. 

Supposed to be a satire on com- 
munism. Wllhelm Papa-vert is a 
poor .bookbinder who somehow got 
mixed up in a strike nine years be^ 
fore the play starts and was sent 
to jail for life. 'The Party' makes 
fight tor his freedom, using him 
merely as a symbol, he not even 
knowing about it. Party leader. 
Max Lazar, lives -with Papa vert's 
daughter In companionate marriage, 
and even Papavert's wifi has be 
come a party worker. 

£Uection is coming, so Papavert 
is given a pardon, to find hiiuself In 
maelstrom of polltlcs-about which, 
he knows nothing. - He tries to get 
himself rearrested In order to get 
away from the various party ofll- 
clals who hound . him, and can't 
Tries to ' hang himself and the 
chandelier breaks. So he decides to 
become the national hero he's being 
told he Is and takes over the reins 
of -party leadership himself. 

Play Is doing quite litcely in Paris, 
which is given as a basis tor the 
thought it ought to do well here. 
Not. necessarily so. : Every French 
funny paper— or sober . paper, for 
that matter^makes a point Of bur- 
lesquing politics. Every reviie has 
sketches about politics. Politics and 
sex are the two subjects which 
about cover the entire field ot 
French modern wit. Feeling some 
times arises In foreigners -visiting 
France that there arb no jokes about 
any other subjects. With that back 
ground It is conceivable that they 
might like 'Papavert' siomewhat. 
But tor New York It's. hopeless from 
every standpoint.. 

As to the manner ot acting It Is 
oiily necessary to realize that Hugh 
Cameron, a burlesque comedian, has 
one ot the top i>arts and plays it 
that way. In the first version he 
was a warden. He evidently was 
too good for the part. He is now an 
Inspector of police and manages to 
wander through almost all the' acts, 
blighting that much .more time. Ed 
gar Stehll struggles hard with i 
German accent and ridiculous situ 
atlons In the title role. Edward 
Lelter gives the only really good 
performance as the communist 
leader and wastes his efforts. Stella 
Unger tries hard to give an imita- 
tion of Lou Holtz. 

There was a lot ot changing be- 
tween the first and second New 
York versions of this play. . All 
wasted,. Kduf,

Jacques Deval's Hollywood ex- 
perience on films Is sensed, in his 
clever pacing of pathos and comedy, 
cleverly timed to relieve tension. 

Staging of the play, done by 
Jacques' Baumer, an experienced 
actor, ' is exceedingly good, with tim- 
ing and business making perfectly 
con-vlnclng the whole story in one 
single set. 

Play opens showing a well-to-do 
and exceedingly ulti'a modern fam- 
ily of which members have prac-. 
tlcally nothing in common except 
residing together, composed . ot a 
lawyer father, trttvellng frequently 
to ' try cases; his nice but brainless 
wife, his carefree son, and his 
charming but very independent 
daiightey. Latter's companion has 
left, and a hew Qne is introduced. 
She is -a stern old maid whom the 
girl Imijrtediately hates. Girl never- 
theless ' hysterically breaks ..down, 
acknowledging that she lied about 
an errsjid she just did, anid confess- 
ing she has really been .to. a doctor, 
and finds herself in a delicate posi- 
tion. The man responsible, a young 
foreigner, can be counted oiit, . 

First aot ends with the compan- 
ion saving the girl from suicide. 
Next act, which takes place . two 
months afterward, shows that the 
companion, whom the girl still hates 
(or Interfering with her independent 
ways, (or some notion of her own, 
is sUU shielding the girl. When 
latter suddenly faints, she calls for 
her englpeer brother and compels 
him to act as a doctor, ordering the 
girl a long rest In the country where 
she will accompany her. Last scene 
shows the return of the girl home 
some months after her country so- 
journ, where, unknown to all, a 
child is born. Girl first intended to 
tell her family everything, but finds 
herself immediately taken up in the 
whirlwind of worldly life which her 
youth craves. The homely compan 
Ion, whom no. man would ever have 
looked at and who always craved 
for motherhood, ^teps in to protect 
the girl from blackmail by a ser- 
vant; succeeds in making her start 
life again as if nothing had hap- 
pened, and pretends to the family 
that she herself has had a child, 
gives it as a reason to part with her 
ward, and satisfies her spinster's 
craving for motherhood by thus re 
talntng the girl's infant. That its 
father is known to have died in a 
motor accident satisfies the audi- 
ence's mind against any possible 
future for the girl. What might 
seem unconvincing in the story is 
made pia,uslble due to the clever 
way in which the members, of the 
family rush after their o.wn pur- 
suits regardless. 

Acting is of the highest order, 
The star part is done by Marcelle 
Geniat with consummate ability, 
Despite the fact that play Includes 
considerable comedy and exceed 
Ingly witty dialog, drawing many 
laughs, she succeeds in never bur 
lesquing her Very difficult part, 
which, though It Is the title role, by 
no means outshado'ws the othet- 
characters.' Foreign stars likely to 
Insist on the building up 6t the part 
In the adaptation, which can easily 
be done. The girl's part is prac- 
tically as important as that of the 
governess, and Is magniflcently 
acted by Renee Devlllers. The coni- 
edy background is supplied by 
Pauley as the father, just out (if the 
Pirandello cast, and Betty Dauss 
mond as the mother.'

WILD WAVES 

- Philadelphia, Jan. 2E. 
After a long string of hopeless 
third and fourth rate tryouta It was 
a pleasure to find one that stands 
at least a reasonable chancci A 
couple of musical shows that bowed 
in here early in the season made the 
grade on Broadway, but nary a non- 
musical. . 

This one is 'Wild Waves' and it is 
the first venture of the newly 
formed formed firm of Doran, Raly 
and Hewes. Opening at the Garrlck 
last Monday, It -was originally in- 
tended for a single week only, but 
the producers decided to keep It here 
a second week for revisions. And 
don^t think 'WHd Waves' doesn't 
need them. It's a good tryout, but 
not that good. 

Authored by William Manley, new 
comedy, all the action of which 
takes place in a radio station, gains 
a very great deal from the shrewd 
direction of Worthlngton Minor. His 
staging, and the performances . At 
two or three of the principals are of 
uncdlculable aslstance to the author, 
who has more of a flair (or (ast dia- 
log and punch lines than he has (or 
sustaining a plot. 

However, thanks to the help he 
gets (rom director and players, and 
to his own. sense of theatrically ef- 
fective scenes and swell comedy sit- 
uations, Manley clicks neatly as an 
author, and after the changes' have 
been made 'Wild Waves' should win 
him' much credit . ' . 

Word has gone around that this 
one satirizes radio somewhat in the 
manner 'Once in a Lifetime' did the 
films, 'Butter and Egg Man' for the 
stage, and 'June Moon' (or the song- 
PUbllshing business. That may be 
truci In a very general sort of way, 
but- there are plenty of differences 
between Manley and George S. 
Kaufman. Present writer permits 
sentiment in speeches and scenes 
that (Seorge would never include, 
and 'Wild Waves' has only a little 
of < the brittle, almost cold, wise- 
cracking comedy of the plays men- 
tioned. . Manley has apparently 
studied the Kaufman pattern. 

Chief characters are Mitch Orat- 
wlck, who had once had iasplratlons 
in the field o( highbrow music, but 
who ended up as an overworked (ac- 
tptiim in a broadcasting establish- 
ment; .Tohn Duffy, a young fellow 
with a bully voice but a terrific in- 
foriority complex; Nancy Hodson, 
the heroine, another employeo. and 
Roy Denny, a hot-too-colortui 
heavy,' who plays fast and loose 
With the ladles and finally nearly 
gets taken for a ride as a result. 

Mitch and the gal are always 
working to put young Duffy across 
on the air, but he always backs 
down, at the last minute. When he 
does get his chance, Denny arrives 
in the station with a brannlgan and 
can't sing. Duffy, makes Denny the 
sensation of radio, but he is perfect- 
ly satisfied to go plnchhltUng and 
not trying, out on his own. Mean- 
while Denny gets plenty of atten- 
tion from the gal. 

Denny's second chance to make 
good comes when Mitch, who has 
written what he thinks' is- a piano 
masterpiece but which turns out to 
be something by Brahms, falls at 
the crucial moment. . Duffy gives 
em 'Sweet Mystery of Life' and other 
standbys and scores, but the whole 
trio are fired, and the final scene, 
quietly delightful, sees Mitch, Duffy 
and Nancy getting plastered in cele- 
bration of losing their jobs. 

One grand performance is con- 
tributed by Osgood Terkins as 
Mitch. It's a gem of underplaying 
for tremendous effect. Surprise of 
the evening was the work of a 
youngster named John Beal as the 
juvenile. Beai, whose real name is 
J. Alexander Blledung, played leads 
for the Mask and Wig here two 
years ago. His rolo here is a long 
and Important one, and he clicks. 
Plenty of sympatthy and also right 
amount of masculine force. Betty 
Starbruck, away from musicals, is 
satisfactory as the girl, and Edith 
Van Cleve gives a peach of a per- 
formance as the hard, wise-cracking 
but soft-hearted gh-1 at the desk. 
George Graham is also okay as one 
of the fussy studio heads. Cast Is 
large — almost 40 — but most of the 
characters are Jiist bite. Raymond 
Sovey has designed a, nice lot of sets, 
and the production moved smoothly 
and quickly, even the first night. 
Those who knew anything about the 
workings o( a radio station were' 
raving, and those who didn't seemed 
to enjoy the comedy nearly as much.

Under present conditions the read- 
ers of those publications can stock 
up with two current mags and one 
of the previous month for the price 
. of one two-bit publication.

STRIKE PREVENTED 



At the recent meetings between 
songwriters aiid publishers at the 
home of Stgmund Romberg, the 
songwriters agreed to waive their 
demand for copyright ownership 
and accept a uniform contract. The 
agreements reached by the repre- 
sentatives of the opposing bodies 
will be referred to the Music Pub- 
lishers' Protective Asseeiation and 
the Songwriters' Protective Asso- 
ciation for official action. 

Meanwhile a strike of composers, 
affecting the music businsM in 
its' entirety, hae apparently been 
avoided. 

The songwriter group at . the 
meetings were led by Slgmund 
Romberg, chairman ot the song- 
writers' committee. Although a 
production writer, Romberg, with 
the pop., writers of the committee, 
held the . meetings tor the benefit 
of the pop writers only. 

Initial demand ot the publish- 
ers meetings was that the song- 
writers agree to give up their de- 
mand for ownership ot copyright 
After some debate, the songwriters 
agreed. 

The basis of the uniform contract 
to which the songwriters and pub^ 
Ushers have agreed and which will 
be referred to their respective head- 
quarters for official action, Is prac- 
tically the same as .that . under 
which established publishers now 
enter Into contracts with song- 
writera These will not mention 
minimum sheet music royalty, it Is 
said. Also Instead of receiving' 60% 
ot the mechanical rights, the 
songwriters have agreed to accept 
33 1-3%, the same share they are 
currently receiving.' 

Closed Shop Question 
Songwriters and publishers at the 
meetings agreed on practically all 
conditions but one. Still unsettled 
is whether a closed shop shall exist. 
The songwriters do not want the 
publishers to accept the songs ot 
writers not members of the S.P.A., 
saying new writers can become 
members tor. $6, which will permit 
them to deal with publishers. 

Publishers object to this desiring 
to deal with anybody, despite non- 
membership. Composers' main ob- 
jection to a closed shop is. that. It 
will be an official recognition ot the 
existence ot the S.P.A. The pub- 
lishers are said to object to that 
association. 

From the looks ot matters now, 
it appears as though the publishers 
have won their battle with the 
S.P.A. Nothing will be definite un- 
til both the M.P.F.A. and the S.P.A. 
act on the suggestions ot their re- 
spective committees at these meet- 
ings.

Chi RA' io Show Capitulates to Pe- 
trillo's Demand for' Union Music 



Chicago, Jan. . 251 
Assignment of a contract for the 
Horlick Milk program to thi? Col- 
umbia .network by Albert T. Lask- 
er's agency, liOrd, Thomas & Logan, 
created qiilte a buzz in local adver- 
tising and broadcasting circles Ixst 
week. Gist of the comment was to. 
the effect that the incident Indicated 
a switch in the apparent Xasker 
policy of playing exclusively with 
NBC. 

Ilorllck's account makes the first 
placed with CBS at the agency's 
own discretion. OEhrevlous arid only 
other instance of an L.. T. & L. client 
going Columbia involved one of the 
International Shoe subslds. Lat- 
ter was solicited directly by .CBS 
sales department and the agency 
had no choice other than yielding 
to the wishes of the advertiser. 

Agency's sudden shift of interest 
to Columbia is attributed to Lask- 
er's recent alliance with Publix- 
Paramount as a member of its fl- 
Tiance committee. Paramount owns 
50% of the ' Columbia network. 
P'rlor to the P-P hookupi Lasker's 
tendency to push all his agency's 
ether business toward NBC was ap- 
parently motivated by the presence 
of the RCA' account on the L, T. & 
L. list as well as his close personal 
friendship with the BCA officers, 
notably David Samoff. 

Horlick Milk makes Us debut over 
the CBS. basic network Feb. 5, the 
schedule calling for two 16-minute 
evening releases. Program will 
originate from Columbia's local key, 
WBBM, and feature Dr. Herman 
Bundesen, Chicago's Commissioner 
of Health. For the past 13 weeks 
Horlick has confined its ether mer- 
chandising to the NBC-operated 
WMAQ, with Dr. Bundesen the at- 
traction. WMAQ is afHliated with 
the Chicago 'Daily News,' and the 
public medico conducts the paper's 
health column. 



Chicago, Jan. 25. 
Radio and Television show at the 
Stadium struck a snag that almost 
r<>suUed In a musicians strike, as a 
result ot running up against Jim- 
mlc Petrillo, president ot the musi- 
cians' union here. Radio outflt was 
cpcrating a mechanical instrument 
to broadcast on the outside,' using 
an elect^'ician, when Petrillo found 
out. 

'rhreatening to call a strike un- 
less one of his men went in to run 
the machine, Petrillo won out and a 
musician went In at $115 a week. 
Antipathy between the radio' show 
nnd Petrillo started when the union 
pre^cy refused permission for local 
orchestra leaders' to appear, without 
pidyfng an instrument; at the tele- 
vision exhibit unless they were paid. 
Band leaders around towi) were 
heavily solicited by the television 
promoters, with the publicity angle 
stressed. 

' I'ctrlllo's pt'lncipal objection was 
that the radio show wasn't spending 
any money with his organization, 
refusing to put In an orchestra and 
Anally compromising: on two piano 
players at $150 a week each.

Am. Tobacco Co. Biggest 
And Sensiti?e Radioer, 
Bndgets at $5,000,000 



JJadlo's largest, client, during 1932 
will be the American Tobacco Com- 
pany, advertising the Lucky Strike 
cigarets on Niac and the Cremo 
cigar on CBS. Airierlcan Tobacco 
will spend riiore than $6,000,000 on. 
these two accounts alone with radio 
during the current year. 

The original $2,000,000 appropriat- 
ed to Luckies radio budget has been 
increased to more than $31000,000. 
This increase became necessary 
when the clggle account commenced 
its hew broadcast series with Wal- 
ter Wlnchell and two different 
bands on each of Its thrice weekly 
broadcasts. Luckies alone is the 
most expensive account on the air. 
The frequent International hook-ups 
with foreign bands, which the cig' 
gle account Is using, wUI amount 
to a pile of money. Each Interna 
tiohal hook-up, if effected via short 
wave length, costs about $1,600. If 
it is done via wire, as is necessary 
from Cuba, where they hive no 
powerful short wave sending sta- 
tion. It amounts to about $5,000 per 
hook-up. 

For the' Cremo radio broadcasts, 
currently on CBS, American Tobac- 
to has appropriated about $1,700,000 
for the year. This account, from 
reports, is slated to go off CBS 
about Feb. 28 with Blng Crosby and 
will probably switch to NBC with 
a series of dally sketches. The NBC 
switch is not definite yet, accord- 
ing to report. 

Reason for the switch Is said to 
be because Col. Stoopnagle and 
Budd, CBS comedy team, kidded the 
Lucky broadcasts during, one of 
their periods. American Tobacco Is 
reported to have requested an apol- 
ogy from CBS, and CBS to cease 
permitting Luckies to be kidded by 
Its comedy teams. Instead of apolo- 
gizing, CBS is reported to have 
written a letter attempting to. ex- 
onerate Stoopnagle and Budd from 
blame. This, from reports, plus 
the fact the Cremo account is not 
said to be satisfied with Crosby's re- 
sults may shift Cremo to NBC. 



That Complete Non-Commerciaiism 
Is Intended for U. S. Radio by 
Senate Scouted as Not Likely

der which broadcasting in the U. S. 
is commercially operated. > Only, 
direct government coittrol o( broad- 
casting could eliminate radio's com- 
merciallslii, which Is advertising, in 
all probability "(hat would necessi- 
tate taxation, with that riot figured 
as desired' by either the public or 
the government, . 

The recently, introduced Senator 
Cou^ens resolution with the Dili 
amendment railing on- the Federal 
Radio Commission for an Investl- 
gatiori of radio is, in general belief 
within radio, ostensibly for limita- 
tion, of commercial advertising on 
the air. That the Intention In to go 
beyond that point and clear the 
ether of a'dvertlsing altogether is 
largely doubted. 

In reference to the Couzens bills,- 
the Federal commission has sent 
out questionnaires to all statlons.for 
Information on their method of op- 
eration and maintenance. 

Government operation of broad- 
casting would, place radio in the 
United States on a plane with Eng- 
land's radio. There is no Com- 
mercial plugging on the programs 
there, but on comparisons between 
the two the American merit of ra- 
dio entertainment, despite the com- 
mercial interruptions and motives, 
is gerierally conceded to be superior. 

Thus far the networks In New 
Tork have not signified they will 
yet start acting ofilcially against 
the present agitation. Along with 
most ot radio, the chains are await- 
ing results of the Federal comriils- 
slon's blanket query. 



Capital . Radio Conscious 

Washington, Jan. 26. 

Washington has gone radio con 
sclous with a bang. Since the Sen 
ate adopted the Couzens resolution 
and Dill amendriient, some of the 
biggest shots in radio have been in 
town preparing to show the Ameri- 
can people the books. 

In the past two weeks prominent 
members of the two networks and 
the board of the National Assoda 
tlon of Broadcasters, along wlUi 
members of the .Radio Manufactur 
ers' Association, have been in and 
out of the Capital. 

What the Senate wants to know 
through the Radio Commission is: 

What Information Is available on 
the feasibility of government owner- 
ship or operation of stations? 

To what extent broadcasting fa 
cllities are used for commercial ad. 
vertlsing purposes? 

How the stations are divided by 
power. 

What can be done to control, or 



perhaps eliminate, commercial radio 
advertising? 

' What is done by other countries? 

Whether It would be possible to 
limit commercial announcements to 
the names of sponsors only. 

. Two populinr programs now on the 
air; both heavy exercisers of the ad- 
vertising privilege, were said to have 
Caused the Senate resolution. The 
Identity of these programs hasn't 
been given,

. Edward Arnold carries his cold 
blooded, scheming Dillon along like 
a good actor; Arthur Vinton Is one 
of the toughest of the mob; Martha 
Mayo speaks no word as Dillon's 
faithful housekeeper,' who helps

good types. 

'Whistling In the Dark' is serious 
only when . its crooks act or talk 
tough.

A graphic picture of covered 
wagon days of 1848 In western 
America Is the feature of 'Distant 
Drums/ As a play It lags, has to do 
with distress all the way, quite too 
troublous for these days especially. 
Long, quiet, monotonous; Its siiccess 
chances are not good. 

The producer, Guthrie McCUntlc, 
and the author, Dan Totheroh, ap- 
pear not to have been able to make 
up their minds whether the play was 
drama or melodrama. There Is lit- 
tle change of pace and no glimmer 
of comedy. One thing the play may 
disclose, however, is the origin of 
the old 'Indian sign.' Somehow 
somebody puts It on the heroine, and 
she joins the Snake tribe. 

A - single set discloses a ring of 
covered wagons which ai'e excellent- 
ly reproduced. Except for slight 
changes in position, the dialog oc- 
curs within the semi-circle, with a 
canipfiro up stage center. The group 
is that of pioneers going to Oregon, 
there to settle upon the rich: free 
lands. Harris Wolfhill Is the leader 
and referred to as captain. Ho had 
taken to himself a wife at the start 
of the long journey, that ho might 
secure a larger allotment of land. . 
. Eunice, the .wife, Is a curious per-, 
son. Hardly Capable of loving her 
husband, yet she does not go for 
Jason, the young man of the train, 
although she accepts his attentions. 
She novcr gains the friendship of 
tho other women, all addressed as 
'Miss.' Eunice, Uke the others, is 
Illiterate. She believes she has 
witch blood in her veins, and relates 
that her grandmother had been 
burned, accused Pf witchcraft. Nat- 
urally she Is superstitious. 

At the curtain the men are debat- 
Inig leaving the trail and taking a 
supposed cut-oiff, which the guide is 
sure can hasten the journey before 
the snow files. The wagon train, 
however, becomes lost In the. moun- 
tains and the scout Is unable to find 
the pass. Death has stalked fre- 
quently; In fact, it comes with each 
act. One woman dies of cholera, 
another wastes away. The teacher 
succumbs and the doctor Is on his 
way out. 

To add to the terror of starvation 
and probable death, a band of In- 
dians continuously canip a few miles 
away, and their distant drums are 
heard. Wolfhill belleiyes; they will, 
tell the secret of the. way out If 
given guns and ammunltloiL But It
